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SHY OF MAKING DEMANDS

SENATORS STILL TALKING ABOUT 
THEIR RIGHTS. 
‘CONFLICTING VIEWS REGARDING EXECUTIVE 
AND SENATORIAL POWERS—ARGUMENTS 
FOR THE ARTHUR KILL BRIDGE. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—It is the opinion 
of more than one Senator that the peculiar situ- 
ation of affairs in the Senate regarding the nom- 
inations sent in by the President will ultimately 
result in a discussion in open Senate of the 
whole subject of the rights and duties of 
that body and of the President in the 
premises. The more the Republican Sen- 
ators talk about the matter amonz them- 
selyes the more determined are they 
to insist upon what they assert is their absolute 
constitutional right to have laid before them 
all papers in the Governmental files relating to 
persons removed or suspended from office, as 
well as persons nominated for office. They are 
not prepared to claim, as they were afew days 
argo, that they have the privilege of demanding 
from the President in sc muny words his reasons 
for making any given removal! or suspension, 
but they contend that they can rightfully call 
for the documents upon which the President is 
supposed to have based his reasons. So soon, they 
say, as these papers are puton dle, they become 
part of the archives of the Government, and, as 
such, must not be kept from the Senate if tnat 
body ealis for them. This, they point out, has 
been the theory upon which the Senate has acted 
without question, and reference is made to the 
case of one of the first persons ever rejected by 
the Senate. In that case President Washington 
sent the Senate a message, in which he sug- 


gested that in cases which might thereafter 
occur the Senators might with advantage 
learn from him his reasons for makine 
the removal afd appointment. But while the 
Republicans are practically unanimous in this 
position they are Dot uvanimous as to just how 
to get at the full information they are after, and 
it is this fact which has jed to their present atti- 
tude of drifting along without knowing exactly 
whither they are tending. Some of the Senators 
recognize the fact that so tar the President has 
not declined to give reasons for any of his 
acts as to suspensions or removals, and 
advocate delay in order to see wheth- 
er or not Mr. Cleveland will instruct 
his Cabinet officers to furnish all papers called 
for by the Senate committees. Other Senators 
think the President wiil never issue such in- 
structions, and that a plump demand should be 
made for what they want. Still other Senators 
think the best thing to do is to adopt a formal 
resolution in open session calling for the docu- 
ments, and then trim their sails according to the 
President’s reply. Some Senators who do not 
think the time tor this has yet arrived expect it 
will have to be done in the long run, and when 
such a resolution is offered they look tor a very 
interesting and spirited discussion. 


The Democratic Senators talked over the 
Bituation to-day in the first caucus they have 
held during the present session, since they cau- 
cused to name their President pro tem. The 
intercbange of views showed that the Demo- 


cratic position is. radically different from that 
of the Repuplicans. There was virtually no 
dissent from the Republican ciaim of the Sen- 
ate’s right to look at papers regarding persons 
appointed to office, but there wus very decided 
opposition to the Republican theory that this 
right existed as to persons suspended or re- 
moved trom office.. The Senate. it was held by 
various speakers, could demand the documents in 
the case of an appointment, because it was 
required to advise and consent to such an ap- 
pointment, but it had nothing to do with advis- 
ing ard consenting to suspensions, and nowhere 
did the Constitution give it the right to demand 
pap»:s in such cases. Some Senators held that a 
strict construction of the Constitution would 
deny them the right to call for papers in either 
ease. Other Senators were inclined to regard 
the tenure of office actas unconstitutional, and 
before the controvers, i:ended some speeches on 
this subject will probabiy be made in the Sen- 
ate. But while tne Democrats are agreed as to 
the constitutiona! right of the Administration to 
withbold.documents relating to ousted officers, 
a good many of them think that asa matter of 
party policy the Administration may wiseiy 
furnish all the intormation tbe Senate asks. 
They regard the Republicans as being actuated 
solely by the desire to make party capital, and 
they refer witb quiet smiles to the utter cvilapse 
of Republican hopes when information was re- 
ceived concerning ex-Postmaster Palmer, of 
Chivag@.-and ex-Collector of Internal Revenue 
Armstrong, of the Twenty-first New-York Dis- 
trict. The same thing would hapnen in other 
cases, they. declare. and the Republicans 
would make themselves ridiculous instead 
pf securing points for the next political 
campaign. The- caucus came to no con- 
clusion as re) line of policy 
to be pursued, it being thought best to wait 
untii the Republicans have more fully exposed 
their plans before deciding how to meet them. 
Lf, however, the Republicans attempt to secure 
tbe adoptioa of any resolution on the subject in 
the full Senate the Democrats expect to present 
a united front in opposition. The Finance Com- 
mittee, which made the blunder of calling upon 
Cabinet officers for reasons for the President’s 
acts, Gid what it could to rectify its mistake to- 
Bay by deciding to modify its inquiries so as

The Commerce Committees of both the House 


end the Senate listened to-day to statements for 
and against the proposed bridge across the 
Staten Island Sound from Port Richmond to 
Elizabethport.

Watrous, Chief Engineer Achiel, and Solicitor

the Senate Committee, after Mr. Wiman had 
exp'ained the necessity for the bridge, and Mr. 
Phelps bac weakly attempted an argument in 
reply, another hearing was asked for by the op- 


ponents of the bill. Mr. Frye was impatient and 
toid the gentlemen who made the request that a 
Fecond hearing was seldom accorded. Still, the 
request was granted with a warning. ‘*Tho-e

In the House Committee on Commerce Mr. 
Clardy of Missouri, with a sub-committee, heard 
Mr. Wimau and Mr..Phelps. Mr. Wiman went 
over his argument quickly, illustrating it bya 
map ot New-York Bay and the country fora 
square of 30 miles. As soon as he had stopped 
Mr. Phelps asked for time for hisside to prepare 
an answer. Mr. Belmont, who introduced the 
bill in the House, and who saw no reason for not 
going on, suggested that all tne reasons urged 
against the bridge were known to the last 
Congress, and that there could be no occa- 
sion for postponement. Mr. Cowen let the 
committee into the fact that Senators 
Sewell and McPherson had asked for delay from 
last Friday, wher a hearing bad been appointed, 
and still the other side was not ready, although, 
as Mr. Wiman blurted out, the whole country 
had been informed of the hearing by the Associat- 
ed Press, At last Mr. Phelps conciuded to taik, 
took up the points that Mr. Wiman had dropped, 
and promptly blundered into a statement of the 
commerce of Staten Island Sound which his 
friends immediately corrected. Having been 
set right, he expatiated upon “this extraordi- 
mary stream” and a** most useful and extraor- 
dinary waterway,” and_ the. infinite damage 
to be inflicted upon Rahway, Woodbridge, 
and other places by tke proposed bridge. 
The Sound, be declared, furnished a channel for 
competition with the Pennsylvania and Lehigh 
Valley Railways, and to obstruct it would be to 
destroy competition and subject the public to 
the excessive tolisof railway corporations. He 
made light of the project of the Baltimore and 
Obio Company. Then he came to the point that 
the railroads having terminal facilities at New- 
York haa paid high prices for them, and it would 
be unfair to let the Baltimore and Ohio in 
cbeaply. He very kindly invited Mr. Wi- 
man to buy a privilege of the Cen- 
tral Railroad at Communipaw, at which 
Mr. Wiman naturally laughed. Mr. Phelps’s 
assertion, repeated several times, that 
the Legislature of New-Jersey had five times 
refused to pass an enabling bill was answered 
by Mr. Wimang by the production of a joint 
resolution passed by the Legislature re- 

uesting the Senators and Representatives in 

Jongress to use all g€onorabie means to secure 

he passage of the bill before the two houses.

Mr. Morris 8. Wise, of New-Yorx, was heard 
to-day by the Judiciary Committee of the House 
in behalf of the Lowell Bankruptcy bill, intro- 
duced by Representative John J. Adams, a bill 
identical in its provisions with that introduced 
in the Senate by Mr. Hoar. Mr. Wise set forth 
the necessity for a new law, made apparent by 
an experience of eight years since the repeal of 
the act of 1867, during which commercial rob- 
beries, under the name of preferential assign- 
ments, have come in vogue. The percentage of 
losses on failures was higher. The demand for 
a change was the calm, steady, unbiased judg- 
ment of the mercantile commu ity. The bill 
drafted in 1880 ° | the Hon. John Lowell was in 
January, 1881, indorsed in Washington by a 
convention of delegates from 37 commercial or- 
ganizations. In January, 1884, a second conven- 
tion, with representatives from 89 commercial 
organizations in 29 States, again indorsed 
the Lowell bill and urged its enactment. 
Mr. Wise presented a tabulated statement 
of losses in failures during the years 
1880-84, showing that the percentage of assets 
to liabilities averaged 50 per cent., and he argued 
that in all probability an average dividend of 40 
per cent. would have been realized by the credit- 
ors under a just bankruptcy law. Under the ex- 
isting various State insolvency laws, permitting 
preferences, it is certain that, while the favored 
few creditors, in the great majority of cases 
relatives and friends of the debtor, may have re- 
ulized 100 per cent., the great body of creditors 
have.not received an average dividend of 10 per 
cent. on all these failures. And it is usually the 
merchandise creditors who are the sufferers. 
As an evidence of the drift of opinion on the 
subject in the Southern States he noted that at 
the commercial convention of Soutiern busi- 
ness men held at Atlanta, Ga., in May last, an 
overwhelming majority of the delegates de- 
clared in favorof the enactmentof a national 
bankruptcy law. G. Waldo Smith, of the New- 
York Board of Trade and Transportation: W. L. 
Steele, Secretary of the Philadelphia Textile 
Association; J. Gayne, of the St. Louis 
Chamber otf Commerce; Mr. Hurt, of Bal- 
timore, and Mr. Woods, of the Boston 
Merchants’ Association, were also heara in favor 
of the bill. Another hearing will be given on 
Thursday to members of the National Board of 
Trade and Transportation that is to meet here 
to-morrow. ‘‘he Chairman, Mr. Tucker, in de- 
fining the position which the committee would 
like to hear in argument, remarked that there 
were anumber of members of Congress who 
were not anxious for the passage of a bankrupt 
jaw, but who would be willing to vote for such 
a measureif it were fairly drawn and the ma- 
chinery for carrying it into force was carefully 
provided for.

Messrs. Allison, Aldrich, Warner Miller, Beck, 
and McPherson will conduct the investigation 
on behalf of the Senate Committee on Finance 
into the alleged frauds in the customs service at 
New-York and elsewhere. with special refer- 
ence to undervaluations of imported goods. It 
was decided by the committee to-day that other 
Custom Houses should be included in the inves- 
tivation, and a resolution giving it authority 
thus to extend its work was passed by the Sen- 
ate. The subcommittee will begin its work nere 
by carefully examining all reports and other doc- 
uments on file inthe Treasury Department relat- 
ing to the subject. Then the investigation will be 
continued in New-York, whence it is probable 
the committee will go to Boston. Many com- 
plaints have been made by merchants of Boston 
that undervaluations in the New-York Custom 
House have enabled their New-York competi- 
tors to undersel! them, and these complaints will 
be considered by the committee. it is expected 
that the committee will fing charges to be looked 
into in ofher cities, and the outlook is for an in- 
guiry tbat will require several months for its 
completion. Mr. Aldrich introduced to-day a 
bill to prevent fraud in the entry of imported 
goods, its chief feature. being a provision that in 
every case of undervaluation there shal! be col- 
lected,in addition tothe rezular duties, 2 per cent. 
of the total appraised value of the gooas for 
each 1 per cent. of the increased valuation. In 
case the undervaluation exceeds 15 per cent. of 
the appraised value the entry is to be regarded 
as fraudulent, and the goods are to be seized and 
proceedings taken agin cases of forfeiture for 
violation of the customs laws. One half of the 
fines and other moneys received under the bill is 
to constitute a fund out of which rewards may 
be given to meritorious customs or consular 
officers. instrumental in exposing the frauds. 
The Seccetary of the Treasury and Secretary of 
State are made a board ta recommend tne pay- 
ment of these awards.

Ex-Coilector Armstrong’s futile denials of his 
desire to hold office under the Democratic Ad- 
ministration are likely to result in making him 
a more conspicuous example of what a man 
ought not to be in politics. His letter to **My 
Dear Lamont,” read in the Senate, is declared to 
have betrayed his itching to hold on very piain- 
ly. It is learned that he laid siege to the Ad- 
ministration very systematically. He sought 
out a man named Murray, a friend of 
Col. Lamont's, from Cortland, and appoint- 
ed him Deputy without any suggestion 
from Col. Lamont, however. Then he removed 
a Republican Deputy named Hackett and ap- 
pointed for Mr. Sprigzgsa man named Ha!l. To 
strengthen hislines he next named as deputy for 
Mr. P. Flower one Clerk. It was forali these 
favors to the Democrats that he wrote Col. 
Lamont that he had tried to please ali the Demo- 
crats in making his appointments, and that he 
hoped to continue the same policy. Word has 
been received here that Republicans who heard 
him say he was for Blaine and others like ** Char- 
lie’ Everett, who were led to believe that he was 
for Cleveland, gre alike delighted that he was 


turned out.

It appears that the friends of the Indian In- 
spectors, whose nominations are now pending 


in the Senate, were misinformed when they gave 


it out yesterday that allthe Inspectors were to 
be recommended for confirmation to-day, with 
the exception of Morris A. Thomas, whose nom- 
ination was to be held up for further considera- 
tion. The indian Inspectors’ nominations are 
still before the Committee on Indian Affairs, 
which coes not meet again until Thursday, and 
tne anxious nominees are still uncertain whether 
they will learn their tate soon, or will have to 
wait until the case of Senator Gorman’s man, 
Thomas, is also disposed of by the committee. 

Mr. G. C. Moody now has the same privilege as 
ex-Senator Edgerton of sitting in the Senate 
Chamber while the Senators are deciding whether 
or not to admit Dakota into the Union of States 
and to recognize Messrs. Moody and Edgerton as 
the first Senators from the new State. This 
privilege was granted to-day after Mr. Vest had 
expressed the opposition of the Democrats to

A WHEAT CORNER PROJECTED. 

St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 19.—The Globe- 
Democrat prints the following statements, which, 
it says, are given on undoubted authority: “ It 
has been known on ’Change for some time that 
one of the biggest wheat deals ever at- 
tempted, if mot the biggest on record, 
is now in progress, the Northwest being 
worked from Chicago, and the course of 
the market, which has been watched closely 
to view the effects of the deal, has been such as 
to confirm the entire story. The scheme is being 
worked by Armour, Northwestern millers being 
interested therein, as weM as railroads, eievators, 
and grain banks. It contemplates putting wheat 
down to the point necessary, whatever that may 
be, but certainly below 80cents at Chicago, and 
from that jumping for a profit of 80 to 40 
cents, which would bring it here to over 
$1 20 for May. The plan also includes the ad- 
vancement in the value of pork and provisions, 
while that of wheat is being depressed. The 
parties in the scheme rely on a scarcity of wheat 
in the Winter area and the fact that the coun- 
try’s supply isin the Northwest. The farmers 
of that section bave put their wheat in the 
country elevators, x»nd the parties running 
the deal have large amounts ready on the track 
to shove into the elevators at Minneapolis and 
St. Paul to go into tne visible supply. Tt is also 
stated that the recent reported losses of Min- 
neapolis millers was all in the programme to the 
end of convincing the farmers that the millers 
were not allinthe deal, but, on the contrary, 
heavy losers.” 





THE MISSISSIPPI ICE BREAKING UP. 

New-ORLEANS, Jan. 19.—In the warm 
weather of the past few days the ice in the Mis- 
sissippi is melting and breaking up, and to-day 
huge masses ar3 reported coming down the 
river, baving passed Natcbez, Bayou Sara, and 
Baton Rouge, a phenomenon of which there is 
no previous record. The steamers City of Baton 
Kouge and Natchez reached Vicksburg from be- 
Jow to-day, both having their wheels badly 
broken by ice. The former had to lay up three 
hours to repair the buckets in her wheels, 
vroken out by the crushing icebergs.

LORD SALISBURY NETTLED 


HE SNUBS A DEPUTATION OF IRISH 
LOYALISTS. 

THEIR ARROGANT MANNER VEXES THE 
PREMIER—TREASONABLE TALK AT A 
MEETING OF THE NATIONAL LEAGUE. 

LONDON, Jan. 19.-—-Deputations from the 
various branches of the Loyal and Patriotic 

Union waited upon Lord Salisbury to-day, and 

urged thatastern enforcement of the law ac- 

company any concession granted to the Nation- 
alists by the Government, and stated that the 

Parnellites utilized the existing local bodies of 

the Land League to terrorize the non-Leaguers 

in their respective districts, The deputations 
contended that home rule would destroy the 
trade and commerce of Ireland. The manner of 
the deputation was somewhat arrogant and dic- 
tatorial, as if they had the public opinion of 

Great Britain at their back. It was so offensive to 

Lord Salisbury that he became restless during the 

addresses, and. instead of replying at length and 

making a political oration, as the country expect- 
ed, be dismissed the whole business with asnappy 
three-minute reply. In this he avoidea politics 
entirely and declared that as the representative 
of the Government he was there to listen to 
them and not to expound any policy. He added 
that the Government fully valued the impor- 
tance of the painful and strixing facts presented, 
and gaid that the Government would be found 
faithful to responsibilities, Lord Salisbury ex- 


Diained that it would be unseemly to unfold the 
Government’s Jrish policy two _days before 
the meeting of Parliament. The Loyalists were 
greatly chagrined by the shortness of Lord Salis- 
bury’s reply. 

The Nt. James’s Gazette says: ‘* The labors of 
both the Foreign Office and the Premiership 
are straining the strength of the Marquis of 
Salisbury, and it is probable that the Foreign 
Office will soon be placed in other hands.” 

Itis reported that Mr. Gladstone, in response 
to urgent appeals from his-party, will take an 
early opportunity to deny that he ever intended 
to propose the restoration of the Irish Parlia- 
ment or any measure that would tend to the 
separation of Ireland. 

he regular fortnightly meeting ofthe Na- 
tional League was held at Dublin this afternoon. 
Mr. John Deasy, member of Parliament for 
West Mayo, occupied the chair, and in an 
address said that he cared neither about 
the proposed coercion nor reform. ‘The Par- 
nellites were masters of the situation, and 
betore the end of the year Ireland would 
have its own Parliament. Mr. William H. Red- 
mond, member of Parliament for North Fer- 
managh, said: “England bas enemies every- 
where, and the first biow struck at Ireland 
would fire a train ye = leading to a successtul 
Indian mutiny and lighting the Russians into 
London to stable their horses in the House of 
Commons. No power onearth could prevent 
retaliation by the Irish. The Parnellites are re- 
solved to persevere in their demand for home 
rule.” Mr. M. J. Kenny, member of Parliament 
tor Tyrone, said: * Any Government attempting 
to interfere with the Nationa) League will be 
deprived of office in a few weeks.” 

The Loyalists of Belfast are indignant over Mr. 
Gladstone’s refusul to receive a deputation of 
Loyalists from their city. There is a marked re- 
vival of party feeling in the North of Ireland. 
The Irish Loyalists are arranging for meetings in 
the leading towns of England for the purpose of 
obtaining support. 

Despite the fact that the tenants on the Trish 
estates of the Earl of Listowel reéently pledged 
themselves not to pay any rent unless a reduc- 
tion of 30 per cent. was made, over haif of them 
have during the past week paid up infull. The 
tenantry of the Duke of Devonshire are paying 
their rents freely at the 20 per cent. reduction 
recently granted by the Duke. 

The Earl of Airlie was married to-day to Lad 
Mabe! Gore at St. George’s Church. The church 
was crowded with people, and members of the 
Tenth Hussars, of which regiment the Earlisa 
Lieutenavt, dressed in their brilliant uniforms, 
lined the aisles. The Earl of Arran gave the 
bride away, and the Prince of Wales signed the 
register. The bride wore a white satin dress 
covered with old lace, with a cascade of lace and 
Orange blossoms falling in thecentre. There 
were eight bridesmaids. They wore corded 
white silk dresses and zouave jackets trimmed 
with gold lace. 

The jury in the case of Kenny,a laborer, 
charged with libeling Mr. Howell, member of 
Pariiament, in alleging that he had appropriated 
money belonging to the gas stokers’ fund, to-day 
rendered a verdict of not guilty.

A REIGN OF TERROR, 


PITTSBURG POLICE SENT TO PRESERVE 
ORDER IN THE COKE REGIONS. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Jan. 19.—The strike 
in the coke regions is assuming alarming pro- 
portions. The Governor has been asked by the 
Sheriff of Westmoreland County for troops. 
Company I, Tenth Regiment, at Greensburg, is 
holding itself in readiness to move at 
& moment's notice. The Fourth,and Eighteenth 
Regiments are also in readiness for service. To- 
day representatives from the H.C. Frick Coke 


Company called on the Chief of Police of this 
city and asked that a squad of uniformed police 
be sent to the soene of the trouble. The request 
was granted and Detective Brophy, in charge of 
20 policemen, has gone to Westmoreland County. 
The men were heavily armed. At Mount Pleas- 
ant the strike of the miners and drawers at the 
works continues. This morning about 300 Hun- 
gariaus and Poles from Morewood went over the 
line to the Alice Works to force the men to quit 
work. The men refused at first, but finally 
yielded to the superior forces of thestrikers. The 
atter did considerable damage to the company’s 
peopecey before they returned. Thestrikers at 

orewood are desperate, and last ‘night made it 
hideous by yelling and shooting. They are well 
armed and appear very courageous. Deputy 
Sheriffs are still keeping guard at the companies’ 
stores but make no attempts at arrests. Sheriff 
Stewart hasthought. it best not to attempt any 
arrests with his small force. 

Vhe fugitives of Saturday are still free. The 
Hungarians, numbering about 800, in the Mount 
Pleasant district, are hard to handle, the women 
being worse than the men. They are very re- 
vengeful, and will fight to death before they 
will be captured. The Americans claim that*the 
Huns are alone responsible for what they 
do. At the Morewood Works last night three 
or four guards ventured too near the 
Hungarian quarters when an alarm was 
given. The foreigners swarmed out of their 
quarters and began a fusillade of pistol shots. 

lmost instantly every striker joined in the 
skirmish, and the guards fell back for safer 

uarters. No pursuit was attempted, and the 

ungarians returned to their houses after 
witnessing the hasty departure of the patrol. 
No trouble was experienced at Standard. 
The situation of the coke strike to-day is this: 
In the Connellsville district 766 ovens are idle; 
in Mount Pleasant district, 1,094; 1n Stonerville 
district, 397; in Scottdale district, 758; in Broad- 
ford district, 148, making in all about one-third 
of the ovens in the region. 

Sheriff Stuart arrived at Mount Pleasant at 9 
o’clock to-night with 19 additional deputies, 
who will be placed on duty atthe Alice mine. 
The strikers who attacked the mines to-day 
and drove off the workmen destroyed all 
the tools, barrows and coke wagons, and every- 
thing movable. The _ Sheri bas ordered 
his deputies to protect those who want to work, 
and it is expected that trouble will follow. The 
Hungarians are parading about the streets of 
the village to-night threatening violence to all 
who attempt to return to work and destruction 
to the company’s property.

ALBANY, Jan. 19.—The Forestry Commis- 
sion met here to-day, and discussed the reports 
received from their agents, who have been in- 
vestigating the condition of the State lands in 
the northern part of the State, prior to making 
their annual report to the Legislature. The At- 
torney-General was waited upon for an opinion 
as to the prerogatives of the board in rela- 
tion to granting privileges to individuals on 
State lands in the Adirondacks and other places, 
the question having arisen in consequence of the 
recent action of the State Land Board. The At- 
torney-General decided that the Forestry Com- 
mission had absolute control over such lands,

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CAGED. AFTER TWO YEARS 


—— 
WILLIAM D. PORTER AGAIN IN 
THE HANDS OF JUSTICE. 
AFTER A SEASON OF CRIME IN ENGLAND 
HE RETURNS TO NEW-YORK TO AN- 
SWER FOR AN OLD BURGLARY. 

Troy, N. Y., Jan. 19.—On Sunday, Feb. 
24, 1884, the safe in the jewelry store of E. Marks 
& Son, on River-street in this city, was blown 
open, and diamonds and jewelry valued at $30,000 
were stolen. Within two days the authorities, 
aided by the New-York police, were able to lo- 
cate the burglars, and the persons suspected 
were William D. Porter, Michael Shechan, and 
two or three others whose names are withheld. 
But ag the suspected persons had disappeared no 
action was then taken in the matter. Soonafter 
the burglary Detective Weeks, of Pinkerton’s 
force, was sent to Europe to trace dynamiters 
for the British Government, While in London 
Weeks came in contact with a notorious ** fence” 
whom he had known in New-York City. The 
“fence” knew Weeks and shunned him as much 
as possible. The “fence” was then in the last 
stages of consumption, and finally, on being ap- 
proached by Weeks, made confessions that im- 
plicated him in several crimes in this country. 
He confessed among other things to having pur- 
chased the jewelry and diamonds stolen from 
the Marks store. This person said that he knew 


he could not live very long and had no fears. ot 
being brought to this country on a criminal 
process. 

Porter was in England at the time, as Weeks 
learned. When tbe detective returned to this 
country he placed himself in communication 
with the Messrs. Marks. The result of the con- 
ference was that it was determined to keep a 
watch on Porter and not to attempt to arrest 
him until the espionage should reveal who his 
partners were or until he should return to this 
country. Not long ago a bold robbery was corm- 
mitted at the residence of an English gentleman. 
This robbery was followed by the departure of 
Porter from England. He arrived in New-York 
on the 8th inst.on an Inman Line steamship, 
having taken passage under the name of Will- 
iam Morton. Pinkerton’s men kept their eyes 
on him until yesterday afternoon, when, having 
learned that he was preparing to go to Boston, 
evidently for the purpose of leaving the country, 
he was arrested in a leading hotel in New-York 
and brought to this city with his effects, em- 
bracing a trunk and two hand bags. 

Porter, who is about 45 years old, and not bad- 
looking, was dressed in the prevailing fashion, 
and was decked with costly diamonds. The fol- 
lowing precious stones were taken from him: 
Two three-stone diamond finger rings, worth 
$150 each; one collar button, worth $100; one 
shirt stud, worth $500; one single stone ring, 
valued at $350; one gold repeating watch and 
gold chain, worth $400, and about $50 in cash. 
In the traveling bags were found three sma)l 
diamonds and a pair of jewelers’ tweezers for 
handling diamonds, and several foreign coins. 
Sheriff Keenan at once placed an attachment on 
the diamonds in favor of E. Marks & Son. Inthe 
trunks were found several suits of clothes and 
underwear, all of the most-fasbionable and cost- 
ly fabrics; several pairs of kid gloves of different 
colors, a silk smoking anda traveling cap, and 
other wearing apparel of the most eluborate de- 
signs. A very costly black dress suit was includ- 
ed in his eftects. 

Just before the commission of the Marks burg- 
lary Porter was arrested for the murder of 
John Welch in ** Shang” Draper’s notorious re- 
sort on Sixth-avenue, New-York, was tried, and 
acquitted of the crime. Pinkerton’s men say 
that he was for years connected with the Hope- 
Irving combination of burglars. He was iden- 
tified at tne jail to-day by two men who saw bim 
and his associates in the neigbborhood of the 
Marks store about the time of the burglary. 

Michael Sheehan, alias **Sheeny. Mike,” an- 
other of the alleged burglars, bas been captured 
andis in jail at Jacksonville, Fla. He had in- 
vested $25,000 in an orange grove in Florida and 
had resolved to become an honorable citizen. 
He is in partnership with his brother, who is an 
official in the town 1n which h® resides. An ofii- 
cer will be sent for Sheehan. He has also spent 
a good portion of the last two years in England, 
and returned to this country by way of New- 
Orleans just before Porter’s arrival in New- 
York. Both men and others, inciuding a resi- 
dent of this city, were indicted for the Marks 
burglary in May, 1834. 


CANADA AND ITS RAILROAD. 





ENGLAND IS PROUD OF THE DOMINION, AC- 
CORDING TO SIR JOHN MACDONALD. 

OrTrawA, Ontario, Jan. 19.—Sir John 
Macdonald arrived home to-day from England, 
and in reply to an address of welcome made a 
brief speech. Much disappointment is expressed 
athis failure to say anything about reciprocity 
or a renewal of the fisheries treaty with the 
United States, and the inference is that he has 
received no assurance whatever on those sub- 
jects. He said that when he got to England he 
found the elections going on and the Ministers 


all away from London. When he met them he 
was informed that their position as a Ministry 
was very uncertain, and they were not disposed 
to undertake any important business. He said the 
British public regarded the Pacific Railway not 
only as a colonial work, but as one of the high- 
est imperial importance in that it placed Eng- 
land in a much stronger position than she had 


occupied for many years in the matter of com- 


munication with distaut colonies and dependen- 
cies. Sir John had occasion_to see the military 
authorities concerning the Cunadian Pacific, and 
b to urge upon them the importance of aiding in 
the establishment of a tirst-class line of 
steamers, available in case of waras transports, 
or even as ships of war, and at the same time of 
such speed and capacity as would bea means of 
at once developing Asiatic trade by way of the 


Canadian Pacifle Railway. They agreed thatthe 
termini of the road were Liverpool and Hong 
Kong, and that on both the Atlantic and Pacific, 
in order to make this route what it ought to be, 
there must be lines of steamers. Sir John said 
the British authorities were proud of the man- 
ner 1n which the Canadian troops had suppressed 
the outbreak in the Northwest. They believe 
that Canada is now a source of strength instead 


of a source of weakness to the empire, 
i 


SENATOR HOPPLE IS SENSITIVE. 
CoLtuMBvs, Ohio, Jan. 19.—In the Senate 
this afternoon Mr. Hopple, one of the Demo- 
cratic members from Hamilton County, arose to 
a question of privilege, and proceeded to makea 


speech of considerable length. He referred toa 


notice of contest having been filed questioning 
his right toa seat in that body. He demanded 
an immediate and searching investigation as to 
the validity of his election, stating that it he 
were not fairly elected it would be dishonorable 
to remain, even if there was no contest. He be- 
lieved that a thorough investigation would 
elearly demonstrate the fact that the Re- 
publicans were as deep in the mud 
as the Democrats were in the mire, Mr. 
Hopple argued that the real issue was 
whether the Democrats should hold possession 
of the offices and the board shoula be under 
their control or whether the Republicans should 
get possession. There are various opinions as to 
why Mr. Hopple mad this speech this afternoon. 
The general verdict, however, is that it was 
made to excite public sympathy, The very pep- 
pery criticism directed toward the Cincinnati 
members during the past week has had the effect 
of making those gentlemen decidedly nervous 
and ill at ease. Rumors are current, too, that 
as a merchant Mr. Hopple’s business has suffered 
because of the agitation incident to the election 
fruuds. The select committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the charges of corruption in the elec- 
tion of Senator Payne organized to-night. The 
committee will ask for additional authority and 
for an appropriation to carry out their plans for 
a searching investigation, 





OPPOSED TO A NEW TREATY. 

CuicaGco, Jan. 19.—C. B. Whitten, of 
Portland, Me., and Kirke D. Pierce, an attorney 
of Hillsborough, N. H., are in Chicago in the 
interests of the American Fishery Union. The 
object of their visit West is to have conferences 
in the leading cities bordering on the great lakes 
with parties engaged in the prosecution of the 
fisheries there and in the navigation of the 
waters, with the view of taking action to pre- 
vent the appointment of an international com- 
mission to consider the advisability of renewing 
the reciprocity treaty between Canada and the 
United States, which lapsed June 30, 188. The 
two missionaries have visited most of the lake 
cities east of Chicago, and claim to have stirred 
up Soaeepeeny opposition to the renewal of the 
treaty.

FUNERAL OF MISS BAYARD. 


A NOTABLE GATHERING IN THE OLD SWEDES 
CHURCH AT WILMINGTON, 

WILMINGTON, Del., Jan. 19.—The Old 
Swedes Church contained within its picturesque 
walls this afternoon a gathering of notable 
men, who assembled at the funeral of Kath- 
erine Lee Bayard. The atmosphere was heavy 
with the perfume of flowers. The casket con- 
taining the remains rested inthe centre aisle, 
and was almost buried in floral offerings. It was 
of plain black, mounted in silver, with a plate 
onthe lid bearing the name and dates of the 


birth and death. The lid was not re- 
moved during the afternoon. In _ the 
morning the cover was litted for a few 
minutes in the presence of the _ father, 
sisters, brothers, and afew intimate friends of 
the family. A great crowd assembled about the 
guarded cemetery gates long before the bour 
set forthe funeral, but admission was refused. 
A few minutes before 2 o'clock Secretary Bay- 
ard entered the church with his daughter, Mrs. 
Mabel Warren, of Boston, leaning upon his arm, 
He was followed by Mr. Warren, with Miss Bay- 
ard. The two younger brothers came in with 
Dr. and Mrs, Kane, Mr. Bayard’s sister and 
brother-in-law. Col. Lee. of Baltimore,a brother 
of Mrs. Bayard, followed. Others who were 
present were Secretaries Whitney and Endicott, 
Private Secretary Lamont, representing Presi- 
dent Cleveland; Senators Jackson of Tennessee, 
and Ransom of North Carolina, Wade Hampton, 
Goy. Stockley, Secretary of State Chausey, the 
Speakers of both branches of the Delaware State 
Legislature, ana all the prominent State officials, 
almost the entire membership of the county 
Bar, and many neighbors and friends of the 
family. 

The, services were conducted by the Rev. 
Henry Martic, Rector of Trinity Parish and 
Pastor of the church the Bayard family attend 
during their residence here; the Rev. Jesse O. 
Higgins, Rector of Old Swedes Church; the Rev. 
Charles E. Breck, a former Rector of the parish, 
and the Rev. Dr. Karl, of Georgetown. Only the 
burial service was repeated. After the service 
the casket was removed to the vault. Senator 
Gray, Goorge H. Bates, Victor Dupont, Henry 
G. Banning, Dr. J. A. Draper, and E. R. Coch- 
ran acted as pall bearers. As the coffin was borne 
to the cemetery the rain, which had been falling 
in torrents, ceased, and as it was being lowered 
into the vault the clouds broke and a flood of 
sunlight fell upon the scene. The Bayard fam- 
ily and others from Washington returned to that 
city to-night. 





THE WHISKY MEN DIE HARD, 


AN APPEAL TO BE TAKEN TO THE UNITED 
STATES SUPREME COURT. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 19..—New disclosures 
are expected in the legal quarrel over prohibi- 
tion in Atlanta. When the electionin Fulton 
County resulted in favor of prohibition the 
liquor men firmly looked to Judge McCay, of 
the Federal court, for relief, and for that pur- 
pose engaged the Hon. Willis Hawkins, to whom 
Judge McCay was under strceng social and per- 
sonal obligations. The Judge, however, who 
has developed uncertain traitsof late, trans- 
formed himself into chief counsel for the pro- 
hibitionists and threw the case out of court by 
an omnibus decis@¢n. Then the bill for a re- 
versal of the result in the name of new parties 
went to Judge Clarke, of the State Superior 
Court. Judge Clarke again decided against 
them, chiefly on the ground that no relief could 
be asked for until some one was burt. He 
had scarcely read the last words of nis decis- 
ion before the Ordinary, Judge Calhoun, jumped 
upinthe court room and declared the result. 
This was a surprise which paralyzed for a time 
the anti-Prohibitionists. Julius Brown, who 
had become their cheif counsel after the disap- 
pearance of Hawkins, took an appeal of the 
cases to the State Supreme Court on the direct 
question of the constitutionality of the local op- 
tion bill. There was but little there, however, 
as one, if not two, of the Juages on that bench 
had worked forthe passage of the bill.

“ A DANGEROUS PASSAGE. 

RockLaND LAKE, N. Y., Jan. 19.—Two 
men who started from the opposite side of the 
river last night to cross to this place on the ice 
had a very unpleasant time of it. James Robin- 
sonand Henry Secor, residents of Westchester 
County, left the river bank on the east side 
shortly after 8 o’clock in the evening, intending 
to look for work from the Knickerbocker Com- 
pany in cutting ice onthe lake.

The ice had for some time been solid from shore 
to shore, and no danger was apprehended, The 
men reached the channel and were pro- 
ceeding carelessly when the ice cracked 
under their feet.

Secor was a few feet in 
advance of his companion. In a few minutes 
he broke through and went into the water up to 
his neck. He threw out his hands as he went 
down, and the umbrella rested upon cakes of tho 
broken ice, and by this means he kept himself 
trom being drawn under by the current. Robin- 
son did not dare to approach too near the edge 
ofthe broken ice, for fear it would give way 
under his feet. He quickly took off his ulster, 
tore it through the back, and fastened the lower 
ends together, making asort of rope. He threw 
one end to Secor, who grasped it and was hauled 
out onthe safe part of the ice, He was com- 
pletely exhausted and sank into his companion’s 
arms.

THE PURE MILK LAW CONSTITUTIONAL.

MORE DETAILS AS TO THE SCHEME FOR PUTs 
TING THE WIRES UNDER GROUND—WHY 
THE WESTERN UNION WAS TAKEN IN, 

Mr. Maurice B. Flynn, the political 
Croesus of this city, who is said to bave the 
promise of Subway Commissioners Moss and 
Hess of the contract to put the wires under 
ground, was met by a TIMEs reporter yesterday 
inthe new Court House Building, ‘** That’s a 
nice kind of astory THE TiMES has been print 
ing about me,” he remarked. 

The reporter thought it was a pretty good 
story, and mildly suggested that there couid be 
no doubt of its truth. 

“Truth !” echoed Mr. Flynn. ‘* There’s nota 
word of truth init. It’s false from beginning to 
end.” 

“What is the false part of the story ?” was 
asked. 

“TI tell you the whole of it is false,” was the 
emphatic response. “I have purposely refrained 
from having anything to do with the Electrical 
Subway Commission. As you know, my father- 
in-law, Mr. Moss, is a member of it, and that 
alone would prevent me from having anything 
to do with the subject.” 

“ The commission, then, has not promised you 
the right to put the wires under ground ?”’ 

* Why, certainly not; I never thought of such 
a thing, and [am sure the commission never did.’ 

“Do you know anything of the Dorset plan 
fog pues the wires under ground !” 

* Only in a general way. I never met Mr. Dor< 
set, and I don’t know as I ever will, I have 
been asked many times by people to examing 
into this patent or that patent, but 1 have nevez 
done so. Ihaven’t bought any patents, and | 
don’t know as Ievershall. { don't know any« 
thing about the work of the Subway Commission, 
and have taken no interest in its work. Once, 
indeed, [asked Mr. Moss if the members wera 
working together harmoniously, and he told me 
they were, that there was no doubt a report 
would bé agreed upon by the three of them 
which would be satisfactory to all. Further 
than this talk Ihave had no conversation with 
him on the subject. As for examining the plang 
on file in the offices of the commission, all I can 
say isthat I have never been near their place 
since they organized, except on one occasion, 
when I called to get Mr. Mogs to accompany me 
down to Long Branch. I repeat emphatically 
that I have taken no interest in the’matter at a)].”" 

Mr. Flynn walked briskly away with Chauncey 
S. Truax. Whether he laughed when he met Mr. 
Moss laterin the evening is uncertain, but he 
probably did. Notwithstanding all the denials 
of Mr. Moss, Mr. Hess, and Mr. Flynn, there is a 
scheme to give over the work of burying the 
wires toa company in which *“*dummies” are to 
be Directors to represent the men really he- 
hind the scheme, among whom are believed to 
be Mr. Fiynn and one or two persona! friends. 
Some further details of the scheme were vath- 
ered by a TIMES reporter yesterday. When the 
Subway Commission met one Wednesday a week 
or two ago Mr. Moss and Mr. Hess were strongly in 
tavor of the so-called combination plan, which 
has the Dorset plan fora basis. Mr. Loew, how- 
ever, calieda halt. He expressed himself very 
strongly on the subject, and it is said that he 
even suggested the possibility of his making a 
dissenting report, thus bringing the matter 
before the public. Mr. Loew hus frequently 
announce 1 himself as being in favor of the best 
possible kind of a plan to carry out the work 
intrusted to the commission. He has claimed to 
be wedded to no patents and to no clique, and if 
he continues in his opposition to the scheme of 
Messrs. Moss and Hess it may be that the latter 
gentlemen will conclude to halt for a time. 

The work in favor of the Dorset plan, with 
Fiynn combinations, was very quietly done, and 
no less a personage than Civil Justice William H. 
Kelly was the accredited agent who did a great 
part of the work. Whether Mr. Kelly figured as 
counsel or agent is of small account. He is in- 
timate with Mr. Flynn, and the scheme is said to 
have been the joint product of both, aided by 
suggestions from various other gentlemen, who 
may or may not “be let in on the ground floor.” 
Elisha Gray and Mr. Tripp, of Chicago, are 
among the gentlemen who are already in, and 
but for the exposure of the plans the franchise 
might already be theirs. : 

There was one point that bothered the con- 
spirators greatly before they had examined the 
matter thoroughly. This was how to make the 
best use of the favor of the Subway Commis- 
sioners when the right was given them to 
put the wires under ground. In order to do the 
work good lawyers held thata permit must be 
obtained from tke Board of Aldermen to opeu 
the streets. As Aldermen were reputed to be 
expensive, and as the value of the privilege 
would be apparent to the minds of the members 
ot the board, the question was a very grave one. 
The Subway Commissioners, or at least a ma- 
jority of them, took the ground that Alder- 
manic consent was not necessary, and that a per- 
mit fromthe Commissioner of Pvbiic Works 
would be all that would be required. 

Stillthe fact that the right of the proposed 
new company might be disputed Jed to the con- 
coction of a plan whereby the Western Union 
Telegrapn Company was to be taken into the 
scheme. This plan was somewhat similar to the 
plan whereby the rights of the Broadway Sur- 
face Railroad Company became vested in the 
Broadway and Seventh-Avyenue Railroad Com- 
pany. An underground wire company was to 
be formed, and arrangements were to be made 
to go on with the work of putting 
down the wires. No attempt was to 

be made to obtain the consent of the 
Board of Aldermen, but the work was to be 
done under a permit granted by the board about 


two years since to the Western Union Company. 


This permission gave the company the right to 
open the streets to put down mains or other 
conduits or wires, and under it the company kas 
already exercised the privilege of laving pneu- 
matie tubes and storing away some wires. Th@ 
work was to be turned over to the Western 
Union Company, and thus a monopoly of the 
job would be held by that corporation. 


Whether the stockholders of the Western Un- 


ion Company were to lose $2,500,000 or any part 
of the sum which it is claimed the stockholders 
of the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Company 
lost byjthe consolidation of the Broadway Raii- 
roadgis not known, but assuredly the franchise 
given by favor of a majority or ailthe Subway 
Commissioners would be worth notbing, to be 
simply given away to the Western Union Com- 

any. Now that the Aldermen see whata nice 
job was putup on them to prevent them getting 
inonat least one of the top stories, they may 


probably rescind the privilege given the Westery, 
Union Company. 





THE ENTOMBED MINERS. 
NANTICOKE, Penn., Jan. 19.—To-morrow 


a Board of Arbitrators, composed of severai in- 
telligent and practical miners selected by tha 


relatives of the men and boys entombed in No, 
lslope, will meet here to make a personal in< 
spection of the mine and to decide if the effort 
which the company are making to recover thé 
bodies are proper ones. If they decide not, and 
so order, a shaft will at once be sunk to reack 
that portion of the mine where the imprisoned 
ones are. his action is rendered necessary by 
so many reports being scattered that the com- 
pany was not pushing the work of recovery rap< 
idly. The work, however, has been put for- 
ward as speedily as safeiv would allow, and ic 
the four weeks, passed since the calamity ovei 
1,200 feet of débris have been passed through 
in the ganfway, leaving about 1,000 yet to pene- 
trate toreach the entombed men. The possi- 
bility of the prisoners yet being alive and sub- 
sisting on mule meat has urged the men on in 
their work considerably, it being admitted that 
such a thing might be by reason of the men 
being in aplace sufficiently high as to be beyond 
the reuch of the rusb of quicksand. The air 
passages leading into these workingsdo not ap- 
pear obstructed, the quicksand having settled 
sufficiently to allow the air to circuiate freely. 
Every citizen isanxiously awaiting the impor- 
tant developments which are expected this week, 
and the interest in the matter is now almost ag 
great as at the time of the dreadful calamity.

THE LAW MAKERS AT WORK 


THE FIELD CODE REAPPEARS IN 
THE ASSEMBLY, 
REFERRED TO THE JUDICIARY COMMITTEE 
FOR ANOTHER STRUGGLE-—-A NUMBER 
OF IMPORTANT BILLS INTRODUCED 

Atpany, Jan. 19.—The Field Code, now 
grown gray inits long years of endeavor to 
struggle through the Legislature, was intro- 
auced to the new members in the Assembly 
to-day by its friend and advocate, Mr. 
Connelly, of Brooklyn. Mr. Hotchkiss, of 
Brooklyn, representing the sentiment against 
the code, got up to oppose its reference to the 
Judiciary Committee.of which Capt. C. D. Baker, 
of Steuben, another stanch friend, is the Chair- 
man. He moved that it be sent to a special com- 
mittee of seven. The Captain hoped that noth- 
ing of the sort would be done. His Judiciary 
Committee, he said, would have ample time to 
give the code all the consideration it needed. A 
#000 afternoon’s hearing for its friends and op- 
ponents would, he doubted not, be all that was 
necessary. 

Mr. Hotchkiss adjusted his pebbles, and look- 
ing over their rim at the Captain,dryly remarked 
that he was not surprised that the Chairman of 
the Judiciary Committees should oppose his mo- 
tion. He understood that the gentleman last 
year had moved for a special committee, and he 
could not understand why he should oppose the 
selection of a similar committee this year. 

Capt. Baker rose up so slowly that it seemed 
as it he would never reach his limit, and, stand- 
ing on tiptoe, he shot his arm and index finger 
so far across the well that the Brooklyn member 
blinked. “i did nothing of the sort, Sir,” he 
exciaimed. 

There was a gentle tapping of a gavel, and 
down from the desk came the soothing voice of 
the Speaker, “the gentlemen should indulge in 
no personal allusions in debate.”’ 

rentlemen bowed as only lawyers can 
assumed vengeance to gratify, 
nkiss 1tinued his speech. * This 
code,” he said, “‘affects every person and every 
dollar’s worth of property in the State. Prob- 
ably no bill will be -introduced this Winter of 
greater importance than this. It should be care- 
tully considered. An afternoon’s hearing is far 
from being sufficient. Itisfor the interests of 
the entire State that the code be sent to a special 
committee. Surely the Speaker can appoint 
such acommittee as will prove every way sat- 
istnetory. It is unfair for it to be sent to a com- 
mittee whose first member, whose last member, 
and nobody knows bow many intermediate 
members are practically committed to its sup- 
port.” 

The motion of Mr. Hotchkiss was lost bya 
viva voce vote. Possibly a roll call would have 
shown a different result, for half thes members 
failed to vote at all on the motion. 

A large uumber of bills, many of them of un- 
usual interest, were introduced in the Assembly, 
among which were the following: 

by Mr. Babcock, of Ontario—Proyviding that 
there is nothing permanent in the possession tak- 
en by a telegraph company of buildings or lands 
for the attuchment of its wires or the erection of 
its poles. The bill declares that ** Whenever 
any wire or cable for telegraph, telephone, 
electric light, or other electrical purpose, or for 
communication otherwise than by the aid of 
electricity is, or sball be attached to, or does or 
shall extend upon or over any building or land, 
no lapse of time whatever shall raise a pre- 
sumption of any grant of or justify a presump- 
tion of any perpetual right to such attachment 
or extension.” 

by Mr. Hagan, of New-York—Providing that 
no telephone company in any city of over 800,- 
000 population shal! be allowed to charge a 
rental for the use of their instruments exceed- 
ing $5 per month. In other cities, towns, and 
villages the charge shall not exceed $7 per 
month. Where two or more telephones are 
rented by an individual or company the rental 
per month for each instrument shall not exceed 
$2 50. The tariff on messages between two vil- 
lages or cities shall not exceed 15 cents for the 
first five minut nda 5 cents for each additional 
five minutes. punishment for violations of 
the act is $100 fine.

County Clerk of that city to make all 
searches within 10 days, and holding him strictly 
responsibie forall damages arising trom searches, 
and reducing his fees as follows: Searching

By Mr. Hill,of New-York—Compelling “ every 
telegraph company owning a line of electric 
telegraph partiy within and partly beyond the 
limits of the State to render for assessment and 
taxation (on or before the first Monday of De- 
cember each y .in the eity of New-York) to 
the proper officers a true report of the cost to 
such company of their works within this State, 
and also within the various counties.” [t amends 
the generaiact of incorporation of this class of 
companies, fintreduced by Mr. Cullen in the 
Senate.) 

By Mr. Huntting, of Suffolk—An amend- 
ment to the same laws prohibiting the shooting 
of deer in Queens and Suffolk Counties for five 
years; alco the killing of partridges, pheasants, 
ard hares during the same period, save on game 
preserves. 

By Mr. Hotchkiss, of Kings—Permitting guar- 
autee and fidelity trust companies to furnish a 
single bond in-lieu of the two sureties now re- 
quired by law, providing the bond is approved 
by the Judge of the court. 

By Mr. Edson, of Broome.—Providing that 
honorably discharged soldiers and sailors, who 
may become disabled and thereby a charge upon 
the counties, shall not be sent to the almshouse, 
but shall be maintained outside that institu- 
tion. The benefits conferred by the act shall be 
extended to the wife, widow, or minor children 
of the unfortunate veteran. 

By Mr. Van Buskirk, of Cayuga.—Kequiring 
personal property to be assessed and taxed the 
same as real property. 

By Mr. Batcheller, of Saratoga—Authorizing 
the veterans of the State to erect on the Capitol 
gounds, in this city,a monument to the women 
for their sympathy and fidelity during the re- 
bellion. The State Treasurer is to receive the 
subscriptions, and he, together with the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, the Secretary of State, and 
four veterans appointed by the Governor, shall 
have charge of the matter.

That act repealed the 
usury law in so far as loans on securities, &c., 
to the amount of over $5,000 are concerned. 

By Mr. Daly, of New-York—Incorporating 
William A. Hammond, D. B. St. John Rossa, and 
others as the New-York Postgraduate Medical 
Schooland Hospital for higher instruction to 
physicians. 

The Fifth-avenue property owners are alert to 
their interests. In their behalf David Milliken, 
Jr., Secretary of the Association for the Preser- 
vation of Fifth-avenue, has come to Albany to 
learn whether any steps have been taken toward 
acquiring right of way for surface railroads 
through that thoroughfare. Mr, Milliken has 
had a conference with Speaker Husted, and 
with the Chairmen of the Cities, Judiciary, and 
Railroads{Committees, Messrs. Hamilton, Baker, 
and Cole.

DISCOVERED AND FOILED, 
Cuicaao, Jan. 19.—A bold attempt to 
defraud the Government by means of the under- 
valuation of imported goods has been discovered 
by the Customs authorities here, It is stated 
that while in Paris some time ago the head of a 
large furnishing goods firm in this city negoti- 
ated for the purchase of some goods, principally 
gloves, and made arrangements with the Ameri- 
can Exchange to do his importing business 
through that concern. The first consign- 


ment of goods arrived last week. It was an 
invoice of gloves from the largest factory in 
France, shipped by the American Exchange, and 
Was accompanied by a bill purporting to give 
the true value of the goods. ‘The officers who 
examined the property, however, was convinced 
that the figures given were too low, and it was 
decided to detain the goods and turn them over 
tothe Appraiser. The consignee was notified 
of the apparent undervaluation, and took im- 
mediate steps to set himself right before the 
officials and at the same timesave his goods from 

imure., This he did by producing the bill which 
had been sent direct to him, and to the surprise 
of all it was not a duplicate of that in the hands 
of the Collector. This bill, in fact, gave the cor- 
rect yaluation of the goods. The discrepancy 
between the two invoices might have been at- 
tributed to a mistake had it not been for the 
fact that the one in the consignee’s possession 
was accompanied by a letter explaining that the 
correct bill bad been sent to him and a fraudu- 
lent one to the Collector, in order to save him 
the expense of paying full duties on the consign- 
ment. Asthe gentleman declared that he was 
not a party to the scheme he was allowed to en- 
ter the goods at their real valuation, and the case 
will be reported to the Treasury Department.

THE WORKINGMEN’S ASSEMBLY. 
——_——_ . 
A SCHEME TO PREVENT THE NECESSITY OF 
CONVENTIONS TO DISCUSS POLITICS. 

ALBANY, Jan. 19.—Gov. Hill seems to 
have his hand on the Workingmen’s Assembly, 
which met in its twentieth annual session to-day. 
President Walter N. Thayer in his address said; 
“In your efforts to secure good and prevent bad 
legislation this Winter never lose sight of the 
fact that you have in the Executive Chamber a 
Governor placed there by your votes, and who 
is pledged to stand between you and all harm. 
His past excellent record and his expressions in 


his message are a sufficient guarantee that in 
Gov. Hill you have a friend that wiil seo that 
justice is done you.” He emphatically indorsed 
the Governor's suggestions about arbitration of 
labor difficulties, the incorporation of trades 
unions, andthe protection of child labor. He 
devoted some time to the question whether the 
organization, as such, should participate in poli- 
tics, or should relegate political action to a sep- 
arate labor convention, and expressed his own 
belief as follows: 

“I believe political action is just as essential to your 
success in labor mattersuas igs the sun to a budding 
plant. herefore lam opposed to the proposition to 
abandon politics in connection with our organization. 
That leaves me but two choices, yiz.: Continuing the 
present political branch, or consolidating it with the 
parent organization and giving to its officers political 
power. I believethe latter by far the safer plan. 
would recommend, therefore, that the present com- 
mittee be disbanded, and that you clothe your 
officers with political power. Make it the duty 
of your officers, acting asan executive committee, to 
promulgate at the close of each Legislative session a 
record of the votes of each Senator and Assemblyman 
on your bills; also the action of the Governor on such 
as come before him. By this means you will save the 
expense of a political convention, and at the sametime 
give tothe workingmen more thorough knowiedge of 
the fate of their bills than they now receive, for the 
circular wil! be read in every labor organization in the 
State, thereby reacaing thousands who are not now 
represented at the political convention.” 





TWO SENATORS AT ODDS. 
Trenton, N. J., Jan. 19.—Proceedings in 
the Legislature would have been dull enough 
to-day but fora little brush inthe Senate be- 
tween Senators Nichols and Herring. It all 
came about over a resolution for the employ- 
mentofa stenographerin the Senate. Nichols 


ventured to observe that there would be no 
need of one if the ‘gentleman from Camden 
didn’t talk so much.” Senator Herring was in- 
dignant beyond expression. He sprang to bis 
feet and hurled an angry reply back to the Cum- 
berland man. Nichols arose to reply, but Presi- 
dent Griggs called both gentlemen to order. 
Nichols has felt much aggrieved by Herring’s 
defection from the South Jersey Senators, whose 
eolid support he expected in his race for the 
Presidency of the Senate. 

Among the bills introduced into the House 
at its 15 minutes morning session were the oft- 
defeated Washington-Street Bridge bill; that 
equally oft-defeated scheme for a free road to 
Newark, and a bill to give compensation to law- 
yers assigned to defend impecunious prisoners. 
The Senate passed five bills, all of little impor- 
tance. In the Assembly Chamber the House 
Committee on Riparian Rights gave a hearing to 
a Baitimore and Ohio delegation who urgea the 
deteat of Assemblyman Parker’s resolution ask- 
ing Congress not to permit the bridging of 
Staten Island Sound. Ex-Secretary Robeson 
made a brilliant plea against the resolution.

THE STATE BAR ASSOOTATION. 


_—_oO- 
GOV. HILL SUGGESTS SOME WORK FOR THE 
MEMBERS TO DO. 


Aupany, N. Y., Jan. 19.—Gov. Hill in his 
address before the New-York State Bar Associa- 
tion this morning, atter reviewing the objects 
of the organization, said: “I would quicken the 
interest in our proceedings by having the asso- 
ciation assume more responsibility in regard to 
the various questions that concern the State. It 
should be aggressive, rather than passive, in its 
policy. Itshould exercise that influence which 
should legitimately pertain to an organization 


of its importance and character, and its opinions 
should be boldly asserted and stoutly main- 
tained.” In alluding to the Field Civil Code the 
Governor said: : 

“Jt would be unbecoming on my part to question the 
wisdom or ability of the Legislature to properly pass 
upon so important a subject, but I may be permitted to 
suggest that it possibly could better be determined by 
a more deliberative body having greater familarity 
with the existing law, and possessing amore ample 
opportunity for studying its details and reflecting upon 
its advisability. It ls a question to be Gecided un- 
affected by clamor or irrelevant appeals of any charac- 
ter.” 

He suggested that the association, at a special 
meeting, discuss this measure and make recom- 
mendations to the law-making power. Such an 
assembluge and discussion honestly expressed, 
he said, would convince the judgment and influ- 
ence the action of representatives in the Legis- 
lature. ‘t The crowded calendar of the Court of 
Appeals is increasing,” he said. ‘‘It requires 
several years to reach an ordinary case on its 
general calendar. As the wealth, business, and 
population of the State increase so does its liti- 
gation, and possibly there is no practicable way 
in which to relieve this court as at present con- 
stituted. It is proper that our efforts be applied 
toward devising some plan or scheme for the 
speedy disposition of cases appealed to our 
highest courts. It may be advisable that the 
Legislature be requested to authorize the ap- 
pointment of a commission to prepare suitable 
constitutional amendments to accomplish the 
desired object, similar to that appointed by Gov. 
Hoffman in 1872, which ultimately led to the 
securing of many needful and valuable consti- 
tutional reforms. That commission consisted of 
82 members, four from each judicial district, 
two from each of the two principal po- 
litical parties of the State, and was thus non- 
partisan in its character, and was, infact, a body 
of ability, dignity, and character. It would seem 
as though some such experiment was worth try- 
ing at the present time. It has been the desire 
of our association, as far as possible, to discard 
political considerations in tne selection of Judges, 
esnecially those of our higher courts, It was 
mainly the influence of the Barthat induced each 
political party in 1884 to nominate Judges Rapal- 
lo and Andrews for the Court of Appeals—one a 
Democrat and the other a Republican. It wasa 
creditable and patriotic act. This Fall another 
Judge of that court is to be selected. Cannot 
the same candidate be selected for this high ju- 
dicial office by both political parties?” The 
Governor said this would do away with expense, 
turmoil, and unseemly partisan strife, and he 
felt sure that if heartily recommended by the 
association and indorsed by the leading lawyers 
of both parties the desired result would be ac- 
complished, and micht be a step toward remov- 
ing the selection of judicial officers from the 
field of partisan politics. 

The Governor then alluded to lawyers that 
lower the standard of the profession and use it 
solely as a means whereby to acquire wealth. 
He was severe in his denunciation of those who, 
“like some railroad managers, charge all that 
the traffic will bear,’ and said: “I have ob- 
served that lawyers of moderate ability and only 
fair standing charge more than those who are 
the recognized and honorable leaders of the 
Bar in their respective localities. Such lawyers 
should not be upheld by their brethren in 
the profession, for their course injures the 
fair fame of the whole Bar. They bring 
discredit upon an honorable calling and cause 
the whole community to lose confidence in our 
honesty andintegrity as a class.”” He empha- 
sized the injustice of exaggerating legal difli- 
culties, the assumption that extraordinary abili- 
ty is needed, and the delays occasioned by the 
lawyer's own lack of diligence, all of which tend 
to lessen the public respect. 

The criminal lawyers and the imperfect and 
unfair work of many of them next received the 
Governor’s attention and criticism. Much of 
their work he had _ personally investigated, 
‘““and,” said he, “‘there seems to have been 
no excuse for .the lawyers who pre- 
tended to make ae defense, but who 
neglected to exercise even ordinary prudence or 
diligence in their client’s behalf. here is no 
excuse for counsel who thus trifle ‘with men’s 
liberty and abandon them in the hour of their 
need. There are undoubtedly practitioners of 
criminal law throughout the State, and especially 
in New-York City, who are a disgrace to any 
profession, and who positively endanger the 
rights of those whom they engage to defend,” 
In conclusion, the speaker urged greater interest 
in the annual meetings of the association and 
honed for greater activity in the councils.

NASHVILLE’S MURDER 


ine 
CLUE TO THE IDENTITY 
GLED BODY. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 19.—The muti- 
lated remains discovered last night near Hell’s 
Half Acre, one of the worst localities in the city, 
have not yet been identified. Two thousand 
people inspected the body to-day, gazing with 
great interest on the mangled heap of humanity 
which lay in a rude box. Viewed by daylight 
the corpse presented even a more horrible aspect 
than when seen by the light of many lanternsin 
the drizzling rain. The severed legs, arms, and 
trunk had been hacked off by an axe or hatchet. 
Diligent search was made during the entire day 
for the missing head. The huge heap of tan- 
bark and the ground for many yards were turned 
up, but all effortsin this direction were fruitless. 

At an early hour the Coroner went to the 
scene and ordered a vacant house on Belleville- 
street, 25 yards from the spot where the body 
was brought to light, broken open and searched. 
An entrance being effected, a pair of pantaloons, 
part of a deck of cards, a derby hat, and a tuft 
of straight hair were discovered. Tho body of 
the murdered man was washed, and it was es- 
tablished beyond a doubt that the victim was a 
white person of powerful proportions. On his 
left arm were seen what appeared to be letters 
and figures in india ink, The letters 
seemed to spell the name ‘“ Martin,’? but 
the letter ‘i’ was missing. On the back 
of the hand were indistinguishable characters. 
The chemist who made the examination states 
positively that the letters are of accidental 
formation, and due to a suffusion of blood un- 
der the skin. A sensation was caused by the dis~ 
covery of a large quantity of hair, undoubtedly 
that of a negro, in the tightly clinched hand of 
the dead man. Itis generally believed that the 
hair is that of the murderer, who had evidently 
struck down his victim while tho latter was 
grasping him by the head. The hair has been 
taken possession of by the detectives, who will 
make the most of the clue. 

Since the discovery was made the body has 
been viewed by relatives of several persons who 
have been missing for some time. It was thought 
that the victim might be J. T. Hawkins, of 
Relleville-street, but it was ascertained that he 
is alive. James McDonnell, who was reported 
missing, was found at the city hospital. John 
Vaght, late of Russeliville, Ky., was alsosaid to 
be missing, but it has been learned that he is in 
Springfield. R.G. Dunn, of Sladetown, who left 
seyeral months ago, has not been heard of since 
his departure, and some thought that he might 
be the victim. The murder has createda great 
sensation, and the inquest to-morrow is awaited 
with much impatience.

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THE JEWELERS’ LEAGUE. 
SUMMARY OF THE YEAR’S BUSINESS SUB- 
MITTED AND OFFICERS ELECTED. 


The large hall of the Masonic Temple, 
Twenty-third-street and Sixth-avenue, was well 
filled last evening with jewelers who had come 
to the annual meeting of the Jewelers’ League, 
President Henry Hayes made a neat little speech 
referring to the gratifying results of the 
league’s work. According to the report of the 
Secretary and Treasurer the membership of the 
league now includes 8,008 jewelers. The new 
members in 1885 were 170, and 120 names were 
dropped for non-payment of assessment fee. 
During the year 15 members died and the fami- 
lies of each had received $5,000. ‘I'he reserve 
fund on hand amounted to $33,023 01. The 
amount paid to beneficiaries was $263,670 10. 

The most important matter that came before 
the meeting was the question of increasing the 
reserve fund of the league. There was some 
lively debate over a constitutional amendment 
designed to accomplish this, but it was finally 
lost by 9 votes. A measure was carried, how- 
ever, providing that all members admitted to 
the league after to-day should be assessed 
in payment of death losses an amount 
equalto the following sums: From 21 to 380 
years of age, $2; from 30 to 35 years, $2 50; from 
85 to 40 years, $3; from 40 to45 years, $4. The 
officers elected for the year were: President— 
Henry Hayes; Vice-Presidents—R. A. Johnson 
and J. P. Snow; Secretary and Treasurer— Will- 
iam L. Sexton. Joseph B. Bowden, George R. 
Howe, and Charles G. Lewis were elected mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee. 
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NO CONTEMPT BY JUROR MUNSELL. 

The Court of Appeals has affirmed the 
decision of the General Term of the Supreme 
Court, which released Harvey M. Munsell, of this 
city, from prison, where he was committed for 
contempt of court by Judge Van Brunt. Mr. 


Munsell was the eleventh jurorin the Short- 
Phelan assault case. He was arrested on May 8, 
1885, and was taken to Ludlow-Street Jail. The 
case against him was based on an affidavit made 
by E. J. Melville,a Pinkerton detective, to the 
effect that on May 6, at thel o’clock recess of 
the Oyer and Terminer Court, Munsell had left 
the jury box and had gone to O’Donovan Rossa’s 
office, remaining there several minutes. Others 
also had seen him in Rossa’s office, and James O. 
Watkins, a prisoner in the Tombs, stated that 
Munsell had taiked with Shortin the consulta- 
tion room in the corridor of the prison. 

Mr. Munsell claims, in defense, that hig reasun 
for going to Rossa’s office was to get a correct 
knowledge of the PERS, and try to judge 
how the man stood at the time of the assault, 
which he could not get from the diagrams shown 
in court.

A NEW ROUTE TO SARATOGA. 
From the Troy Telegram. 


We learn from undoubted authority 
that the New-York Central and Hudson River 
Railroad Company will carry out this year its 
Jong-talked-of plan for a through route to Sara- 
toga over its own lines by way of Schenectady. 
The New-York Central will be utilized to that 
city and thence a new air line road will be con- 
structed to the Springs. The distance from Al- 
bany to Saratogo over the Rensselaer and Sara- 
toga Road is 38 miles. From Albany to Schenec- 
tady is 17 miles and the road from Schenectady 
will not be over 18 or 10 miles, as the present 
route b way of Ballston is only 22 
miles. The advantages claimed for the new 
route are, first and most important, that it will 
diyert much of the Summer travel from the 
Rensselaer and Saratoga to the Central-Hudson 
which, of course, is what the Central folks are 
aiming at. lt is also alleged that the route will 
be shortened; that a through connection will be 
made trom the West, and that the travel trom 
the East by way of the Boston and Albany can 
be sent around this way, all of which will be bad 
for Troy. The above plan ia being urged, it is 
said, by ex-Superintendent Voorhees. of the 
Delaware and Hudson Company, now one of the 
Assistant Superintendents of the Central-Hud- 
son, who believes it will result in completely 
shutting out the Delaware and Hudson from the 
travel of the Central-Hudson-

DOGS AS A LUXURY. 


EXPENSES AND EXPERIENCES OF THE 
OWNER OF A “CHAMPION SETTER.” 


“Down, Punch! Charge!’’ A magnifi- 
cent setter stretched himself at length on @ 
heavy Turkish rug in the artistic aen of a young 
man in one of the bachelor apartment houses 
up town, when this command was kindly but 
firmly given. The long, graceful nose fell be- 
tween two perfect paws, and the silken hair 
from two delicate ears mingled gracefully with 
the waving lemon and white silken coat that 
bad so often been patted and admired by hand- 
some women. Punch was a prize winner and a 
famous dog in his class. He had traveled far 
and had wrested prizes, under a far more aristo- 
cratic name, from pets of Blue Grass beauties, 
from the admired canine friends of brunette 
Baltimoreans, from the parler hunters of 
haughty Philadelphians, and from the four- 
footed companions of cultured Bostonians. 
Odd corners of the den of the owner of 
this intelligent and beautiful brute bore 
evidences of Punch’s prowess in bench 
shows.

EMPIRE ORDER OF MUTUAL AID. 

BuFFALo, Jan. 19.—The eighth annual 
session of the Grand Lodge of the Empire Order 
of Mutual Aid began in this city this morn- 
ing. About 200 members of the order 
were in attendance, representing the 175 
lodges in various parts of the Stare 
to which the order is at present confined. Mayor 


Becker made a short address of welcome on be- 
half of the city. The report of the Grand Presi- 
dent, Charles A. Gould, showed that since the 
organization of the order, in December, 1878, 
there has been collected by assessments 
nearly $1,000,000, every dollar of which 
has been paid to the widows and orphans 
of deceased members. The assessments have 
not been excessive, and the record of the order 
compares favorably with that of kindred orders. 
The State insurance report of 1885 shows the 
ratio of claims paid to receipts in this order to 
have been 95.84, while the ratio of expenses to 
receipts has been only 4.47. The President suggest- 
ed that a Grand Lodge degree be established. 
The Secretary’s report showed that four new 
lodges have been instituted during the year and 
eleven lodges have been suspended for non- 
payment of mutual aid assessments. There is a 
total membership at present of 6,740. The T'reas- 
urer acknowledged ‘receipt of $159,034 89 for 
the mutual aid fund, and $12,794 68 for 
the generalfund. Out of the former amount 77 
benefits have been paid, amounting to $154,000. 
The amount now on hand is $9.678 A sugges- 
tion is made that the order be made national. 
This evening there wasa banquet at the Tifft 
Ronee, tendered by Buffalo lodges to the Grand 
odge.

PROTECTING THE AMERIOAN HEN. 


RETALIATION ON THE SILVER MEN SUG 
GESTED AT THE FARMERS’ DINNER, 


The New-York Farmers gave their 
second dinner of the present season at the Hote! 
Brunswick last evening, .Mr. Ff. R. Rives presid. 
ing. Among the gentiemen present were the 
Hon. Edward Atkinson, of Boston; Prof. W. 0. 
Atwater, of Middetown; the Hon. James Otis, 
James A. Burden, John Barnes, C. R. Agnew, 
Samuel Thorne, George B. Post, John J. Holly, 
Smith Clift, George H. Brown, Johuston Living- 
stone, J. Lawrence Lee, D. F. Appleton, Samuel 
Sioan, Charles Lanier, Pierpont Morgan, W. B. 
Dinsmore, and Edwin Thorne. 

Edward Atkinson was the first speaker on the 
theme of the evening, ** The Feeding of Cattle.” 
He said that something was urgently needed tu 
restore the prosperity of the farmers, whose in- 
terests, asa class, dwarfed the manufacturing 
and the mining interests into comparative insig- 
nificance. Much was said, nowadays, about the 
importance of silver, but the product 
alone of the ‘“‘hen mines’ of the United 
States was double that of the silver mines. 
Last Fall he had warned some Congressmen just 
elected that if they persisted in protecting sil- 
ver by buying and storing it in Government 
vaults he would call onthe farmers to demand 
like protection for the American hen—two mill- 
ions of eggs to be purchased every month 
and stored in the vaults of Congress. This 
woula speedily bring about the _ repeal 
of both ‘ protective” absurdities. He be- 
lieved agriculture could only be perma- 
nently prosperous when it was made 
sufficiently lucrative to attract and keep in it 
the smart young men of the time. ‘** Beef fac- 
tories’’ were possibly one means of doing this. 
Is could almost be demonstrated that money 
could be made by fattening cattle on a grand 
scale. Corn could be grown even on the ex- 
hausted farms of the Eastern and Middle States, 
and this, with a slight addition of some nitrog- 
enous food, could be turned into beef that 
— compete with that of the ranches in the 

est. 

Prof. Atwater explained why it was that 
corn could be more easily raised than the 
other cereals even in exhausted soils. The 
three things that usually had to be supplied to a 
soil by artificial means were phosphorous, pot- 
ash, and nitrogen. The two first were cow 
cheap and plentiful; the last was still the 
dearest element known. But luckily, while 
most cereals starved unless fed artificially 
with nitrogen, corn seemed able to supply itseif 
with it without assistance from the air and soil. 
Only one thing besides corn was needed to sup- 
ply beeves with complete rations—a small quan- 
tity of peas or beans, or some leguminous food. 
If wecould find something like the Southern 
cow pea that would grow here, this need would 
be filled, but such fodder of this kind as was 
needed could be imported without adding great- 
ly to the cost of the beef. 

Le Grand B. Cannon said that with him ensilage 
had proved the cheapest and most satisfactory 
of foods for fattening cattle,and he gave some 
interesting statistics of his farm in Vermont in 


that regard. 
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GAMBLING HOUSES IN THE CITY. 


A CHARGE THAT ONE WAS OPEN TO BE 
INVESTIGATED, 


There was published yesterday an ac- 
count of a reporter’s experience in ‘ Mike” 
Murray’s gambling house at No. 18 West Twenty- 
eighth-street. In the publication it was alleged 
that the reporter called on Capt. Williams, of the 
Twenty-ninth Precinct, and showed him an 
anonymous letter received by the paper, which 
contained the information thata gambling house 


was open and doing business in the precinct. 
The Captain denied this, yet an hour afterward 
the reporter gained access ta the house and 
played “faro”’ there. After the adjournment 
of the regular meeting of the  Po- 
lice Commissioners the matter was _in- 
formally discussed, and it was determined to 
have theallegations made the subject of an in- 
vestigation. Superintendent Murray was di- 
rected to make the inquiry, and if the allega- 
tions are found to be true, a complaint will 
probably be made against Capt. Williams. 

Superintendent Murray yesterday declined to 
say anything about the particular case referred 
to at present. He did say, however, that he did 
not believe that it was possible to entirely sup- 
press gambling ina city like New-York, but he 
was satisfied that there was less public gambling 
in this city now than there had been at any time 
within the past 20 years, and Jess than in any 
other large city in the United States. 

Capt. Williams, {accompanied by Michael G. 
Muliowney, of No. 127 East Twelfth-street, the 
writer of the article in question, went before 
Justice Duffy, at the Jefferson Market Police 
Court, yesterday. Mullowney made an affidavit 
in which he charged Murray with keeping and 
maintaining a gaming house at the number 
given. A warrant was issued by Justice Duffy, 
and was placed in the hands of Capt. Will- 
jams for execution. Shortly after § 
o’clock last night the Captain with Detectives 
Price and Dunlap anda squad of policemen in 
plain clothes visited the house. They were ad- 
mitted by the colored doorkeeper. In the parlors 
on the first floor two men were playing back- 
gammon, while Mike Murray and several others 
stood about watching the game. All were 
placed under arrest. On the second floor, where 
the complainant had indulged in faro, no per- 
son was found. The rooms were dimly lighted 
with one gas jet. Not a vestige of a gamblirg 
implement was visible. 

Murray was held as tbe proprietor of the 
game. The others found in the place gave their 
names as follows: John Wevir, of No. 1,838 
Broadway; William Babcock, of Eatontown, N. 
J.; Timothy Sullivan, of No. 233 Henry-street; 
John Dupont, of the Brower House; Edward 
Fredericks, of the Coleman House; Thomas 
Blazely, of No. 48 West Forty-ninth-street, and 
James Horton, of No. 302 West Forty-eighth- 
street. They were a well-dressed, prosperous 
looking set of men, aad did not appear at ali 
disconcerted by their arrest. They were all 
locked up at the West Thirtieth-street police 
station, and will be arraigned before Justic 
Duffy to-day for examination. 


MERCHANTS INDORSE MR. O’DONNELL. 

A meeting of dry goods men and other 
merchants was held at the Merchants’ Club, in 
Leonard-street, yesterday afternoon, to ratify 
the action of the committee of merchants in 
calling for the reappointment of Railroad Com- 
missioner O’Donnell. Representatives of the 


firms of Tefft, Weller & Co., Sweetser, Pembrook 
& Co., George A. Clark & Brothers, Dunham, 
Buckley & Co., A. D. Juilliard & Co., Brown, 
Wood & Kingman, Calhoun, Robbins & Co., Sul- 
livan, Vail & Co., Lewis Brothers & Co., Dale, 
Reed & Cooley, and Phelps, Dodge & Co. were 
present. W. IF. ing, in taking the chair, 
referred to the great value of Mr. O’Donnell’s 
services to the merchants of New-York, espe- 
cially in connection with the settlement of the 
controversy with the trunk lines concerning the 
diversion of freight. His official action_had 
always been upon the side of the New-York 
merchants. Joseph H. Weller offered a resolu- 
tion calling for the reappointment of Mr. O’Don- 
nell on account of his intelligent and energetic 
services to the merchants of New-York, and 
pointing out that the usefulness of the Railroad 
Commission would be destroyed by making ita 
political or partisan body. Attention was calied 
in the resolution to the fact that Gov. Hill, in 
his letter of acceptance, and also the Republic- 
an platform, referred to the necessity of contin- 
ae the commission as a non-partisan organiza- 
ion, 

The resolutions passe¢ without a dissenting 
voice and will be forwarded to Goy, Hill to-day. 
It had been expected that some action would be 
taken at the meeting concerning the fixing ofa 
rate by the railroads on dry goods. This matter 
has aroused the greatest ‘interest among the dry 
goods men, and Mr. Charles S. Smith, Vice- 
President of the Chamber of Commerce, bas 
been in correspondence with Pool Commissioner 
Fink and President Chauncey M. Depew endayor- 
ing to come to an equitable arrangement. Up 
to the present time nothing has resulted, A 
mass meeting of the trade will probably be held 
within a week or ten days to give formal ex- 
pression to the demands fora rearrangement of 
the railroad tariffs.

TESTIFYING THAT HE SAW BROWN 

STABBED, 

NOT QUESTIONED FURTHER, HOWEVER—HE 
HAD NOT TOLD THIS BEFORE BECAUSE 
NOT ASKED TO TESTIFY. 

The Court of General Sessions was 
crowded yesterday when the trial of George 
Ogle, who is accused of killing James A. Brown, 
was resumed. Friends of the accused who were 
denied admittance stationed themselves along 
Centreand Chambers streets and contented them- 
selves by taking a look at the prisoner as he was 
led from the Tombs. Ogle appeared to bein his 
usual happy frame of mind, and he nodded good- 
naturedly to those who hailed him. When the 
day’s proceedings were begun the prisoner was 
called to the stand. He appeared to be as cool 


as ever, and toyed with his mustache while 
listening to the questions put to him. 

““Were youin Danna’s saloon on Dec. 1, 1882, 
when James A. Brown was stabbed?” he was 
asked by counsel. 

*T was,’’ he responded. 

“*Did you see him stabbed?”

“Did you directly or indirectly take part or 
give any aid or encouragement to that stab- 
bing ?”’ 

“Ks God is my judge,” he answered, throwing 
up both hands and looking toward the ceiling, 
uy did not.” 

**Do you know who stabbed him ?” 

i do.” 

“You saw it?” 

“* Yes, Sir.” 

*“* Where was Brown stabbed ?” asked Assistant 
District Attorney Purdy, taking tne witness in 
charge. 

“In the breast, about here,” he answered, 
pointing to his left breast with his right hand. 

**In the heart ?” interpolated Mr. Purdy. 

“No; I’m poimfping to my breast,” answered 
Ogle, with fire in his eyes. 

** Did you see the knife?” ; 

“Yes. It was a claspknife, about six inches 
long with the handle.” 

“You could easily see all this?” 

o Yes.” 

** You saw the knife raised in the air ?" 

*“* No, Sir; I saw it plunged into him.” 

“* How could you see the handle *” 

“ Give mea knife and I’il show you,” he re- 
sponded, angrily. 

The foreman of the jury handed him a knife, 
and grasping it in his hand, he said to Mr. Purdy: 
“ There, can’t you see that handle ?” * 

** Yes, Isee a piece of it,’”’ was Mr. Purdy’s re- 
joinder. 

** Well, 1 only saw a piece of it,’’ answered the 
prisoner. 

* Did you see Walton pick up the knife?” was 
Mr. Purdy’s next question. 

“Yes. I was about five feetfrom him. He 
went into the street after picking it up.” 

** And you went out by the back door ?” 

““No. I went out by the front door.” 

‘“*Was Brown a friendof yours?” 

** Yes.” 

“Why didn’t you stay there with him when 
you knew he was stabbed.” This was objected 
to and sustained. 

The prisoner said that he was not aware of the 
fact that Walton, McShane, Hopper, and Rogers 
were arrested as Witnesses to the murder. He 
said after the crime was committed he went to 
Brooklyn, and came home two or three times a 
week. Oglesaid he went to St. Paul in April, 
1883, and Montana in the following June, in the 
employ of a horse dealer. He also stated that 
he had returned fearlessly, and was in this city a 
month before he was arrested in September last. 
He admitted being in New-York when his 
brother Samuel was arrested charged with the 
murder, 

“You knew who killed Brown: why didn’t 
you testify 7’ asked Mr. Purdy. 

** Because I never was put on the stand.” 

“ That’s the only reason you can give, when 
you knew your brother was on trial for his 
life?” 

“That’s my answer. 
testify.” 

“ Why didn’t you ask to go on the stand?” 
This question was objected to by the counsel for 
the defense, but it was overruled by the Record- 
er. The question was repeated and Ogle re- 
plied: 

“I refuse to answer.” 

“On what ground?” asked Recorder Smyth. 

‘““Putthat question to me again,” said the 
prisoner, paying no attention to the Recorder’s 
query. It was read and he replied: 

“Nobody asked me. I’m advised by counsel 
not to auswer that question.” 

“Do you remember being arrested for shoot- 
ing a man on the Bowery opposite Harry Miner's 
Theatre?” asked Mr. Purdy. 

** Yes, but I don’t remember his name ?” 

“ Was it not William F. Peters?” 

** Peters—Peters?”? repeated the 
“Yes, that’s his name.” 

“ Did you shoot him?” 

“ Well, the jury said I didn’t.” 

*Do you say so.” 

“Yes, I do too.” 

The prisoner denied making ary statements to 
Detective Vallely, of the Central Office. The 
statement made by Saloon Keeper Danna before 
the Coroner shortly after the murder was com- 
mitted was read and admitted as evidence. 
Danna is ill in Tarrytown, N. Y., and in conse- 
quense is unable to appear. McShane, one of 
the witnesses, who has been arrested, was pro- 
duced by the prosecution, but as the defense did 
not care to make him their witness, he was not 
put on the stand. 

Lawyer Howe began his summing up, and he 
occupied nearly two hours. He referred in 
strong language to the characters of the wit- 
nesses for the prosecution, especially that of 
‘*Yock” Hopper, the prize fighter, and hoped 
that the jury would give their evidence the 
small amount of credence it deserved. The case

FIRST BLOOD FOR THE WORKMEN. 


RESIGNATION OF A LEADER OF THE CIGAR 
MANUFACTURERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

A severe blow was dealt the Cigar Man- 
ufacturers’ Association yesterday by the with- 
drawal of D. Hirsch & Co., whose factory is on 
Forty-first-street, between Second and Third 
avenues. The firm sent in their resignation 
yesterday afternoon, and informed the Interna- 
tional Cigarmakers’ Union that they were will- 
ing to confer with a committee as toa scale of 
prices which would be mutually satisfactory. 
Hirsch & Co. emp!oy nearly 300 hands, and the 


bead of the firm, Mr. D. Hirsch, was very prom- 
inent inthe councils of the association. The 
news of the withdrawal of the firm acted likea 
charm upon the spirits of the cigarmakers, who 
congregated at the oo eed of the Strike 
Committee at No. 3850 First-avenue. They be- 
came very much elated, and prophesied the rap- 
id dissolution of the association, and a victory 
for the workmen. 

The ¢ompromise which the manufacturers at- 
tempted to bring about with the tenement house 
workers bas failed. The committee represent- 
ing the Tenement House Cigarmakers’ Agsocia- 
tion met their employers at the factory of Levy 
Brothers yesterday morning, and decisively re- 
fusea the offer of an increase of from 25 to 75 
cents per 1,000 upon the new prices made to 
them by the Manufacturers’ Associations None 
of the men in the 16 factories waited for the com- 
mencement of the lockout ordered for last even- 
ing. Inthe shop of Bondy, Lederer & Co., No. 
102 Attorney-street, the strippers and rollers 
struck work early inthe morning because the * 
bunchmakers had been dismissed the previous 
afternoon. In the other shops the men packed 
up their tools and quitted work shortly after 12 
o’clock, when they flocked to their various shop 
meetings to bear reports from members of the 
Strike Committee as to the progress of events. 
A mass meeting has been called for9 o’clock this 
morning in Irving Hall. 

The Cigar Manufacturers’ Association wiil 
holda meeting at the Grand Union Hotel to- 
morrow to discuss the situation. The firm of 
Levy Brothers will offer at this meeting a reso- 
lution looking to arbitration of the difficulty. 
The proposition 1s that [THe Times, Herald, and 
World be each requested to name three well- 
known citizens, not politicians, to whom the 
questions in dispute will be submitted, the asso- 
ciation binding itself in writing to abide by their 
decision. Levy Brothers said yesterday that 
many of their workmen who had struck against 
the new schedule of prices had taken employ- 
ment with other firms at much lower rates. The 
firm said there were six manufacturers outside 
of the association, each employing over 300 hands, 
who paid trom 60 cents to $1 50 per 1,000 less than 
thejnew rates. The firms mentioned were Fromer 
& Hirsch, Wertheim & Schiffer, Jiger Brothers, 
Biatt, Deutsch & Meyer, Jacobi & Bookman, and 
Frey Brothers. 

The 8,400 hands to be locked out this morning 
by order of the Manufacturers’ Association are 
apportioned as follows: Bondy & Lederer, 1,040; 
F. MeCoy & Co., 840: Levy Brothers, 520: George 
P. Liess & Co., 510; Ottenburg Brothers, 450; 
Kaufmann Brothers & Bondy, 500; Brown & 
Karle, 620; Lichtenstein Brothers, 780; Kauf- 
mann Brothers, 325; Heyman Brothers & Low- 
enstein, 410; J. Brussel & Co., 340;_Levien & Mar- 
tin, 850; Sutro & Newmark, 700; John W. Love, 
780, and S. Jacobi, 735. The 900 packers in all the 
15 shops, both non-union and union men, will 
cease work to-day, and are pledged not to return 
to work until the cigarmakers have made terms 
with the manufacturers.

STREETS FILLED WITH SLUSH. 


ANOTHER STORM STRIKES US FROM THE 
WEST CHASED RY COLD WEATHER. 

Yesterday’s weather took the prize for 
concentrated meanness. From daylight until 
late in the afternoon there was no Jetting up in 
the drizzle and slush. The only persons who had 
reason for gratitude were the holders of gas 
stocks, for gaslight was a necessity in a great 
majority of the stores and offices in the city. The

rain, which began at 7:15 A. M., fell upon four 
inches of snow, the accumulation of the preced- 
ing six hours. There was hardly time for the 
cleaners and sweepers to begin work when the 
white covering was saturated with water. Slush 
flooded the streets and crossings, choked the 
sewers, and backed into the gutters and on the 
sidewalks. : 

The worst part of the city was on the west 
side down town. Worse than usual were the 
blockades in Washington, Greenwich, aud 
Church streets. Fifth-ayvenue was among the 
worst of the streets all day, the rain making a 
disagreeable mush of what had been left un- 
teuched from the former snowstorm. Travel 
by horse-car, by the elevated roads, and on the 
bridge was badly crowded, but not seriously 
delayed. People who bad to rely on the ferries, 
however, bad a hard time of it. The fog and the 
floatine ice in the river caused serious delays to 
the boats. Instead of making six trips an hour 
as usual, the greatest number at any time was 
four, and it was often only two. Toward even- 
ing, when the sky brightened somewhat, the fog 
liftea and the temperature fell to about the 
freezing point, where it had been early in the 
morning. At midday it touched as high as 44°. 

The chief comfort to be derived fro yester- 
day’s weather was that it visited all parts of the 
country north of the Ohio and east of the Missis- 
sippi. The storm that visited New-York was 
central at Detroit in the morning, in the lower 
lake region in the afternoon, and by evening it 
was moving out through the St. Lawrence Val- 
ley. There was no marked variation of temper- 
ature inany of this region. Along the Missis- 
sippi Valley toward evening it had grown quite 
cold. In Montana. Dakota, and Idaho the tem- 
perature dropped to from 30° to 40° below zero. 
The coid was still moving eastward last night.

THE SUIT AGAINST WARNER,

Mrs. Kitty B. Derickson is suing her 
father-in-law and mother-in-law and her own 
three children in the Superior Court to find out 
whether she is or is not the lawful widow of 
William W. Derickson, and as such entitled to 
share in his estate, estimated to be worth $4,000. 
She says that Derickson, to whom she was mar- 
ried on Aug. 23, 1873, compelled her in 1883 
to sign a false acknowledgement that she 
bad violated her marriage vows, that he 
subsequently sued her for a divorce, and pro- 
cured a decree on the false testimony of private 
detectives. As the decree was entered at 3:30 
o’clock on Feb. 3, 1884, six hours after Derick- 
son aied, she. asserts that it is ineffective to de- 
prive ber of her rights as a widow. On this 
ground, and on the claim that the decree is 
based on fraud and perjury, she seeks to have it 
expunged from the record. She wants also to 
have the right to act as Administrator of Der- 
ickson’s estate. On various technical grounds 
Judge Freedman yesterday gave a judgment 
against her, but decided to permit her to amend 
her complaint and start afresh. 





CASES OF SMALLPOX CONCEALED. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Elkins, 42 years of age, 
was found yesterday suffering from smallpox 
at her residence, No. 1,020 Tenth-avenue. She 
was removed tothe hospital on North Brother 
Island. This is the fifth case of smallpox devel- 


oped in that neighborhood within a week. The 
discovery of these cases created the most intense 
excitement in the neighborhood. The mission 
school connected with Dr. Paxton's church, in 
Forty-second-street, near Fifth-avenue, is in 
such close proximity to the houses in which the 
cases of smallpox were found that it was deemed 
advisable to close the school. 

A youth, 17 years old, who had been employed 
in a grocery store in theneighborhood of Ninth- 
avenue and Twenty-ninth-street, was found yes- 
terday suffering from smallpox and was re- 
moved to the hospital. 





HELD FOR ROBBING A SAILOR.

Cui1caGco, Jan. 19.—A story published 
about the supposed discovery of the daughter 
of Joaquin Miller inthis city penniless and in 
deep distress appears to be very thoroughly ex- 
ploded by the statement of Mr. Elder, publisher 
of a literary journal, upon whose supposed au- 
thority the story was first given publicity. Re- 
ferring to the matter to-day Mr. Elder says: 
“The stories about Maud Miller are unjust and 
absurd. The only correct portions of them are 
thatshe has been playing in ‘ The Danites’ and 
that she wasin Chicago. She arrived from the 
South, where the company had disbanded, some 
three weeks ago. I have visited Joaquin Miller 
in New-York and also at ‘the cabin’ in Wash- 
ington. He is also one of our contributors. His 
daughter was an entire stranger in the city, and 
knowing that I was in aimost constant cor- 
respondence with her father, she came to see me. 
One day I asked her if she would write us an ar- 
ticle about the literary career of Mr. Miller. 
She did so and I paid her forit, She was well 
and comfortably dressed at the time and did 
not need assistance. She told me that she 
should go to New-York for the purpose of 
getting another theatrical engagement. I can- 
not understand how it became known that she 
visited me at any time, but incline to the opinion 
that some one in the office saw her, and who 
learned who she was and who perhaps saw me 
pay ber for her contribution, gave the facts 
starting the absurd story.” 

“Ttis said that she telegraphed her father for 
aid and that he refused to receive the message.” 

**1 can easily account for that story. I wired 
him concerning business matters in no way con- 
nected with his daughter. The information was 
returned by the telegraph company that Miller 
never accepted a telegram from any one.” 

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

As reports have been very generally 
circulated by the press implying a neglect of 
Miss Maud Miller by her father and myself, and 
have occasioned comments of a damaging char- 
acter to both of us, ask you in justice to all 
parties to grant me enough of your valuable 
space to makethe following statement: Miss 
Maud Miller became my wife by a secret mar- 
riage, for which neither my father nor hers was 
in any way responsible, as it was contracted 
without their knowledge or their consent. That 
I have ever failed tosupport Miss Miller is not 
true. I provided her with a home with which 
shé never expressed any discontent. Last 
Spring, much to my regret, she determined to 
adopt the profession of an actress, and this 
season left her home fora tour with a traveling 
company. At notime since her departure has 
she ever by letter or otherwise even hinted of 
hardship or need of assistance. It has never been 
necessary for her to apply to strangers. Had 
she written to her father or telegraphed to me 
she would have received all the assistance she 
required. The insinuations to the contrary that 
have been circulated areas unjostinetie as they 
are wrongtul to Mr. Joaquin Miller and to me. 
Nothing that Miss Miller could or would say has 
given any warrant for these reports. The story 
that has been published is a fabrication ora 
very unnecessary distortion of the truth, as Miss 
Miller is incapable of saying or insinuating any- 
thing that could bring such undeserved humili- 
ation upon those who have loved her the most.

ARMY REORGANIZATION. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times 

The editorial article in your issue of the 
lith inst. referring to the Manderson bill jeaves 
some aspects of that proposition to be noticed. 
The ostensible object of this bill is the improve- 
ment of the infantry arm of the service by giv- 
ing to it an organization identical with that now 
enjoyed—or suffered—by the cavalry and artil- 
lery, not because this organization 1s good, but 
because it furnishes places for more officers. 
The real object of the bill is undoubtedly the 
perso’.a} advantages which 
secure from its provisions. The present torpid 
condition of theline of the army is due to the 
presence in the lower grades of a large num- 
ber of incompetent or indifferent officers, too 
old to be of any value in their positions 
and not old enough to be compulsorily retired. 
The Manderson bill proposes to promote a large 
number of these officers, thereby increasing 
their power to harm without securing any ad- 
Vantage to the service. There will result also 
Many promotions and many new appoint- 
ments, after which the state of torpor will 
again prevail. A sound policy would re- 
quire the removal rather than the promo- 
tion of inert members, insuring rather a 
more rapid flow of promotion than an increase 
in the area of stagnation. The present organiza- 
tion ofa regiment of infantry into 10 squads, 
called companies, is sufliciently absurd even 
for our grotesque little army. To organize 
these 10 squads, not strong enough to 
make three modern companies, into three 
battalions, with a whole Major to each, would 
make the structure top-heavy beyond the limit 
of safety. Recently a regiment of infantry con- 
centrated at one post was ordered out ior duty, 
and when “‘every available man” had been taken 
3810 men marched outof the garrison. About 
140 remained, including the teamsters, laborers, 
mechanics, enlisted men used as servants by of- 
ficers, and others necessarily or otherwise de- 
tuined. Had the regiment been organized as 


contemplated by the Manderson bill this petty 


torce might have gone forth laboring under the 
weight of a Colonel, a Lieutenant-Colonel, three 
Majors, and two additional Cavtains. In truth 
there would probably have been fewer soldiers 
to go torth, for the additional officers would 
certainly require additional teamsters, laborers, 
servants, &c., to be detailed from the thin ranks 
ot the companies. 

It may be well to look forward to some of the 


consequences that will inevitably follow the 
adoption of the measure proposed by Mr. Man- 
derson and supported so enthusiastically by the 
otlicers who expect to be advanced in rank and 
pay if the bill shouid becomealaw. It will re- 
quire an increased expenditure for the pay of 
officers of not less than $460,000 annually, anda 
corresponding increase in the sums appropriated 
for mileage, * barracks and quarters,” (principal- 
ly officers’ quarters,) “transportation of the 
army,” (from which are paid many peculiar ex- 
penses hardly recognizable as coming under the 
title of the appropriation,) ana in many other 
items. The expense attending the changes 
cannot be estimated by considering an officer’s 
allowance of quarters, stoves, &c.,as given by 
the Army Regulations; the actual allowances, 
largely in excess of those contemplated by the 


regulations, must be considered. If the bill 


pass it will furnish a strong incentive to disperse 
the army in small garrisons to furnish com- 
mands for the field officers who would otherwise 
be in great danger of having nothing todo. 
Such action would be especially deplorable in 
view of the present tendency to concentrate 
troops 1n regimental commands. If no provis- 
ion is made for increasing the enlisted strength 
of the army there will result an actual and 
very considerable diminution of the number 
of men available for the real duties of soldiers. 
Under the present absurd system the company is 
the only unit considered in messing and quarter- 
ing troops, and therefore as many cooks, clerks, 
&c., are necessary fora company of 30 men as for 
one of 50. The bill proposes an addition of 50 
company organizations, which will require for 
the performance of mere company duty enough 
enlisted men to make two of the longed-for 
battalions. Further, as much of the duty now 
done by soldiers consists in taking good care of 
officers,- their wives,jchildren, chickens, horses, 
cows, quarters, &c., it will be readily seen that 
the proposed changes will necessitate a turther 
diminution inthe real strength of the attenu- 
ated companies. To this it may be objected that 
the RevisedgStatutes positively prohibit the use 
of “an enlisted man as a servant in any case 
whatever,” but Iam discussing not the law of 
the case, only the facts. 

Almost every measure that has been proposed, 
in or out of Congress, for the improvement of 
the army, and which has received the support of 
any branch of the service, has been, like this 
Manderson bill. a measure to secure personal ad- 
vantages to officers, *‘to the prejudice of good 
order and military discipline.” It is simply in- 
credible that any proposition tosecure increased 
efficiency, as by imposing tests of mental and 
physicai ability as requisites for promotion in 
the ine of the army, should receive anything 
like the clamorous support which such measures 
as this readily attract. The proposed changes 
can only be effected at an annual cost of little 
less than $1,000,000. With our defenseless sea- 
coast, with a militia poorly armed and largely 
without instruction, with no schools adequate 
to the proper instruction of the officers of the 
army, with highly valuable non-commissioned 
officers poorly paid, with an inadequate retired 
list, With many other things requiring present 
attention, if the defense of the country is to be 
assured, it is easy to believe that $1,000,000 can 
be expended for a better military purpose than 
loading down the army with additional useless 
officers for revenue only.” RUFUS.

THE CHALLENGE PENNANT 


HISTORY OF THE ICE YACHTING 
EMBLEM OF VICTORY. 

RULES UNDER WHICH THE CHALLENGE 
RACES ARE SAILED—A CONTEST WHICH 
MAY OCCUR THIS WEEK. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Jan. 19.—The 
event of the season on the river will be the race 
between yachts of the Poughkeepsie and Hud- 
son River Ice Yacht Clubs for the ice yacht 
challenge pennant of America, which may be 
sailed any day this week. The Poughkeepsie 

Club won this pennant early in 1883, and has since 

successfully defended it in races with the New- 

Hamburg and Shrewsbury Clubs. The first con- 

test for the flag occurred March 6, 1881, the com- 

peting yachts being the Magic, Phantom, 

Snow Flake, Halcyon, Zephyr, Sophie, 

Flyaway, and Meteor, of the New-Ham- 

burg Club, and the Molus, Avalanche, and 

Gracie, of the Poughkeepsie Club. It was 

a very unsatisfactory race—a sort of 

push and sail contest, the Phantom running 

over the 20-mile course in 57 minutes. The 

Zolus was second, the Magic third, and the 

Snow Flake fourth. On Feb. 6, 1883, it was raced 

for again. The course was fromared fiag half 

amile south of New-Hamburg to another red 
flag half a mile north of Newburg, the course to 
be sailed over four times, making 20 miles in all, 

To this race the the New-Hamburg Club sent 

the Magic, Quickstep, Zigzag, Zephyr, Flying 

Cloud, Zero, Vision, and Halcyon. The Pough- 

keepsie Club sent the Avalanche, Jack Frost, 


Gracie,and Aolus. This time the Avalanche 
won handsomely in 57 minutes, the Jack Frost 
second, the Zephyr third, the Gracie fourth, and 
the Flying Cloud fifth. 

On Feb. 10, 1884, the boats of the Shoqwelary 
Ciub came up the Hudson to compete for th 
Reneees having challenged the Poughkeepsie 
iab for it. The course was six and two-thirds 
milesin length, to be sailed over three times. 
The Pou nkeapsie Clubentered the Jack Frost, 
Icicle, Atolus, Northern Light, Haze, Avalanche, 
and Jessie B. The Shrewsbury Club entered the 
Tempest, Idler, Dreadnaught, and Uncle Bob, 
The Haze won in 1:05:30. Phe Dreadnaught was 
second, in 1:06:56. The last time the flag was 
raced for was on Feb. 10, 1885, the N' gu. Ramours 
Club having again challenged the Poughkeepsie 
Club for it, and sending to the starting point the 
yachts Quickstep, Whiff, Whistler, Phantom, 
Zero, Zephyr, and Mischief. The Poughkeepsie 
yachts defending the flag in this race were the 

aze, Avalanche, Icicle, Northern Light, Jack 
Frost, Gracie, and Jessie B. The course was four 
miles long, to be sailed over five times, turning 
nine buoys. The Zero fouled on her first trip 
up the river, striking and severely injuring a 
boy. She and other boatsof the New-Ham- 
burg Club wentto the assistance of the boy, 
when the Haze went ahead and won the race 
handily in 1:01:15, beating the Jack Frost 85 
seconds. Afterthe race the sailing masters of 
one or two of the New-Hamburg boats 
put in a claim of foul against the 
Haze, as did also the sailing master 
of the Jack Frost. The Regatta Commit- 
tee disallowed the claim and awarded the prize 
to the Haze. This resulted in a rupture in the 
Poughkeepsie Club and the formation of the 
Hudson River Ice Yacht Club, which now has 
57 members and owns 26 first class yachts. The 
coming race for the pennant will be between 
boats of the Poughkeepsie Club ard those of the 
Hudson River Ice Yacht Club, the latter having 
formally challenged the Poughkeepsie Club. 
Vhe pennant is held and contested for under the 
following rules: 


I. The flag is always to be considered as a challenge 
flag, and is never to become the individual property of 
any club winning it. 

ll. The club holding the flag is lable to be challenged 
during its ice yachting season by any organized club in 
this country or Europe, the challenge to bein the 
name of thecluband sent, through its Setretary in 
writing, to the Secretary of the club go challenged, and 
such challenge or challenges must be accepted and 
sailed in the order in which they are received. The 
club receiving the challenge must immediately appoint 
an committee of three for the race, who shall appoint 
the day, start the boats, take their time, settle all 
questions connected withthe race, and proclaim the 
winner, and from the decision of this committee there 
shall be no appeal. The club challenging need not 
enter more than one boat. The club holding the flag 
mey, oppose with one or more boats at its option. 

Ill. Any challenge forany other pufpose that may 
exist unsettled between the club challenging aud the 
club challenged must be sailed before the race for the 
flag can be sailed between them. 

1V. All races for the flag shall be sailed over the 
annual regatta course of the club challenged; but if the 
ice on such course be in no proper condition for sail- 
ing the race shull be sailed over the nearest neutral 
course, sald course to be selected by the committes 
appointed for the race, 

V. Noclub can challengethe club holding the flag 
more than once during one ice — season. 

Vi. Ali races for the flag shall be eevee according to 
the rules and ey of the club holding it. 

Vil. This flag is a silk pennant, 30 feet long, with the 
words “ice Yacht Challenge Pennant of America,” in 
gold letters ona blue ground, and it shall always be 
known and sailed for as the Ice Yacht Challenge Pen- 
nant of America. 

The Poughkeepsie challenge pennant, the sec- 
ond prize in importance to ice yachtsmen, was 
presented to the Poughkeepsie Ice Yacht Club 
in 1872 by George W. Kidd, of New-York. Races 
for it areopen to ail Hudson River iceboat 
clubs. The first contest for it was between 
boats of the Poughkeepsie and New-Hamburg 
Clubs in the year named, New-Hambureg send- 
ing to the starting line the yachts Flying Cioud, 
Phantom, uickstep, and Zig Zag, and the 
Poughkeepsie the Icicle, Haze, and Ella. The 
course was to Milton and return. The Icicle 
won in 28:55; thy Haze was second, the Fly- 
ing Cloud third, and then followed the 
Phantom, Ella, Quickstep, and Zig Zag. 
The next race was on Feb. 14, 1879, 
and 18 yachts started, including the Sappho, of 
Athens, and the Snow Bird, of Staatsburg, the 
latter winning, but it was a shove racé, and 
therefore very unsatisfactory. The third and 
last race for it was on Feb. 1, 1883, and the start- 
ers were the Avalanche, Phantom, Gracie, Lolus,

COLLECTOR BEECHER'S BIG HAUL. 

PORTLAND, Oregon, Jan. 19.—After the 
seizure of opium on the stexmer idaho, some 
time ago, Collector Herbert Beecher received in- 


formation that opium wasstored on Kansas Bay, 
Alaska, awaiting shipment to Portland and San 


Francisco. The Collector at once telegraphed to 
Washington asking that the steamer Walcott be 
sent in search of it. The order reached here on 
‘the 10th inst., and the revenue cutter left on a 
cruise accompanied by Collector Beecher. She 
atrived on Thursday at the bay and anchored, 
The Collector and eight men from the steamer 
went ashore to the cannery, which was in charge 
oftwo men. Fourteen barrels said to contain 
furs, landed on the Jast trip made by the steamer 
Idaho, were opened and found to contain 3,012 
ounds of jprepared opium, valued at $45,000. 
e opium was taken aboard the cutter. There 

is no doubt that this smuggling has been carried 
on for years. It is evident that some smuggler 
has exposed the business to the authorities. The 
moieties of Collector Beecher, who is a son of the 
Rey.

DANGLING FROM A TREE. 

VINCENNES, Ind., Jan. 19.—The body of 
Holly Epps, who was hanged by a mob yesterday 
morning, dangled from the limb of a tree in the 
Court House yard until 8 o’clock, The Coroner 
wanted to take the body down before daylight, 
but some of the townspeople demanded that it 
should remain banging for the gazeof honest 
citizens and as a warning to all transgressors of 
the law. A photographer arrived on the scene 
at daybreak and photographed the body. Hun- 
dreds of persons during the early hours of the 
morning viewed the body. Men, women, and 
children looked on the horrible spectacle with- 


out evincing the slightest emotion or expressing 
a feeling of regret. 





VICTIMS OF THE HOG PLAGUE. 
Betoit, Wis., Jan. 19.—The hog plague, 
which has prevailed in this locality through the 
season and is still causing great loss, is prob- 
ably the most disastrous disease which has ever 
afflicted stock in this vicinity. Scores of hogs are 


dying every day, and it is estimated that fully 
10,000 have died from the plague within a radius 
of 16 miles of this city. The bestauthority upon 
the matter does not name the disease to the gen- 
eral satisfaction of stockmen, but many are satis- 
fied that it is measles and not cholera. 


TO INSPECT A NAIL MACHINE. 
PITTSBURG, Penn., Jan. 19.—A committee 
of Wheeling nail manufacturers passed tnrough

facturers, who hope that it will solve fhe wage 
problem and do away with strikes forever, 


CHINAMEN DYING UF HUNGER. 

Viororra, British Columbia, Jan. 19.—1t 
is reported that three Chinamen were found 
starving to death in a tent at Port Henry yester- 
day. It is claimed that there is great destitution 
among those on the mainland ana that many are 
dying of hunger. The situation is little better 
here, many coolies subsisting on garbage. The

‘REFORM LAW NOT VIOLATED. 
__—_.>_——. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The recent strictures of some of the 
New-York newspapers, including THE TIMEs, 
upon the selection of a few clerks for the office 
of the Secretary of State, and the supposed 
action of the Governor, the Secretary of State, 
and the State commission upon the subject 
must haye been induced by erroneous informa- 
tion and misapprehension of the facts. It has 
been charged, in substance, that to provide for 
these clerkships the rules had been changed, the 
principles of the statute violated, that the Gov- 
ernor had interfered and exercised his official 


authority, that the Secretary had been unduly 
eager to make placeg for his friends, and that 
the commission had been subservient. I am so 
fully persuaded that ‘l'HE Trmxs prefers to be ac- 
curate and Just, and to aid in the success of civil 
service reform that I venture to correct the mis- 
takes of fact and inference made by the press. 

All of the charges made, above referred to, 
are unfounded. o rule has been changed, vio- 
lated, or evaded, the statute has not been disre- 
garded, the Governor has not inter d nor re- 
quested any action on thesubject, the Becretary 
has shown no desire to evade the rules, but only 
expressed his anxiety to have a competent and 
trustworthy force in his office, and the commis- 
sion, after careful jnauiry and consideration, 
exercised its best ju pment in the matter with 
a view “to the conditions of good administra- 
tion” and with official respect for the judgment 
of the head ot a department of the Govern- 
ment concerning the necessities of his of- 
foe, The only thing, in fact, done was to 

nelude a few clerkships in schedule C, the 

non-competitive schedule. These were the 
chief clerk, the cashier and bookkeeper 
the examiner of corporations, the confidential 
clerk and stenographer, and the bank and Post 
Office messenger—five in all. The position of 
chief clerk was vacant by resignation. Tho 
cashier and bookkeeper (a new position) handles 
about $20,000 a vear, a sum sufficiently large to 
justify selection by the head ot the office. The 
position of examiner of corporations requires 
legal knowledge and capacity not covered by 
the competitive examinations heretofore held, 
and therefore eould not be supplied from the 
eligible list. The other two positions are in- 
cluded in the same schedule in most of the 
other departments. The commission was ad- 
vised by Col. Wood, who has had long experi- 
ence in the office, and was the opposing candl- 
date to the present Secretary, that this distribu- 
tion was right, and that he would have request- 
ed like action if he had been elected. 

The commission of course always favors the 
competitive mode of selection as the general 
rule bentera pares by the statute and the best 
and essentially democratic mode, and would be 
very gladir | sopanen officers would so regard it 
and co-operate more heartily in giving effect to 
that mode. It would bo better if all public offi- 
cers would cheerfully acquiesce in the reform 
methods and permit the Jaw to fill positions un- 
der them, and let the law bear the responsibility 
of the fidelity and fitness of employes, instead of 
adhering to the tradition of the old system that 
the head of the office is responsible for the con- 
duct and qualifications of his subordinates. 

It is not unreasonable to suppose that this idea 
of responsibility has por haus as much to do with 
the demand constantly made toinclude positions 
in schedule Cas the desire to dispense patronage, 
These requests come from the various State de- 
partments, the Prison Department, the asylums, 
the Board of Regents, and the courts, and it is 
no easy task to determine what ought and what 
ought not to be conceded. The rule usuadly 
acted on by the commission has been that w 
a State officer certifies that a specified position 
is required by the business of his office to bein 
schedule ©, and gives fair reasons for it, the 
commission cannot prudently Geny the applica- 
tion andrunthe risk of impairing the. public 
service. The view of the commission from the 
outset has been that the application of the reform 
methods must be progressive, and that to attempt 
to apply at once the highest development of the 
English system would be more likely to wreck 
the reform than to establish fit on a permanent 
basis. These views have been repeatedly ex- 
pressed by the commission. Speaking only for 
myself, [do not understand that the retention 
by a new head of an office of subordinates se- 
lected by his predecessor solely on partisan 
grounds, and who have been active partisans in 
office, has any warrant in the principles of re- 
form, Selection by reform methods is a condi- 
tion precedent, and their retention restson re- 
form principles supported by reason and eauity. 

Claims resting exclusively on partisan selection 
and partisan service, while doubtless en- 
titled to political congideration, have no 
recognition under reform methods, A 
different principle applies in the case 
of subordinates who by long and faithful serv- 
ice have demonstrated their fitness and by their 
experience become valuable to the public. The 
retention of such persons is demanded by the 
ublic interests, and they should not be dis- 
urbed. Under the New-York statute the qual- 
ifying phrase ‘*so far as the conditions of good 
administration will warrant” has a stricter con- 
struction than under the national act. Under 
the national rules positions in the classified: 
service that are considered confidential, finan- 
cial, and professional, such as confidential clerks 
or secretaries, cashiers, custodians of money 

chief clerks, chiefs of divisions or bureaus, an 
others, aro exempt altogether from examina- 
tion, while in New-York such positions are in 
the main under the rules and subject to non- 
competitive examinations at least. Numerous 
other Federal positions, like those in the Sub- 
Treasuries, mints, &c., are not classified at all. 
In New-York even the clerks in the Govornor’s 
office ure under the rules. The end constantly 
aimed at by the commission is to bring an in- 
creasing number of positions under the competi- 
tive method as the true on of selection. 
And the ‘commission will be grateful to the 
press for its powerful afd in influencing public 
sentiment and persuading public officials to ac-

A LIFE-SAVING STATION NEEDED. 
Tothe Editor of the New-York Times: 


Permit me to direct public attention to 


the pressing need for at least one more life-say- 


ing station on the route of the Fall River and 
the Providence Lines of steamers. The eastern 
gateway to Long Island Sound lies betgyeen 
Watch Hill on the north and Montauk Point on 
the south. From Watch Hill to Point Judith, a 


distance of 20 miles, these steamers are as much 


exposed as they would be off the south shore of 
Long Island. There isa life-saving station at 
Watch Hill and another at Point Judith, but be- 
tween these points there is no station nor appli- 
ances of any kind for aiding vessels in distress, 
nor is there any harbor. For the greater part of 
the 20 miles of coast intervening the beach is cut 
off from the mainland by a series of long, 
deep, closed inlets, one-half to one mile 
in width. In severe storms the breakers 
often run over long stretches of this beach, 
so that much ofitis impassable, and in Winter 
a shipwrecked crew, even if they reached the 
beach, would have but a choice between drown- 
ing and freezing to death unless aid from the 
mainland was immediately rendered. {Imagine 
one of these great steamers, laden with hun- 
dreds of helpless passengers, cast ashore upon 
this bleak coast ona stormy night, no friendly 
light on shore, no hope of rescue by lifeboat or 
life Jine, norevena strong urm in waiting to 
drag the drowning creatures up out of the surf. 
If means existed of telegraphing at once tothe 
station at Point Judith or Watch Hill the crews 
could not put out to sea with a reasonable hope 
of reaching the wreck in time to be of use, and 
to travel by the beach is often impossible. The 
wagon roads are 60 far distant and so circuitous 
that great delay would be inevitable even if 
horses were always obtainable, which is not 
the case. Three schooners have been wrecked 
upon this shore within a sortnieht. fortunately 
near the®tations mentioned and undér circum- 
stances where most of the sailors could he res- 
cued. Within the writer's recollection the Provi- 
dence steamer Metis was lost off Watch Hill, the 
steamer Rhode Island of the same line was 
wrecked near Point Judith in Narragansett Bay, 
andthe Massachusetts beached at Orient, Long 
Island. Twice recently has one of the mam- 
moth Boston steamers been disabled by breaking 
her shatt off Watch Hill, but fortunately on 
calm Summer nights, and one of them narrowly 
escaped sinking by collision in asnowstorm off 
the same coast ayearago. Thatso few acci- 
dents have happened to the Boston steamers 
proves the great care and skill with which they 
are managed. Six boats of the two lines pass 
along this shore nightly all Summer, and I be- 
lieve the same number run in Winter. I say 
nothing of the Portland Line of steamers 
and others which take the same route, 
nor of the thousands of sailing vessels 
skirting this piece of coast. I have often 
counted 50 and 60 sail seen from the Jand 
at one view off this shore on a Summer day. 
But is it not a disgraceful fact that such a vast 
number of lives are jeft’ unprotected by neglect 
of the usual precautions of civilized nations, 
when our Government has its annual surplus of 
around hundred millions? For it is merely a 
question of expense. The men can be had for 
the service at a week's notice. Five miles apart 
should bea maximum distance for life-saving 
stations. In Winter, when most needed, the 
crews often have difficulty in traveling one or 
two miles along the broken beach, especially 
with the heavy apparatus required: And while 
on the subject let me say that public opinion 
would heartily approve the continued organiza- 
tion and pay of the life-saving crews through- 
out the year. It is humiliating to witness, as I 
have, the Captain of astation hunting about for 
hours for a volunteer crew to go off to a wreck 
in Summer because our ereat, rich Government 
tries to save a few thousand dollars by discharg- 
ing the crows in the Spring. ©. J. EVERETT

THE ARTHUR KILL BRIDGE 


MR. WIMAN MAKES AN ARGU- 
MENT IN ITS FAVOR. 

THE BENEFITS TO THE NATION’S COMMERCE 
TO BE DERIVED FROM ITS CONSTRUC- 
TION FULLY SET FORTH. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The bill authorizing 
the Staten Island Railroad bridge across the Arthur 
Kill, and by means of which the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad proposes to enter New-York Harbor, made 
another step toward its passage to-day. This bill was 
introduced in the Senate by Mr. Warner Miller, and In 
the House by Mr. Perry Belmont. Both bodies re- 
ferred it to their respective Committees on Commerce, 
which in turn appointed subcommittees. That of the 
Senate consisted of Messrs. Frye of Maine, Dolph of 
Oregon, and Coke of Texas, while the House was rep- 
resented by Messrs. Clardy of Missouri, Crisp of Geor- 
gia, and Johnson of New-York. These committees 
to-day heard arguments for and against the measure. 
The‘most important of these was that of Mr. Erastus 
Wiman, one of the principal promoters of the under- 
rtaking. Mr. Wiman began by saying that seldom has 
Congress had in its power to accomplish so large a 
purpose with an effort so slight as by authoriz- 
ing the Arthur Kill bridge. He claimed that if the 
committees should seek to discoverthe measure which, 
above all others, would achieve results most bene- 
ficial, then this Httle bridge bill would certainly be 


. among the first toclaim consideration, for it would 


increase the commerce of the port of New-York. He 
pointed out that the harbor is mainly made by three 
islands—Long Isiand, Manhattan Island, and Staten 
Island. The deep water on the Jersey City front forms 
a considerable portion of the harbor, but from Com- 
munipaw. along the Jersey shore as far as Constable’s 
Point, the wateristoo shallow for commercial pur- 
poses except at vast expenditures by Congress. He 
then alluded to the fact that every inch of available 
water front was already occupied, and gave interest- 
ing and startling statistics to prove the growth of 
trade and the capital expended in this direction. Mr. 
Wiman claimed that by autborizing the Arthur Kill 
bridge Congress will render accessible 10 miles of the 
best water front in New-York Harbor and without 
a dollar being added to the expenditure of the 
Government. He added that the bridge would 
accomplish a greater result than the expendi- 
ture of the eleven millions proposed under 
the River and Harbor bill. A greater commerce would 


thereby be accommodated with more room and han- 
died more economically than by ull other proposed 
riverand harbor improvements combined, a greater 
number of people would be benefited, and a larger con- 
tribution made tothe progress and prosperity of the 
oomntrs. He Illustrated this point by saying that the 
coffee drank by the joint committee at their breakfast 
this morning had paid aheavier tribute for New-York 
terminal charges than almost any other charge put 
upon it since it left its place of growth, Mr. Wiman 
o— at some length and with great particularity on 
the expense of handling merchandise in New-York 
Harbor, owing to the necessity for breaking bulk, 
lighterage, cartage, &c. At Staten Island foreign car- 
goes can secure cheaper storage and be transported 
direct to the interior, while the second advantage will 
be derfved by shipments from the West. Attention 
was cailed to the fact that when the railroads were 
cutting rates on wheat from Cnicagoto New-York the 
freight was reduced to 12 cents per 100 pounds. Of 
this 4 cents were exacted for terminal charges, or one- 
third of the whole amount; so that while 100 
pounds of wheat were carried by rail 1,000 
moiles for 8 cents, it cost 4 cents to trans- 
port it in New-York Harbor, a distance*of less 
than five miles. On Staten Island alonecan be com- 
bined the three great factors of commerce—namely, 
receipt from sea, storage from ship, and shipment by 
rail. Reversing the order. it is the only point where 
can be accomplished receipt by rail, storage from rull, 
and shipment by sea. Alluding to the present crowded 
condition of New-York, Jersey City, and Brooklyn in 
their commercial facilities, Mr. Wiman said that be- 
hind the 10 miles of Staten Island water front lay the 
products of the continent, with the tonnage of the 
world in front of it. As an instance of the advantages 
of Staten Island as a commercial centre, he stated that 
the present cotton warehouses and piers atfo ac- 
commodation for 100,000 bales of cotton. Before their 
erection the storage rate was 20 to 30 cents per bale per 
month. Now it ts only 10 cents, a saving of $1,000 per 
day. ‘This was done without railroad facilities, Mr. 
Wiman said it would be urged by bis opponents that 
the bridge would interfere with the local commerce of 
the narrow stream over which it passed, but in answer 
to that he called attention to the fact that the 
Secretary of War had reported to the last Con- 
gress, ou the authority of Gen. Newton, Chief 
of Engineers, that ‘tne bridge may be safely author- 
ized to be built, under the restrictions of the bill, with- 
out any detriment to commerce, preseut or prospect- 
ive.” He claimed that this deliberate verdict of an 
accomplished ergineer, more familiar with the harbor 
of New-York than any other officer of the Govern- 
ment, ought to settle the question. He also nlluded to 
the benefit experienced by Newark and New-Bruns- 
wick from the numerous draw bridges authorized by 
New-Jersey. Many citations were made by the speaker 
from legal opinions by eminent Judges on what con- 
stituted commerce, showing it was not only tratiic but 
intercourse. Mr. Wiman closed by saving that the 
bulk of the Arthur Kill commerce was derived from 
the coal depots of the Pennsylvania and Lehigh Vual- 
ley Railroads at South and Perth Amboy. ‘hese com- 
panies now admit their mistakein placing these coxl 
depots 20 miles south of the metropolis, and he asked 
if the penalty of that mistake must be borne by Staten 
Island forever: and must the port of New-York be 
forever cribbed and cabined because 10 miles of its 
noblest water front is rendered inaccessible by the cp- 
position from two railroads whose coal terminajs are 
absurdly situated and expensively maintained? jte- 
plying tothe probable objection that the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad was to benefit by the bridge, Mr. 
Wiman claimed that the Baltimore and Ohlo binds to- 
gether more States and Commonweaiths and handles 
more varied products than any other system. 
Congressman William Walter Phelps spoke against 
the bill. He did not cpposeit in the name of New- 
Jersey. If some interestsin New-Jersey were hurt, 
the State did not claim thatthese interests should 
the way of u great public improvement. 
opposed it as a_ citizen or the United 
States, believing that the bridge was unnecessary and 
was harmful and destrugtive of a most important 
waterway. Isaac L. Fisher, President of the Steam 
and Satiing Vessel Owners’ Association, ex-Mayor 
Burnet, of Elizabeth, and Mr. Cowen, attorney for the 
Baltimore and Ohio Road, took part in the discussion 
incidentally. The hearing will be continued next 
Tuesday.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 19, 1886, 

The President to-day approved the act provid- 
ing for the performance of the duties of the >Presi- 
dent in case of the removal, death, or inability both of 
the President and Vice-President. 

The House to-day adopted the Senate resolu- 
tion accepting the statue of the late President Gar- 


field, presented by the State of Ohio. Its considera- 
tion was made the occasion for eulogies of the dead 
President by Messrs. KE. B, Taylor, McKenley, and 
Geddes, of Ohlo. 

The Military Committee of the House to-day 
instructed its Chairman, Gen, Bragg, to report favora- 
bly the House bill for the relief of Gen. Fitz John Por- 
ter, with a request tnat it be made a special order for 
Saturday next. Mr. Viele was directed to make an 
adverse report upon the bill forthe relief of Gen. Al- 
fred Pleasanton. 

The Department of State is officially advised 
that Mr. del Campo is no longer connected with the 
Chilian Legation at Washington. Mr. del Campo hus 
lately been involved in several public scandals and his 
recall was generally expected, When Sefor Godoy, 
the Chillan Minister, went home several months aso 
he left Mr. del Campo in charge of thearchives and 
Official correspondence. sefor Godoy is not expected 
to return tothis country. it is therefore likely that 
Chili will be without a representative at Washington 
for some time. 

The Treasury Department is in receipt of in- 
formation that the Government of the Netherlands is 
considering a proposition tc assess a duty on petro- 
leum and ship timber, articies which have hitherto 
been on the free tist. This action, it is intimated, is 
intended to be in the nature of a retaliatory measure 
against the United States on account of Its alleged dis- 
crimination against the importation of Sumatra to- 
bacco into this country. It is likely that the matter 
will be brought to the attention of the House Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means. 

The House Committee on Foreign Affairs to- 
day informally discussed that part of the President’s 
message relating to the fisheries. Mr. Rice said he 
spoke for the people of New-kngland, who had no de- 
sire that the matter should receive eager considera- 
tion, and that they were well contented with the pres- 
ent state of affairs. ‘he general sentiment of the com- 
mittee appeared to be adverse to a consideration of 
the fisheries alone, but rather in favor of so broaden- 
ing the subject as to include a careful inquiry into the 
existing relations between this country and Canada.

HUGO'S “ MARION DELORME.”

From the Pall Mall Gazette, 

Victor Hugo’s masterpiece, ‘‘ Marion 
Delorme,” is to be produced vn Tuesday at the 
Porte St. Martin, with Mme. Bernhardt as the 
heroine, in the very theatre where, 50 years ago, 
it gained its great success. The whole play was 
written in 11 days. The 600 lines which make up 
the fourth act were struck off in 24 hours, dur- 
ing which period the poet took neither food ror 
sleep. Jules Janin, who was the critic of the 
Débats, chronicled its success in a notice of 
six lines. and when, four days later, he 
gave a long and enthusiastic review of 
the play the names of the chief actors were 
not even mentioned, so different in those days 
was the relative importance of the play and the 
players. That was in August, 1851, a year in 
which the number of pieces acted in Paris 
amounted to 272, the works of 200 authors, The 
‘* Almanach des Spectacles” used to publish a list 
of these works, classifying them according to 
their sucsess. Four grades of achievement were 
recognized by it—success, great success, consid- 
erable success. and failure, and these grades were 
always indicated by simple initials. The letters 
which followed the announcement of the 
production of **Marion Delorme” in the “ Al- 
manach” of 1831 were the coveted ‘*S. ©.” 
Three managers had been in treaty with the 
dramatist for the production of his play, the 
Francais and the Odéon being equally anxious 
to secure it. But fifty years ago a curious 
weight of dignity incumbered the progress ot 
the national theatres, and the licensing authori- 
ties—La Censure—decided that the children of 
Moliére must not give Victor Hugo at their 
house. The Porte St. Martin produced ths 
piece with what was then thought adequate 
splendor, Crosnier, the manager, expended 
10,000f., and Mme. Dorval’s dresses cost 1,500f. 
The present manager of the theatre has sunk 
150,000f. in his share of the venture, and Sarah 
Bernhardt's wardrobe has cost the latest Marioyv 
Detorme more than 120,000f.

The Republicans of the Senate have 
with substantial unanimity reached the 
conclusion that they have aright to de- 
mand from the President all papers that 
have been filed relating to suspensions or 
removals. A few days ago some of them 
believed that they had aright to demand 
a statement of the reasons themselves 
which moved the President; now they 
fall back upon the papers which may 
suggest those reasons. But they have 
thus far been unable to devise a plan 
for getting the information which they 
want. What is the best way in which to 
approach the President? This is the ques- 
tion they are trying to answer. Shall 
they demand the papers by resolution 
adopted in open session and risk the live- 
ly debate that will ensue? To such action 
they seem to be drifting. But do they 
expect to deceive the country as to 
their motives and real _ attitude? 
The law authorizes the President to 
suspend civil officers during the recess 
of the Senate “‘in his discretion.” Have 
not these words some meaning? What 
right has the Senate to demand that he 
shall vindicate his discretion to satisfy its 
curiosity? Blinded by a desire to unearth 
something that will serve as party capital, 
the Republican Senators are assuming a 
wrong position. If they shall make the 
proposed demand it will not be made be- 
cause they seek thereby the good of the 
service or the good of the Nation. It will 
be simply a bit of nagging for a partisan 
purpose. 








Mr. Morris S. Wiser, in behalf of the 
rommercial bodies of the United States 
represented in the Bankrupt Law Con- 
vention of 1884, yesterday presented an 
argument before the Judiciary Commit- 
tee of the House of Representatives in 
support of the National Bankruptcy bill. 
These commercial bodies were at the time 
pf the convention 89 in number, and rep- 
resented 29 States of the Union. Since 
then 50 other trade organizations have 
joined in the demand for the pas- 
sage of the act. In fact, the mer- 
cantile organizations of the country 
and the whole community of traders 
are substantially in unison in this matter. 
There is every reason why they should be 
because the business of the country is 
jargely conducted on credit, and confidence 
in the ability to collect debts is an essen- 
tial element in its prosperity. In the ab- 
gence of a general bankrupt law there 
shave been great losses from bad debts due 





to the lack of a just distribution of the as- 
sets of insolvents. This introduces an ele- 
ment of risk against which the only in- 
surance is an increase of prices which 
the great mass of consumers are called 
upon to pay. There is no respectable ar- 
gument to be made against a national 
bankrupt law, and there is no excuse for 
further delay in its enactment. 








The residents of Fifth-avenue are act- 
ing on the principle that eternal vigilance 
is the price of security for their beautiful 
thoroughfare, and Davip MILLIKEN, Jr., 
is now in Albany watching for the first 
appearance of the scheme to legislate for 
a surface railroad in the avenue. So far 
no such measure has been offered, but the 
action of the citizens is none the less wise 
and prudent. It will be much easier to 
combat legislation of this kind if the plot 
is discovered at its inception than to fight 
it after its promoters have gained a foot- 
hold in the committee rooms. 








The Court of Appeals has affirmed the 
decision of the General Term reversing 
the action of Judge VAN BruNT in com- 
mitting Mr. MuNsELL for contempt. It 
will be remembered that Mr. MUNSELL was 
a juror in the case of an Irishman tried 
for stabbing another Irishman in the office 
of O'Donovan Rossa. Mr. MUNSELL un- 
dertook to inform himself and to elucidate 
the testimony by looking at the office in 
which the affray took place. This was 
an irregular and illegal proceeding, no 
doubt, and would have been contempt of 
court if Mr. MuUNSELL had been warned 
against it. As he was not, it was per- 
fectly natural and even praiseworthy, 
from his point of view, that he should 
make every effort to understand the case 
he was chosen to try. There was not the 
slightest evidence of unworthy motive on 
his part, though Judge Van BRUNT’S 
hasty imputation to him of an un- 
worthy motive was one of the scandalous 
features of the case. When the verdict 
of acquittal was announced, Judge Van 
Brunt fell intoa fury and looked for a 
scapegoat, whom he found in Mr. MUNSELL, 
and imposed upon him a sentence of fine 
and imprisonment for an offense which, as 
was urged at the time, was a misde- 
meanor triable before a jury, and nota 
contempt of the kind punishable by a 
Judge. 








Gov. HILu is credited with avery strong 
desire to appoint a Democratic Railroad 
Commissioner in place of Mr. O’DONNELL. 
The act creating the Railroad Commis- 
sion provided that one of the members 
should be a Democrat, one a Republican, 
and the third a representative of the mer- 
cantile community selected by certain 
commercial organizations, Mr. KERNAN 
is a Democrat, Mr. RoGeErs is a Republic- 
an, and Mr. O’DONNELL was not only the 
original choice of the commercial organ- 
izations, but is now favored by them for 
reappointment with a unanimity that was 
wanting when he was first selected. Al- 
though a Republican in former years 
he was in _ politics, he has 
shown the least political bias 
Railroad Commissioner. In _ his 
letter of acceptance Gov. HILL said: 
“T am in favor of the continuance 
of the policy which isin part regulated 
by law, and which requires that consid- 
erations of partisanship alone shall not 
control in the selection of the various 
boards and commissions to be appointed 
by the Executive, such as the Railroad 
Commission, the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, and the managers of our charitable 
institutions. The choice of the persons to 
administer such trusts should be based 
upon their competency, fitness, and in- 
tegrity, andadue regard for the great 
public and private interests involved.” 
Is this one of his professions which he 
proposes to ignore when an opportunity 
comes for putting them in practice? 
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REAL BIMETALLISN, 


Some of the advocates of the continued 
coinage of silver are pleased to think 
they discover a change in the attitude of 
THE Times on that question, because we 
have seen a tendency toward undue alarm 
on the part of some of our financiers 
which we have felt it our duty to point 
out. From any change that they can de- 
tect they are welcome to draw such com- 
fort as they can. We regard the com- 
pulsory coinage of legal tender silver dol- 
lars at an arbitrary ratio which neither 
corresponds nor can be made to corre- 
spond to the market ratio with gold as 
an evil the bad effects of which are 
entirely inevitable, and are precisely 
those which we repeatedly pointed out 
nine years ago, when the movement 
began that resulted in the present law. 
But we decline to regard the coinage of 
$2,000,000 worth of silver per month as 
being the same thing as unlimited coin- 
age, for two reasons—it is restricted in 
amount and itis liable to be stopped when- 
ever the public opinion of the country re- 
quires it to be stopped, as it most certain- 
ly will sooner or later. In the meantime, 
we think it the part of common sense to 
avoid as far as possible any extravagant 
view of the dangers ahead which might 
by producing a panicky condition of pub- 
lic feeling bring on and aggravate the 
difficulties that must ensue from indefinite 
coinage. 

Moreover, we are by no means convinced 
that the spokesmen and organs of the sil- 
ver party who are at present the noisiest 
really represent the views of those who on 
the whole incline toward the use of sil- 
ver in our coinage. We see no reason 
to suppose that the simulated fanati- 
cism of the New-York Sun, for in- 
stance, is shared by the great body of 
those who are opposed to the uncondi- 
tional repeal of the Bland-Allison act. If 
it were to be supposed that all thus op- 
posed desired, as that journal pretends to 
desire, indefinite coinage with the result 
that silver at a legal value 25 per cent. or 
more beyond its actual value should be- 
come the exclusive money metal of the 
United States, we should be tempted to 
treat the whole silver party as made up of 
fools or knaves, who were to be fought 
in the way usually adopted by sane 
and honest men in dealing with 
those classes of society. But we 
have excellent reasons for believing 
that a very largé proportion of the advo- 
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cates of silver are either simply mistaken 
as to the consequences of continued coin- 
age or desire, before abandoning the coin- 
age, tosee some plan arranged by which 
the legitimate advantages to be had from 
a proper use Of silver can besecured. We 
do not include among these the men 
directly interested in silver mines, be- 
cause it is clear that they can make more 
money out of free coinage than in any 
other way, and most of them will do all 
they can to get that, without regard to 
what evils may be brought on the coun- 
try. But even among the mine owners 
there are those clear-headed enough to 
see that free coinage could not last and 
that their real interest lies in the greatest 
possible use of silver as a subordinate 
metal, without disturbing the gold stand- 
ard or running the risk of driving gold 
from the country. 


And herein lies the point of the problem 
as it now presents itself to us, and it can 
be solved and ought to be solved by the 
common consent of honest and sensible 
men whatever their previous position 
may have been. Wecan get out of our 
troubles, present or prospective, if we 
can make up our minds to adopt bimet- 
allism without insisting on forcing on the 
country what is simply impossible—bi- 
legal-tenderism, to use the expressive 
phrase of Mr. E>pwarp ATKINSON. There 
is not now, and for a long time has not 
been, any stable ratio between gold and 
silver, and any ratio arbitrarily fixed 
by law at which the two metals 
shall be coined and made both a 
legal tender is sure to disagree sooner 
or later with the real ratio. It is 
the opinion of some eminent observers 
that a legal ratio agreed to by all the 
great financial nations would compel the 
market ratio to follow it. We do not 
share that opinion; but, whether it be cor- 
rect or not, it is clear that there is no im- 
mediate prospect of securing the general 
adoption of such a ratio, and until it can 
be secured it is useless for this country to 
go on coining silver at a ratio of its own 
differing widely from that of the market. 
But we can secure all possible advantage 
from the use of silver by fixing a limit to 
the coinage of standard dollars, or by 
limiting the amount for which, when 
coined, they shall be a legal tender, and 
jeaving the amount of coinage to be de- 
termined by the wants of commerce. In 
either case the result would be greatly 
promoted by withdrawing the smaller 
notes up to and including the five-dollar 
notes and substituting for them silver dol- 
lars, or fractional coin, or silver certifi- 
cates of minor denominations. To this 
there could be no objection, because the 
demands of trade would fix the amount 
used and the demands of trade would not 
require enough to displace gold. This we 
hold to be true and real bimetallism, and 
to be asolution of the at present vexed 
question of silver coinage which all fair- 
minded men, whatever their interests, 
could approve. 











WHITEWASH. 

THE Times’s charges of Republican 
treachery to the county ticket in the last 
election have been investigated by the 
gentlemen appointed for that duty by the 
Republican County Committee, and the 
result is placed before a candid world this 
morning. This intelligent and faithful 
subcommittee finds (1) that Mr. Daven- 
PoRT received in this city 7,320 votes 
more than justly belonged to him, 
showing that the falling off in Jaco- 
Bus’s vote for Sheriff was apparent, 
not real; (2) that six election district cap- 
tains whose names are withheld, doubtless 
out of regard for their families, should be 
reprimanded for disobedience to JoHN J. 
O’BRIEN, who toiled with unflagging zeal 
to secure their loyal support for the county 
ticket, and failed; (8) that Joun C. Car- 
Mopy and Joun 8. McWIL.iaums, of the 
Fifteenth Assembly District, should be 
expelled from the County Committee for 
disloyalty in supporting ANDREW J. WHITE 
for Sheriff; and(4) that ‘‘ voters have a 
right to choose the candidates for whom 
they will cast their ballots, and should 
not be held responsible because while 
nominally of one party they do not sus- 
tain the whole ticket.” And this finding 
was accepted by the County Committee 
last evening, save that CaRMODY and 
MCWILLIAMS were spared the disgrace of 
expulsion because less than two-thirds of 
the members present voted in favor of 
the resolution to expel. 

The entire solemnity with which this 
remarkable report is drawn up and put 
forth precludes the assumption that it is 
a consciously humorous effort on the 
part of the subcommittee. We are shut 
up to the conclusion that the members of 
the committee are fools, or that they 
firmly believe all the rest of mankind to 
be fools. 

The committee’s conclusion that DAVEN- 
PORT received the votes of ‘about 7,320 
Democrats,” thus raising his vote above the 
normal Republican vote of the city, is 
based on the fact that he received 37.58 
per cent. of the total vote, while the 
average Republican proportion of the 
vote, as determined by the vote for 
Mor@an for Governor in 1876, CaRR 
for Secretary of State in 1879, and 
AnvREWS for Judge of the Court 
of Appeals in 1882 is only 33.92 per 
cent. The determination of the average 
percentage of the Republican vote in a 
city subject to the influences of so many 
political undercurrents as New-York de- 
mands a somewhat more extended ex- 
amination of election returns than this 
committee has found the time or 
has thought it wise to make. There is 
not the slightest reason to suppose that 
7,200 or 720 Democratic voters in this 
city cast their ballots for DAVENPORT. 
Democrats who had decided to vote 
against HILL early in the canvass changed 
their minds somewhat abruptly just be- 
fore election for reasons which we need 
not now recall, and it is doubtful whether 
a fairer test of party strength was ever 
had in the city than on the 3d of last No- 
vember in the vote for Governor. 

But dismissing altogether the commit- 
tee’s reasoning and conclusions as to the 
total vote and the general charge of 
treachery to JacoBus, as shown by his 
having received 9,858 votes less than 





| DAVENPORT, there still remain some very 





ugly specifications which the committee 
altogether ignores, The Eighth District, 
the worst of the whole black list, could 
not be safely ignored, so the committee 
fix the guilt of Jacosus’s loss of 1,218 
votes upon six unspecified election 
district captains, acquitting Joun J. 
O’Brien of all blame. In the Fifteenth 
District a faction fight had made the dis- 
loyalty of CarMODY and McCWILLIAMs too 
conspicuous to be overlooked or concealed. 
But why is the committee silent about the 
Twenty-third District, in which, in round 
numbers, a thousand votes went wrong? 
And why does it complacently accept, in 
explanation of the bad showing of the 
Nineteenth District, the district leaders’ 
homily about the inalienable right of inde- 
pendent voting ?—a most astonishing de- 
liverance from such a source.. 

It is amazing that men of the reputed 
intelligence of EDWaRD MITCHELL, Eb- 
WIN EINSTEIN, ALBON P. Man, Henry L. 
SPRAGUE, JAcoB M. PaTTERSON, and Prof. 
Hunt should be willing to affix their 
names to such a farcical and shabby find- 
ing upon a state of facts which de- 
manded. full inquiry, honest  con- 
clusions, and resolute action. These 
gentlemen were called upon to serve 
the cause of decent politics and good 
Government. That was in form their 
mandate from the County Committee, 
and that, in fact, was what the honest 
Republicans of the city expected them to 
do. They served only the rotten and dis- 
reputable Tammany-Republican district 
leaders and the machine. The Republican 
Party in this city is in a very bad way. 








PROTECTIONISM GONE MAD. 


Senator ALDRICH, of Rhode Island, hasin 
many respects shown himself to be a man 
of sound judgment, but he will have hard 
work to justify to business men the re- 
markable bill he has introduced in the 
Senate. It re-establishes the moiety law 
to begin with, and enacts provisions 
touching the collection of duties that 
would be regarded as barbarous in the 
Portuguese provinces of Africa. It con- 
fiscates a man’s goods whenever an ap- 
praisal shall advance the dutiable value 
15 per cent. beyond the invoice, and for 
every 1 per cent. advanced less than that 
it extorts 2 per cent. in addition to duties, 
so that a lot of silks invoiced at $1 a yard, 
taxed 50 per cent., advanced 14 per cent., 
would have to pay 85 per cent. in duties 
and penalties. It compels appraisers in 
the case of goods not purchased in the 
open market to make an estimate of the 
cost of manufacture more minute than 
the maker could himself make, apportion- 
ing to every invoice “ incidental ex- 
penses,” ‘* interest,” ‘‘ superintendence,” 
and ‘‘depreciation of plant,” and this, 
unless it turns out a lower valuation than 
the value in the home market, less duties 
and transportation, is to be made the basis 
of the duty. If either of these valuations 
exceeds the invoice value by 15 per cent. 
the goods are to be confiscated. 

Nor this alone, for after repealing the 
repeal of the Moiety act the bill sets aside 
one-half of all the receipts of the Treas- 
ury from fines, penalties, forfeitures, &c., 
as a fund to be distributed to officers who 
shall have distinguished themselves in de- 
tecting frauds upon the customs revenue. 
We cannot imagine a wilder conglomera- 
tion of impracticable “Ideas than that 
which Mr, ALpricH has put in the form 
of a bill. It would be far simpler and 
quite as sensible to enact that all 
goods imported into the United States 
should be seized and destroyed. The 
duties imposed on the appraisers of the 
United States in such a port as that of 
New-York, for instance, it would be im- 
possible to perform—not only impossible 
to perform with justice to the Govern- 
ment and to the importers, but physically 
impossible to perform at all If this is 
the protectionist idea of ‘‘simplifying the 
tariff’ or rendering it ‘‘ harmonious,” it 
shows that the protectionists have gone 
clean daft. 








THE STATEN ISLAND BRIDGE. 


The ‘subcommittees of the Committees 
on Commerce of the Senate and House 
gave a joint hearing in Washington yes- 
terday on the bill authorizing the con- 
struction of a drawbridge across the 
Arthur Kill from New-Jersey to Staten 
Island. Mr. WIMAN made a statement 
regarding the importance and value of 
the plan for utilizing the Staten Island 
water front for purposes of commerce, 
He showed that the crowded water front 
of the city and the great value of its piers 
make the transfer of merchandise costly 
and its storage practically impossible. The 
Long Island side of the Bay is inaccessible 
by railroad, and storage there involves 
two expensive transfers. The available 
water front of Jersey City is fully occu- 
pied by railroads, and there remains ten 
miles of deep water on the Staten Island 
shore which needs only this bridge to be 
turned to valuable account. The argu- 
ment in favor of the construction of the 
bridge in the interest of the commerce of 
the country and the further development 
of the facilities of its chief seaport is con- 
clusive and unanswerable. 

There would probably be no attempt to 
answer it but for the fact that the bridge 
is intended as a means for giving the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Railroad Company ac- 
cess to the port of New-York, and its 
rivals, which dominate the politics of 
New-Jersey and own its Legislature and 
its representatives in Congress, are deter- 
mined, if possible, to keep it out A 
resolution has been promptly offered in 
the Legislature of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road at Trenton petitioning Congress not 
to authorize the bridge, and one of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad statesmen, Mr. 
WILLIAM WALTER PHELPS, made an ar- 
gument against it at yesterday’s hear- 
ing. A most extraordinary argument was 
this. Mr. PHeps declared that the idea 
that the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
should seek to bring passengers to this 
city by means of a ferry five miles long 
was ‘‘shocking.” In fact it was ‘‘ too ab- 
surd.” The Pennsylvania Railroad lands 
its passengers by a ferry one mile long, 
and once on a ferryboat it is only a mat- 
ter of a few minutes more time whether 
the passenger is carried one mile or five, 
but Mr. PHELPs cannot believe he would 
submit to the five. He seems to be sus- 
picious that the Baltimore and Ohio in- 


‘men. 





tends to compel them to submit, though 


‘he professes to believe that it does not 


want the bridge for passenger traffic. He 
says it is intended for freight, and for 
freight a ferry is just as good as a bridge. 
This opinion is doubtless based on the fact 
that the Pennsylvania Road has to use a 
ferry. 

But what especially excites Mr. 
PHELPS’s solicitude is the obstruction of 
the vast commerce of the Kill. It is the 
outlet for the mercantile marine of the 
Passaic, the Hackensack, and the Raritan 
River, and of the Delaware and Raritan 
Canal, Its commerce’amounts to 2,000,- 
000 tons per annum, carried in ‘5,000 
bottoms,” giving 400 tons to the bottom. 
For the most part these are canalboats 
and coal barges, to which the bridge would 
be no obstruction whatever, and as it is to 
have a wide draw, even schooners would 
not be long delayed in passing it. The 
Pennsylvania and Lehigh Companies saw 
fit many years ago to establish their coal 
depots down the coast twenty miles from 
the city, and they claim that no bridge 
should cross the pathway of their barges, 
though it may clear their lofty topmasts. 

But if, quoth Mr. PHELPs, it is intended 
to bring passengers over the bridge to a 
place where cheap terminal facilities are 
to be obtained and to carry them thence 
by a five-mile ferry, he begs to protest in 
the interest of the railroads which ter- 
minate at Jersey City. He confesses that it 
is in their interest that he protests against 
the outrage of allowing any other com- 
pany to get terminal facilities less costly 
than theirs. He distinctly ‘says that the 
Baltimore and Ohio should not be per- 
mitted to establish a terminus on Staten 
Island because land on the water front 
there is cheap. It should be com- 
pelled to go to Jersey City and 
buy costly land. The Jersey Central, 
he says, has plenty to spare, which 
it is willing to sell. Surely this is a most 
extraordinary argument to be presented 
gravely before Congressional committees, 
It is a plea to the Government of the 
United States to prevent a railroad com- 
pany from extending its line to the port 
of New-York and establishing terminal 
facilities where they can be established to 
the best advantage, because it would 
compete with other companies that have 
their facilities already established. In his 
clumsy effort to disguise this plea, Mr. 
PHELPS is involved in a number of incon- 
sistencies and absurdities which must 
have been apparent to the committees, 








ALDERMEN AND CAR DRIVERS. 
The passage of a flagrantly illegal ordi- 


| nance by the Board of Aldermen of this 


city is so little novel that it does not even 
attract public attention, The ordinance 
passed by the board touching the qualifi- 
cations of car drivers is, however, re- 
markable even for the Aldermen. From 
what source the Aldermen imagine that 
they derived the power to regulate com- 
merce by regulating car drivers is no 
clearer to the Aldermen themselves than 
to anybody else. They have from time to 
time made raids upon the teachers in the 
public schools and employésin the de- 
partments, mainly with the intention 
of compelling them to live within the 
limits of the city. It is very galling to 
an Alderman to see any person who de- 
rives his living from the City Treasury 
betaking himself into the suburbs, where 
he escapes doing political work for the 
Alderman for his district, and escapes 
also having to pay political assessments 
under penalty of incurring the disfavor 
of his Alderman. 

Inasmuch as the teachers are paid by 
the city, there is a certain fitness in the 
notion that the city should define their 
qualifications. But no such pretext exists 
in the case of car drivers. They are not 
employed or paid by the city, directly or 
indirectly. There is no semblance of any 
reason why a license from the city should 
be required from them asa condition to 
earning their living. A license in the case 
of a truckman or a vendor may be useful, 
as tending to make the holder of it ac- 
countable for his behavior. But the em- 
ployers of the car drivers, the horse rail- 
road companies, are already fully respon- 
sible for any mischief their drivers may do. 
It would be most absurd, even if it were 
feasible, to weaken this responsibility, 
which can be enforced at common law, 
by attempting to make the drivers re- 
sponsible to the city, as well as their em- 
ployers to any person whom they may in- 
jure or defraud. 

Happily it isnot feasible. The opinion of 
the Corporation Counsel lays down clearly 
the illegality of this action of the Alder- 
Mr. LacomMBE informs the Mayor 
that the ordinance of the Aldermen is void, 
as being in conflict with the Constitution 
of the United States, an instrument for 
which the Aldermen express a profound 
veneration when they make speeches, but 
which, it seems, not even those of them 
who can read have ever read. Tho as- 
sumption of the Aldermen that they have 
a right to designate the persons to be em- 
ployed by any corporations doing busi- 
ness in the city and to confine 
such employment to actual residents 
of the city, is insulting to com- 
mon sense, in addition to being in 
The question why they passed the resolu- 
tion is as practical and pertinent as the 
question from what they supposed them- 
selves to derive the power to pass it is 
idle and irrelevant, but it is not much 
more easily answerable, A car driver 
working fifteen hours a day, or even 
thirteen, according to the concessions 
made by some of the companies, is not in 
a position to maintain and enjoy a 
suburban residence. He must live on this 
island, or in the annexed district north 
of it. Even a residence in Brooklyn re- 
quires, in most cases, too large a de- 
duction from his scanty stock of avail- 
able time. Nevertheless, it is possible that 
some car drivers may live in Brooklyn, 
thus at once avoiding their political duties 
and shirking their political assessments, 
and also occupyiag the places which the 
Aldermen fancy they might otherwise 
get by blackmailing the companies for 
hangers-on of their own. If they could only 
carry out their scheme of licensing car 
drivers, and keep the car drivers in terror 
of having their licenses revoked, the Al- 
dermen would have ‘‘ worked” the business 





of driving cars for. all itis worth. But 
they now discover with grief that even # 
“‘ co-ordinate branch” is not omnipotent 
and that it isone thing to pass an ordi- 
nance and another to get it enforced, 











AMUSEMENTS. 


BROOKLYN MATINEES. 

The third of the series of matinées of 
orchestral music given this season under the 
auspices of the Philharmonic Society of Brook- 
lyn took place at the Brooklyn Academy of 
Music yesterday. The most notable number of 
the programme was the ballet music from Ru- 
binstein’s ‘‘Feramors.” The four movements 
making up this work are among the loveliest and 
most characteristic that have come from the 
composer's pen, and after their quaintness and 
tonal splendor, much writing of a more preten- 
tious sort appears thin_ and colorless, The 
performance of the ‘“ Feramors” pie by 
the band left nothing to be wished for 
in respect of sympathy, precision, spirit, 
or power, and it was loudly applauded. Two 
numbers that awoke quite as much enthusiasm 
were the orchestral arrangements of the largo 
from Handel’s * Xerxes” and of Mendeissohn’s 

Spring Song,” anda portion ot each had to 
be repeated. Tne remuining elements of 
the programme were the overtures to 
‘Der  Freyschuetz” and  ‘ Tannhiiuser,” 
Reinecke’s setting of Schumann’s “ Bilder aus 
Osten,” for orchestra; the ** Marche et Cortége,” 
from Gounod’s “Queen of Sheba,” and the 
larghetto from Beethoven’s Second Symphony, 
in which the violins were a trifie out. of tune. 
The rain had no effect apparently upon tke size 
of the audience, the Academy being well filled. 


SPIE SS 
POPULAR CONCERTS. 

The solo performances of Mr. Alfred 
Hollins and of Mme. Pauline L’Allemand were 
the most noteworthy incidents of last evening’s 
Popular Concert at the Academy of 
Music. Mr. Hollins is a young, blind pian- 
ist, Who comes hither to bear testimony 
to what can be accomplished in the higher 
walks of education by the pupils of the Royal 
Normal College and Institution for the Blind, 
founded nine years ago in London. His playing, 
which can be spoken of—as it was enjoyed— 
without the slightest reference to the artist’s 


infirmity, is that of a virtuoso with a great com- 
mand of technique and of much sensibility 
and taste. He interpreted, last night, Liszt’s 
E flat concerto, No.1, anda gigue from Raff’s 
suite, opus 91. Intelligence of conception, 
delicacy of touch, and extreme facility of exe- 
cution were conspicuous in the concerto, and to 
these qualities were added considerable tonal 
power and a marked increase of freedom in 
the Raff number, in which, of course, the 
Pisnist was left to himself and was not com- 
pelled to bring his dainty touch into competi- 
tion with the efforts of the band. Mr. Hollins 
was recalled after each of his pieces, and his ex- 
ertions had the tribute, moreover, of such at- 
tention and commendation as pure and simple 
feats performed by “ prodigies” never commana. 
Mme. L’ Allemand first sang an arrangement for 
voice and flute obligato of the old air introduced 
by Adam into that composer’s opera of “Le 
Toréador,” and, iater on, she was heard ia 
Proch’s “Variations.” She was particularly 
successful in her second number. There is 
more nasality in Mme. L’Allemana’s tones 
than is exactly pleasant, and her voice 1s 
not very even, but herexecution is facile and 
showy. In one of the final variations on 
Proch’s melodious theme—allusion is specially 
directed to that in which high staccati are called 
for—the songstress’s work was exceedingly 
effective. The programme of orchestral num- 
bers embraced, as did the afternoon’s pro- 
ramme in Brooklyn, two overtures, (the pre- 
ude to “ William Tell” and ** Der Freyschuetz,”’) 
and it was brought to a close with Massenet’s 
“ Scénes Napolitaines.”

STEINWAY HALL. 

Herr Johannes Ziegler, a Berlin pianist, 
who bas been in this country six months, made 
his first appearance yesterday afternoon, when 
be gave a recital in Steinway Hall. His pro- 
gramme was evidently arranged with a view to 
Dieasing the taste of serious. students of piano 
music rather than any idea of awakening the 
interest of a miscellaneous audience. Herr 
Ziegler’s selections were Beethoven’s sonata in 
F minor, Schumann’s ‘** Carnaval,” etudes in E 


major and G flat major, and the scherzo in B mi- 
nor by Chopin, the “Kypris” from Jansen’s 
**Eroticon,” and a convert etude by Kullak. This 
is what wight be called a businesslike pro- 
gramme. The Schumann composition is not 
intelligible to any person who has not a Close 
acquaintance with the composer's lifé and crit- 
ical writings ; but it answered very well tor 
a display of the pianist’s memory and technique. 
Herr Ziegler is an acceptable addition to the 
long list ot pianists with whom the public or 
this city is familiar. Heis by no means a great 
Player, but he has good qualities which are 
always welcome. His technique is excellent 
and he distributes his light and shade with good 
judgment. He showed a vigorous and firm 
grasp of the stronger passages in the works 
which be performed und not a little delicacy in 
his treatment of the lighter episodes. He is 
thoroughly acquainted with the resources ot his 
instrument and has studied the composers whose 
works he performed in an appreciative spirit. 
What we have said of him argues that he is 
simply an accomplished stuuent. Where he falls 
sbort of anything greater 1s in the lack of fancy 
or anything approaching warmth of sentiment. 
This is the rock upon which the majority of 
pianists split. Those who weutner it are entitled 
to unqualified admiration. 
fortunately is not one of these.

TRIBUTE TO THE LATE CAPT. GORRINGE.

“The English got theirs on the Thames in less time, 
with less cost, but in norespect approached the in- 
imitable skill of Gorringe, who acted so promptly that 
the slow Kgyptians, huving forgotten that it was Lo go, 
retained the same irame of mind until they woke up 
to tind it had gone. ‘‘hen they filled the streets of 
Alexandria with funeral processions in mourning 
robes, marching to dirges, and complaints that the city 
had lost its greatest nistoric attraction—its pet Cleo- 
patra, its honer, prestige, and reputation. The Gov- 
ernment offiters tried to pacify this feeling by assur- 
ing the people that the Dessoug, which Gorringe bad 
bought of the Egyptiun Government to bring over the

| CULMURE EMPTIES THE CHURCHES 


NINETEENTH CENTURY CLUB, 

The large hall of the American Art 
Galleries, at No. 6 East Twenty-third-street, 
could not have accommodated many more ladies 
and gentlemen than gathered there last eveuing 
at the meeting of the Nineteenth Century Club. 
An address on “The Failure of Agnosticism,” 
by the Rev. William Lloyd, was the feature of 
the evening. Mr. Lloyd spoke for nearly an 
hour. He dwelt upon the divorce that seemed 
to have been declared between intelligence and 
religion, saying that where culture flour- 
ished best the churches were emptying. So 
radical had been this departure in some quar- 
ters that there were some who thought atheism 
would acquire supremacy, as it had already 
quite generally permeated the poorer people 
through inoculation by the rich. For such a 


condition of affairs Mr. Lloyd held that the 
clergy were largely at fault, having driven peé- 
ple away from the churches by abuse in response 
to honest doubts and questionings. Mr. Lloya 
made clear the distinction between an atheist 
and an agnostic, the former seizing every new 
scientific fact, and proctaiming it asa further 
proof against religion, while the latter claimed 
only that God could not be known because be 
could not be proved. 

Mr. Lioyd saw nothing tenable in sither sys- 
tem. If either was true, religion was a delusion 
and faith a mockery. The argument of the ag- 
nostic, by which an analogy was drawn between 
God and time and space, refuted itself, for if 
time could not be conceived ‘** was” might as 
well be “is,"* and “ is” could be ‘* will be.”” The 
agnostic claim also that human beings were but 
creatures of sensation was disproved, and con- 
scious individuality was proved by the fact of 
memory, which outlasted all pbuysical changes. 
It might betruethat Christians did not know 
allabout God: neither did philosophers know 
all about matter. In his opinion agnosticism was 
= ye dreary abstraction, without life, love, or 

ght. 

Feiix Adler discussed the subject from a 
rationalist standpoint. After defining what he 
understood by God and the soul, he spoxe of 
the causes of the decadence of Christian faith. 
One cause was to be found in an ethical aliena- 
tion from thetchurch. The mass of the people 
who were drifting away were not influenced, 
however, by this kind of argument, and the 
watchwords of agnosticism were adopted by 
the masses, not because they held to ag- 
nostic tenets, but because they had left the 
church on other grounds. After 18 centuries, 
in what condition had Christianity left society ? 
Were men living in brotherly kindness? Were 
rations loving one another? Was Bismarck, 
lately admitted to the Order of Cnrist,a Prince 
of Peace? On the contrary, society and nations 
were at war, crime was growing, there were com- 
plaints of monopoly, and 500,000 people in this 
city were living as beasts of burden ought not 
to be housed. How had Christianity dealt with 
the problem of humanity? Mr. Adler regard- 
ed the Christian system as an excellent 
means of individual development, but as great 
in no other respect. It was not great 
as ameans of social or political ethics. It left 
wrong, crime, and poverty untouched; it of- 
fered no remedy for oppression, and was wholly 
inadequate to the present occasion and need. 
“T care nothing tor watchwords,” Mr. Adler 
said, * unless turned’to practical account. Let 
us all fight under our own banners, and let all 
meet onthe common ground of elevating man- 
kind, lifting the heavy rurdens of life, and let- 
ting the oppressed go free. He who does the 
best work for humanity, let his religion be 
counted the best.” 

The Rev. Dr. Edward McGiynn spoke for the 
Roman Catholics. If men could not know God, 
in the sense of apprehending Him, they might 
as well give up trying to know anything, for 
nothing else was worth knowing. There could 
be no advantage in education over savage ig- 
pnorance if there wasno God. Dr. McGlynn be- 
lieved in reaching the race through individual 
development. He could conceive no other 
way of doing it. Worshipin any form impiled 
be held, an apprehension of the idea of God: 
andin his estimation the most besotted, filthy 
African Kneeling over his stick in a jurgle and 
mumbling unintelligibly to such an idol was 
more respectable and more to be respected than 
a man who said ‘* There is no God;” than tie 
agnostic who could say not * I. don’t know God,” 
but ‘**God cannot be known.” Speaking of the 
atrides of science, Dr. McGlynn said that the 
Catholic Church welcomed all such advances, 
for they could only strengthen Christian faith.

CHICAGO'S NEW ELECTION LAW. 


—_——__2-—__——— 
DECLARED CONSTITUTIONAL BY THE ILLINOIS 
SUPREME COURT. 


Cuicaco, Jan. 19.—The Supreme Court 
of this State to-day announced that a 
majority of its members had _ affirmed 
the decision of the lower court, deciding 
that the Chicago election law adopted by 
the Legislature last Winter, and accepted by the 
people at the polls last Fall, isconstitutional. The 
measure is, therefore, one of the statutes of the 
State. Thislaw 18 very similar to that of New- 
York. It originated in the Union League Club, 
of this city, in October, 1883, and. the bill was 
draited by Mr. A. M. Parce,a prominent Cnicaro 
lawyer. Its progress through the Legisiature 
was fought at every step by the ‘** gang” ele- 
ment in local politics,and the same element 
sought by every means in its power to prevent 
its submission to a vote of the people last Fall, 
as was required to make it effective. At the 
same time its constitutionality was attacked 
in the courts, the chief points of criticism 
being that it was special legislation, that 
it created a new qualification for office in pro- 
viding that two of the three Election Commis- 
sioners should belong to one of the two creat 
parties and the third Commissioner to the other 
of the great parties, and that it invaded 
the rights of citizens by vigorous regis- 
tration provisions. These points were all 
argued at great length before the Supreme 
Court by eminent lawyers employed by 
friends and enemies of the law, and apparently 
counted for nothing with a majority of the 
Judges, The written decision will not be made 
public until March. The improvement in ths 
conduct of elections in this city which will resu!t 
from the application of this law can be appre- 
ciated by persons familiar with New-York elec- 
tions prior tothe adoption of the present elec- 
tion laws in the Empire State.

A CABLE RAILWAY FOR BOSTON. 

Bosron, Jan. 19.—The system of operat- 
ing street railways by cable is soon to be applied 
in this city on a large scale if consent can be ob- 
tained of the Board of Aldermen. Several well 
known Boston men have become Directors in 
the Boston Cable Street Railway Company, and 
they have associated with themtwo or three 
Philadelphia gentlemen. Within a few weeks 
application will be made to the Aldermen to 


grant a location. The exact route of the 
new road is still a matter of discus- 
sion. It will be determined in part 
by the circumstances as they arise. The plan 
now in view is to run from the centre of the 
city to the adjoining town of Brookline, whence 
hundreds of business men come every day to 
their warehouses, offices, and stores in this city. 
The present borse car route to this town:is long 
and tedious. From Brookline if is proposed to 
run the cable cars .to the city of Cambridge, 
which has 50,000 inhabitants or more. At the 
present time the University City is one of the 
most difficuit points of all the suburbs to reach 
by means of steam roads. From Cambridge ths 
proposed cable line will run back to Boston. 
The cable system to be employed is similar to 
that which has been in use on the Market-street 
line in Philadelphia for the past two years, and 
it 1s claimed that it is an improvement upon the 
Chicago and San Francisco systems. The pat- 
ents to be used on the new road are the property 
of the Cabie Construction Company, which was 
organized several weeks ago. Gentlemen in- 
terested in the matter say that the new street 
railway company could lease and operate some 
of the heres railroads now operated in Boston, 
paying their usual dividends to the stockholderg 
and still make money. 





CIVIL ENGINEERS IN COUNCIL. 
The annual meeting of the American 
Society of Civil Eugineers will be beld to-day 
and to-morrow at thesociety’s house, No. 127 
East Twenty-third-street. The session this 
morning will open at 10 o’clock. The annual re- 
ports will be presented, officers will be elected, 


and the awards of the Norman Medal and the 
Rowland Medal for the past year will be an- 
nounced. Such reports on technical subjects as 
are presented by committees will be discussed, 
B. 8. Chureh, Chief Engineer of the Aqueduct 
Commission, will address the society this even- 
ing on thesubject of “The works in progress 
and contemplated for securine the additional 
water suppiy to the City of -New-York.” An 
excursion will be made to the Croton River and 
to the line of the new Croton Aqueduct to-mor- 
row. It is intended to visit the site for the pro- 
posed great dam, the valley of the river above 
the dam, and the location of the gate houses at 
the headof the newaqueduct. There will be a 
social reception to-morrow night.

LAWLESS EASTERN LANDS 


FEATURES OF LIFE IN OLD SER- 
VIA AND MACEDONIA, 

SOME FACTS ABOUT THE ARNAOUTS—THE 
RAPACITY OF THE TURK—HIS FAIREST 
EUROPEAN PROVINCE. 

Paris, Dec. 30.—1t 15 a matter of little 
consequence whether the Bulgaro-Servian 
armistice be a genuine preparatory burial 
of the hatchet, for divers cogent reasons, 
among which the chief one is climatic, 
there can be no serious fighting dur- 
Ing the next three months, so that 
we may assume that the Winter 
will be used by the belligerents to recruit 
their forces, both being much surprised 
at the result of the first campaign, es- 
pecially the Bulgarians, who had at best 
only hoped to obtain Russia’s interfer- 
ence. And during this breathing time 
anything may happen, as the Continental 
cards are being shuffled, and, when the 
game begins in the Spring, no one can pre- 
dict with any authoritative basis for his 
assertion who shall have cutin as partners. 
In short, the situation is so much of the 
tangled skein sort, that I shall not at- 
tempt to prophesy, but merely tell 
something about those regions least 
known to _ foreigners which must 
be the theatre of the coming war, 
as some of them have been of the re- 
cent short campaign. A dozen people 
have written with more or less aceuracy, 
and generally the latter, concerning Ser- 
via and Roumania, Bulgaria and Greece, 
but very little has been said of either 
Old Servia or Macedonia, the two chief 
bones of present contention, simply be- 
cause traveling in those provinces is too 
risky to be much attempted and that few 
ot the very few who have wandered there 
. have been permitted to see much of 
the inner life of the habits and customs 
of their savage populations, who, except 
that they cut off the noses of their ene- 
mies in lieu of scalping them, remind 
Americans of the Indians of our Western 
Plains. 

In a former letter I wrote something of 
Ola Servia, and therefore must ask pardon 
for again telling that those provinces be- 
came a Turkish villayet when Servia’s last 
Krus, Lazar, fell at Kossovo, and this ter- 
ritory was bestowed upon those nations 
who embraced the faith of Islam, and who 
have bequeathed to their descendants a 
bigoted attachment to its tenets un- 
equaled by any other of the Sultan’sfsub- 
jects, of whom they are the most war- 
like and turbulent. Arnaout—the “ val- 
orous’—is the generic name borne by 
them in common with the Mussulman 
Albanians, with whom, however, they 
should not be confounded, these latter 
being of pure Pelasgian origin. Yet, 
though having no afiinity of race, both 
breeds of Arnaouts have many points of 
resemblance. They are equally hostile to 
all governmentai authority, have thesame 
vague conceptions concerning mecum and 
tuum, and the same fondness for arms, 
each man being a peripatetic arsenal, with 
his belt stuck full of pistols and yataghans, 
with two or three metallic cartridge 
boxes and an iron ramrod, and car- 
rying in his hand whenever upon the 
warpath, which 1s about one week 
in every month, a six-foot-long flintlock 
musket, of which the stock is inlaid. ac- 
cording to its owner’s social status, with 
coral,ivory,orgold. I wasin 1875 the guest 
ot one of these worthies, who was marvel- 
ousiy mounted in weapons and had the 
finest collection in. Kourshoumlie—where 
he was highly respected—of dried noses, 
with a tuft of hair on all, showing that 
they had belonged to warriors. Hadji-Ali 
was quite a genial character in his way 
and was a fair type of his race, but why 
that race should have _ been qualified 
as “noble” by. an English tourist I fail 
to see, and think that he would have 
dilated less upon their “high sense of 
honor and keen sensibilities” had he really 
traveled through Arnidoutluk, of which 
last the only display I ever witnessed was 
the anguish shown by this same Hadji, 
*‘at thea waste of so much good powder,”’ 
wheu he learned how his son had only 
found 4 paras—something less than 1 cent 
—on the body of a wayfarer whom he had 
kille1. This passim, and as an illustration 
of the proclivities of the population that 
King Milan hankers to count among his 
subjects and which occupies the soul south 
of Vranja. Nisch Prokouplié annexed, in 
1879, after much resistance by the inhab- 
itants, who moved elsewhere and chiefly 
into the Kossovo district, where in the 
capital, Pritchina, is a Turkish Governor, 
with a garrison of Nizams, as also at Mitro- 
vitza, the terminus of the Salonica Rail- 
way. 

All this territory borders upon Servia 
proper, with which it 1s in communication 
by two main roads, Pritchina-Leskowatz 
and Tirnova-Vranja. On this elevated pla- 
teau is the famous “field of the Blackbird” 
—Kossvopolié,in Slav—where Servian inde- 
pendence perished and here yet stands the 
turbé, or Mussulman funeral monument, 
erected on the morrow of the victory to 
commemorate the murder of Amurath IIL. 
on its eve by the VGwode Milosch Obilitz, 
the bearer of a fiag of truce to the Sulfan. 
Fine ruins of old Servian castles exist all 
through this region. There are some 
well preserved churches at Gilar 
and Novobordo, and in Mitrovitza 
the traveler can yet admire the 
ancient palace where, 600 years ago, 
Ouroch, the most illustrious of Servia’s 
monarchs, was assassinated. Most of this 
ls Mutokia, with two important towns, 
Ipek, the former residence of the Servian 
Patriarch, and Dialcovitza, the headquar- 
ters of the Halidouks, or brigands, and the 
most dangerous locality in the peninsula. 
Further south is the Livuma district, with 
Prisreus, a town of 40,000 souls, and Dibra, 
where the manufacture of leather has 
almost attained the perfection of that of 
Cordova. The population here is re- 
nowned for its fanaticism and its pro- 
verbial carnage, scarcely a day pass- 
lng without en encounter with the 
neighboring Matisore Mirdetis, professedly 
Roman Cathclics, but with ideas differing 
essentially from Western orthodoxy. Te- 
tovo, inhabited almost exclusively by Ser- 
vian Arnaouts, comes next; here Ottomun 
rule 4s utterly nominal, éven the tax 
gatherer deciining to meddle with the 


affairs of this peopie of shepherds. West 
of this is Obetz, the only region of any 


value, but its Servian and Bulgarian ele- 
ments are so blended that totrace any 
line of ethnological demarkation between 
the two races is impossible. Kodjak, 
which ties south of Vranja, is the least 
known of all these sanjaks, but the 
assertion by some geographers that it is 
uninhabited is a mistake, as there are sev- 
eral nameless, though thickly peopled, vil- 
jages in the gorges of the Kodjak Planina, 
from which it takes its name. From this 
brief sketch your readers will perceive 
that the population of this debatable land 
may be divided into two fractions—the 
Christian Rafahs and ‘the Mohammedan 
Arnaouts, the latter forming about one- 
third of the 480,000 individuals by whom, 
according to Bianchi’s latest estimate, the 
villayet of Kossovopolié is inhabited. So 
far as honesty and humanity are in ques- 
tion there is not much to choose between 
the Mussulman and the Christian. 
Volumes would be required to narrate 
justly the situation of that fairest of all 
Turkey's European provinces, Macedonia, 
to keep which the Osmanli will stop at no 
sacrifice. Unfortunately, the Porte is not 
peconded by its servants, and maladminis- 
tration must culminate in the violent 
separation of Macedonia from the empire, 
nd with her that of Albania and Epirus 
etween which this province is situated, 
bounded on the north py the chain of the 
Kara-Dagh. on the east by the Rhodope 
Balkan, and on the south by the Agean, 
whose seaport, Salonica, is in connec- 
tion by .rail with Mitrovitza, some 60 
miles from the River Lim, the extreme 
limit of the Austrian occupation of Bos- 
pia. Here are to be found the representa- 
tives of all those races which people the 
peninsula, sometimes livingin harmony, 
more often at variance, but always dove- 
tailed together so as to make the drawin 
-of any line of demarkation an impossibili- 





ty, and of which the situation may be 


summed up in one word: anarchy, pure 
and simple! Its climate is favorable, it is 
sheltered by the lofty spurs of -the 
Balkans from the chilling northern 
blasts, its soil, watered by innumer- 
able streams, is most fertile. It would 
be an El Dorado if no such thing 
as a Turkish functionary existed, but 
as it does exist it is phlebetomized to 
an extent of which the Western mind can 
form no conception. You will take in the 
whole situation when I shall have toid 
that within two years after his appoint- 
ment to office every Governor and sub- 
Governor retires from political business 
as a millionaire. Some few Turkish 
statesmen still believe in the vitality of 
European Turkey: not so the Turk- 
ish employe, who doutbting of the du- 
rability of the status quo, makes hay 
while the sun shines and treats alike 
Mussulman and Giaour as crows treat 
carrion. Everything is taxed and tithed 
and taxes and tithes are exacted often 
thrice for the same thing in thesame year. 
Sometimes it is the Sultan’s need for 
money wherewith to pay the troops des- 
tined to the defense of his faithful sub- 
jects; sometimes it isto make roads which 
from time immemorial have been solicited 
by the population, but never does one 
para reach Stamboul, and never is the 
road constructed. And this capacity has 
been centupled of late years: since 
1875 no provincial civil functionary has 
received one straw of salary. and even 
the troops receive only one-fourth of their 
pay, every six months, whence the alter- 
native: stealorstarve! In a similar posi- 
tion are the Cadis, or magistrates, and it 1s 
their shameless traffic of justice that has 
most contributed to the present agitation. 
The men who cannot legally get their 
rights take the law into their own hands, 
and, as the Corsican takes to the macchés 
after his vendetta, so the Macedonian 
foins some one of the rebel bands which 
swarm in the ravines of the Hemus. 
You ean buy anything—honors, dig- 
nities, justice—in Macedonia, where there 
is but one god—backsheesh. I remember 
a case which I witnessed and will describe, 
because it is typical: A Bulgarian prose- 
cuted a Greek for cow stealing; both were 
brought in irons before the Cadi, who, as 
they stood humbly in front of his divan, 
thus delivered judgment: ** Well, Ivantcho, 
my Christian dog—this quite pleasantly— 
Christos did take your cow, but as he has 
given me 4 medjidiehs—about $4—and you 
could only send me two bags of beans, I 
must decide against you.” I could instance 
a hundred similar cases. 

The Haidouk bands, composed_ of 
Greeks, Bulgarians, Arnaouts, and Val- 
lacks, are s0 numerous that no one is in 
safety. They attack solitary travelers 
and caravans, besiege villages, levy con- 
tributions on the inhabitants, and even 
carry off as hostages public functionaries 
and influential citizens from large towns. 
Iwas in Castoria when the entire Medj- 
liss, or Municipal Council, of eight was 
captured on its way to the sale of 
a farm, not four miles from the city, 
although escorted by 20 Zaptichs and as 
many more secretaries—kiatihs—and serv- 
ants, all armed to the teeth. It surren- 
dered after losing four men, the balance 
being detained in the mountains until the 
receipt of the ransom fixed by Davili, the 
robber chief, and which was exacted from 
the Christian inhabitants by the Kaim- 
akam on the ground that, as the banditti 
were Christians, Christians must pay for 
their crimes. In addition to the misdeeds 
of highwaymen and the malversations 
of functionaries Macedonia suffers from 
the rapacity of another set of vultures 
perhaps even more insatiable-—the clergy, 
which, whether Mussulman or Christian, 
shows that its understanding of its mis- 
sion is to grind down its parishioners. The 
first teach that it is praiseworthy to kill 
an infidel and incites to violence, knowing 
that impunity is certain, as in that case 
at Okrida, in 1879, when a wedding-break- 
fast party was fired into and the bride 
shot dead, as also her two bridesmaids, 
for which the murderers were rep- 
rimanded by the Governor, while 
the Mollah remarked publicly ‘that 
it surely would have not happened if those 
kiupeks [dogs] had sent him a present!’’ 
Of the other class quite as much evil may 
be said. If they do not actually murder 
they instigate its commission, and no one 
even pretended to doubt that when a 
newly appointed curate at Kotorsko fell 
dead at the altarit was the former in- 
cumbent who poisoned the chalice 
to prevent his own removal by the 
Despoti, or Bishop, by whom he 
had been warned that ‘only’ the 
direct interference of God could pre- 
vent his removul, as the stranger papaz 
had paid the £30 which were in arrears as 
diocesan dues.’’ This is textual and the 
case is authentic. I will admit that itisan 
extreme case, but that sucha crime was 
possible, that it should have gone unpun- 
ished and almost without investigation, 
are circumstances which speak  vol- 
umes in favor of my assertion that 
this peninsula of the Balkans is 
a lawless region where, whoever be the 
successor to Abd-ul-Hamid, years must 
pass and draconian laws be enforced be- 
fore life and property can be secure from 
outrage. That Servia or Bulgaria or even 
Greece be capable of the purification of 
these Augean stables, no one can believe. 
Will the broom be Austrian or Kuss an, or 
will either of the eagle-flagged empires 


consent to the other using it is a question 


which may be settled early in 1886.

NO QUESTIONS FOR ARBITRATION. 
THE TRUNK LINES WAR WITHOUT ANY 
PROMISE OF PEACE. 

BALTIMORE, Jan. 19.—Late this evening 
the report became current that the Baltimore 
and Ohio and the Pennsylvania Railroads had 
agreed to submit to arbitration the questions at 
issue between them. The report undoubtedly 
grew out of the statement that Mr. John King, 
President of the Erie Railroad, on Monday had 
along conference with President Garrett. Mr. 
King has known Mr. Garrett from boyhood, and 
was the best man that could. have been chosen 


by the trunk line managers -to discuss the ques- 
tion with the young President of the Baltimore 
and Ohio. : 

The conference lasted. for several hours, and 
this morning the report went out that a definite 
result had been reached and that arbitration 
would follow. This, however, Mr. Garrett 
positively and emphatically denied to-day. He 
said the Baltimore and Ohio had taken what it 
considered a fair and just position. It had made 
aclaim for privileges regarding its New-York 
entrance which it believed should be granted. It 
bad nothing to submit to arbitration and no 
concessions to: make: un , its claim was 
granted. It would continué the war it bad begun. 

The Pennsylvania authoritiés in this city also 
denied the report of arbitration. They an- 
nounced to-night that they had - made a reduc- 
tion in passenger rates trom Baltimore and 
Washington to the West to the figures an- 
nounced by the Baltimofte and Ohioa few days 
ago. These rates are as follows: To Cincinnati, 
$11; Chicago, $13; St. Louis, $16 50, and propor- 
tionately low rates to other. Western points, 
This would seem to show that no steps toward 
arbitration had yet beén* taken, but that the 
Penneylvania intended _to continue the war. Mr. 
Robert Garrett will start for New-York to-mor- 
row and will meet the trunk Jine managers. The 
result of the conference will be watched with in- 
terest. 


A story that was sent round Wall-street 
yesterday afternoon represented that the Balti- 
more and Ohio’s demoralizing fight was about 
to come to a pleasant end, all differences to be 
settled by arbitration. Nobody of consequence 
coula be got to vouch for the story's truth, but 
it was given a rapid and wide circuiation all the 
omnes and the market’s head was well held up 

y it. 

One of the stories that added zest to the dis- 
cussions of Wall-street men at the Windsor last 
night had a dearing on the trunk lines war. It 
Was announced that the Baltimore and Ohio 
Company had just scored a strong point against 
its opponents by an aggressive move wholly un- 
expected by rival lines. President Garrett bas 
made a contract with the owners of certain 
si a, steamers for delivery to his company 
ot 100 ship loads of Spanish iron ore for shipment 
over his line to iron mills at points where the 
Baltimore and Ohio 1s a direct competitor of the 
Pennsylvania Road. In return the Baltimore 
and Ohio is quoted as guaranteeing cargoes of 
grain and produce from the West for the steam- 
ers to carry across the ocean at rates below the 
trunk Jine pool tariff. This'contract is said to 
be ready for operation at once. 


ASYSTEM FROM OCEAN TO OCEAN. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Jan. 19.—The meeting 
of the stockholders of the Chesapeake, Ohio and 
Southwestern Railroad Company for the vur- 
pose of acting on the proposed lease to the New- 
port News and Mississippi Valley Company, 
under which name and organization itis intend- 
ed to consolidate and operate thelinesof the 
Huntington Chesapeake and Ohio system of 
roads, was held in this city yesterday afternoon. 
More than eight-tenths of the stockholders were 
represented by proxies authorizing their votes 
to be recorded in favor of the lease and no op- 
position was suggested. 

The owners of this line think the consolida- 
tion a good plan for effective and economical 
operation, and claim that the Chesapeake, Ohio 
and Soutbwestern is one of the best parts of the 
system. This line is now running two through 
daily trains between Memphis and Louisville, 
another daily between Memphis ana St. 
Louis, and is doing a large passenger 
traffic, while its freight business has 
doubled within the past two years. 
With nearly ail new steel rails on its track and 
ample equipment it is in a fine position to com- 
mandits share ot trade. It is ahead of all other 
lines in the carriage of cotton from Memphis 
this season. The proposed lease is tor 50 years, 
and when entered into by the other com- 
panies will form a continuous line from 
Newport News, on the Chesapeake Bay, 
across the two Virginias, Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, Mississippi, and Louisiana, touching 
Richmond, Staunton, Huntington, Cincinnati, 
Lexington, Louisville, Paducah, Memphis, Nash- 
ville, Vicksburg, and New-Orleans, where it will 
connect with the Southern Pacific system, and 
over which business will be drawn from the 
Pacific coast. 

The mileage of roads to be embraced 
under the Newport News and _ Mississippi 
Vailey Company will be about 2,500, while 
that already under the Southern Pacific sys- 
tem is about 8,900,an unbroken linefrom ocean 
to ocean divided into two systems. This is a 
grand accomplishment for three men inless than 
25 years. These men are C. P. Huntington, 
Charles Crocker, and Leland Stanford. Mr. 
Hopkins, who beran with these gentlemen, died 
some years ago.

AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT. 

PirtTspurG, Penn., Jan. 19.—In the United 
States District Court, yesterday, Judge Acheson 
handed down an opinion in the case of the Goy- 
ernment against the Pittsburg and Lake Erie 
Railroad Company for alleged violation of the 
restrictions imposed by an act of Congress re- 
garding the construction of bridges across 
streams in the building of the Ohio River bridge 
at Beaver. The opinion sustains the railroad 
company, but the court decided not to issue an 
order in the matter until the Government shall 
have a further opportunity to be heard. 

The complaint made against the railroad com- 
pany, while it -contuined many charges, 
can be summed up under the general 
caption of a public nuisance, inasmuch 
as it was alleged that the bridge in question was 
an obstruction to navigation. The bridge was 
buit in accordance with plans submitted to the 
Secretary of War bya Board of Engineers ap- 
pointed by that official. After it had been com- 


| pleted, upon petition of the Pittsburg Coal Ex- 
;} change and upon recommendation of Engineer 


Merrill, the Secretary of War issued an order 
that the “* guiding dike” be lengthened from 300 
feet to 6l8teet. Vhis the company refused to 
do, hence the litigation. Judge Acheson holds 
substantially that the Secretary had no authori- 
ty to issue such an order.

THEY MIXED THE ROADS OUP, 
Boston. Jan. 19.—The story from Mon- 
treal, by the way of Troy, that negotiations 
between the Central Vermont and the Boston 
and Lowell were brought toa conclusion yes- 


terday by the lease by the latter to the former 
astonished railroad people, for nothing had be- 


tore been heard of -any negotiatiops. Boston 
and Lowell officials say that there is no founda- 
tion for the report, and a dispatch comes from 
ex-Goy. Smith, of Vermont, President of the 
Central Vermont, also denying it. Itis added 
that no scheme of leasing the Boston and 
Lowell since the talk of two years ago has been 
thought of by the Central Vermont manage- 
ment.

The Burlington 
and Lamoille is a road in Vermont about 3 
miles long, extending from Burlington to Cam- 
bridge Junction, with a projected extension 
north to Newport, Vt., under the name of the 
Burlington and Northeastern, 


NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 
CHATTANOOGA, Jan. 19.—The railroads 


centring here will advance the freight rates on 
pig iron from Soutbern furnaces to-morrow on 
the basis of 50 cents per ton above the present 
figures. Thisis equivalent to an advance of 20 
percent. The roads have been carrying pig 
ironfor months ata nominal rate to keep the 
turnaces in blast. Now that there has been a 
slight boom in iron, the railroads consider them. 
selves entitled to a corresponding benefit. Fur- 
nacemen fear the advance will have a depress- 
ing effect on their business, and may shut down 
some furnaces.

GALVESTON, Texas, Jan 19.—A. special to 
the News from Matamoras says: “It is stated 
that a prominent business bouse here has re- 
ceived notice from their London correspondent 
that the Mexican National Construction Com- 
pany has borrowed money from Matthiessen & 
Co., of London, to continue the construction of 
that road, and that work will be resumed inside 
of three months.” 

PORTLAND, Oregon, Jan. 19.—-The cut in 
freights by the transcontinental lines to San 
Francisco, which began a few days ago after a 
week’s truce, has reached here. The Union Pa- 
cific to-day privately notified shippers here that 
any rates to San Francisco would be duplicated 
by the Union Pacific to Portland. In many 
cases the cut is 30 per cent.

THE TREACHERY TO THE REPUB: 

LICAN COUNTY TICKET. 

THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE’S REPORT—SIX 
OF MR. O’BRIEN’S CAPTAINS CENSURED 
—M’WILLIAMS AND CARMODY’S CASE. 

When Chairman Edward Mitchell called 

for the report of the special committee, at the 
meeting of the Republican County Committee 
in the small hall of the Grand Opera House last 
night, several of the local Republican bosses 
smiled placidly. **Now you will see how the 
district leaders will be exonerated,” sald Col. 
Michael Cregan toa friend. The only special 
committee that responded to the Chairman's 
call was the one appointed on Noy. 17 to investi- 
gate the vote castin this county at the last elec- 
tion for Governor and for county officers, in 
connection with charges of treachery to the 
county ticket. Prot. J. L. N. Hunt read a long 
report, which was listened to with close atten- 
tion by a very large representation of the regu- 
lar Republican Party organization of this coun- 
ty. It was in substance as follows: 


The report first containedacopy of the resolution 
under which the committee wus appointed. ‘This res- 
olution was passed at a meeting of the County Com- 
mittee held on Noy. 17. This resolution provided for 
an investigation by a committee of five, and Messrs. 
Edwin Hinstein, Albon P. Man, Henry L. Sprague, Ja- 
cob M. Patterson, John N.L. Hunt, and Kdward 
Mitchell, the President of the County Committee, 
were appointed for the gee On Dec. 8 Knox Mc- 
Atee, the secretary of the County Committee, ad- 
dressed a circular to each of the candidates nominated 
by the Republican County Convention who failed to 
be elected, notifying them of the appointment of 
the committee and that a meeting would be heid 
on Dec. 8, at Mr. Mitchell’s Wall-street office. The 
defeated candidates were invited to submit any evi- 
dence to aid the committee in its worm. At the meet- 
ing on Dec. §none of the candidates appeared. The 
only persons who appeared were from the Fifteenth 
Assembly District, wio were present by reason of the 
special reference made to the committee in regard to 
the canvass in that district. That matter was post- 
poned until alater date. Another notice, under date 
of Dec. 24, was sent to the defeated county candidates 
requesting them to appeor before the committee on 
Dec, 26. © responses were received to this notice. 

The report. then goes on to 7 that under the terms 
of the resojution passed by the County Committee, the 
committee came to the conclusion to await the pub- 
lication in the City Record of the result of the county 
canvass. The members deemed that their duty would 
be performed by examining the results of the canvass 
as disclosed in the City Kecord, and by comparing these 
results with the results obtained in previous years in 
similar cases, and that if such examination disclosed 
any apparent discrepezncies the Assembly District Com- 
mittees should furnish explanations thereof. Cuarry- 
ing out this idea a communication was sent to the 
President of each Assembly District Committee calling 
attention to the falling off in the Republican vote for 
county candidates, and asking for an explanation on 
or before Jan. 3. The responses to this circular are 
thus digested tn the report: 

Your committee in considering this question find 
that the total vote for Governor is 200,025, of which 
18,967 were cast for Mr. Davenport and Mr. Hill, and 
the total vote tor Shertif is 200,022, of which 198,146 
were cast for Messrs. Jacobus, White, and Grant, making 
a net loss on the aggregate for Sheriff of only 908 yotes, 
or less than one-half of 1 percent. They further find 
that the total vote for Mr. Davenport for Governor 
wus 75,364, while the total vote for Mr. Jacobus for 
Sherlif was only 65,506, making a loss to Mr. Jacobus 
of 9.858 votes, while on the other side they find that 
the total vote for Mr. Hill for Governor was 123,603, 
aud the total combined vote for Grant and White was 
182,640, making the guin of White and Grant 9,037, or 
neurly as much as Mr. Jacobus’s loss. 

The question that was first considered by your com- 
mittee was the following: Can it be fairly asserted 
that the vote for Mr. Davenport for Governor indicat- 
ed thetrue standard of Republican strength in the 
county of New-York? 

The committee are unanimously of the opinion that 
itcannot. Their reason for coming to tnis conciusion 
is as follows: A large number of Democrats in the 
county of New-York voted for Mr. Davenport for 
Governor, and at the same time voted either for Mr. 
Grant or Mr. White for sheriff. 

AS appears by the tabulated statement annexed, Mr. 
Morgan, as 4 candidate for Governor in 1876, received 
$4.86 per cent. of the total vote. Mr. Carr, as a candi- 
a for Secretary of State in 1879, received 33.25 of 
thé total vote. Judge Andrews, as a candidate for 
Judge of the Court of Appeals in 1882, received 33.63 
per cent. of the total vote, while Mr. Davenport, as @ 
candidate for Governor in 1885, received 37.58 of the 
total vote, thus showing that Mr. Davenport, as a 
ecanditate for Governor in 1885, received a larger per- 
centage of the entire vote cust for Governor in the 
county of New-York than was received by any Repub- 
lican candidate for State office inany Gubernatorial 
year from and including 1876, the average percentage 
for the three elections referred to being $3.92, and Mr. 
peysseuts percentage in 1885 of the total vote being 


Striking the difference between Mr. Davenport’s per- 
centage and the uverage vote for the preceding three 
elections before referred to, would make 3.66 per cent. 
in favor of Mr. Davenport, which on the total vote of 
200,000 for Governor would be 7,320. Now, deducting 
that from 75,364 would leave 68,044, which we must 
assume to be the nominal Republican vote for the 
State ticket. Assuming this, then, to be the normal 
Republican vote of the county for Governor, we find 
that Mr. Jucobus’s vote falls saort by about 2,888. 

We account for this difference in the vote between 
Governor and sheriff by the fact that both Democratic 
factions were indifferentias to the election of their can- 
didate for Governor as compared with their county 
ticket, bending all their —— and influence to the 
election of their county ticket, and using money with 
a lavish hand to that end. 

Your committee conclude therefore thatthe appar- 
ent loss of the vote for Mr. Jacobus of 9,858, when 
compared with Mr. Davenport's vote, is not @ real loss, 
butts occasioned by the fact that about 7.320 Demo- 
crats voted for Mr. Davenport. and that Mr. Jacobus’s 
xctual loss, when compared with the normal Repub- 
lican vote of the county, is about 2.588. 

‘he replies of the several district leaders to the com- 
mittee’s circular calling for an explanation are sum- 
marized inthe report. The table of Republican losses, 
as givenin'l'HE Times, is referred to. Inthe First 
District, where the loss was 240, the leader claimed 
that money and patronage were lavishly used. In 
the Second the samo excuses are given, coupled, how- 
ever. with ** the unjust aspersions of the press.”’ In the 
Third District it is claimed the_Kepublican State 
ticket received 0 more votes than the normal 
Republican strengtb in the district. The leader in the 
Fourth District, where the loss was 506, satd thet all 
Republicans cannot be compelled to support local nom- 
inations. Democratic money and patronage ure cialmed 
to have caused the loss in the Fifth, Sixth. Highth, 
"!welfth, Fourteenth, and in nearly every other district. 
The report from John J. O’Brien’s (Eighth) district 
tells a pitiful tule of how that leader could not control 
some of his election district captains. In the Second, 
Yhird, Fourth, tenth, Thirteenth, and Twenty-seventh 
Election Districts the County bDemocracy candidates for 
Sheriff and County Clerk were supported by Kepubli- 
can district Chairmen. and asa result Jacobus lost over 
s00 votes there. ‘he loss of over 800 votes in the 
Nineteenth District is explalned by the statement that 
“voters have a perfect right to choose the candidates 
for whom they wiil cust their ballots.” 

The committee fails to find any evidence **that there 
was disloyalty on the partof any of the Republican 
District Committees.”” It is admitted, however, that 
the returns from the Eighth District unmistakably in- 
dicate disloyalty to some of the nominees, and that 
there was disloyalty in the Fifteenth Distriot. In ref- 
erence to the latter district the committee reports that 
the charges against Mr. McWilliams and Mr. Carmody 
were. sustained and that the charges against Mr. Hol- 
lister were “not proved,” In conclusion the eommit- 
tee reports: 

Firsi—No candidate who failed to be elected has 
presented to your committee any statement showing 
misconduct of the cunvass in any Assembly or elec- 
tion district. 

Secontd—They have considered generally the conduct 
of the county canvass by the several district commit- 
tees, in the several Assembly districts, and find no 
reason for dissatisfaction therewith, except In the 
Wighth Assembly District, and tney attribute the loss 
in this district to the defection of the captains of six 
election districts in that Assembly district. 

Third—'They recommend the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolutions:

Assembly District, be expelled from this committee 
for disloyalty in supporting A. J. White, the County 
Democracy candidate for Sheriff. 


The reading ot the report elicited no marked 


expressions of approval or disapproval, except 


when the passage recommending the expulsion 
of John S. McWillixms and John C. Carmody 
was reached. Then there was a hearty ripple of 
applause, followed by faint hisses. After Prof. 
Hunt had finished a motion was made to adopt 
the report, On motion of John E. Brodsky the 
eensure visited upon the Eighth Assembly Dis- 
trict was confined to the six clection districts 
mentioned in the report. The first recommenda- 
tion made by the committee was then unani- 
mously adopted. The question next came up on 
the yon to expel John S. McWilliams 
and John C. Carmody, of the VWifteenth Assem- 
bly District, from the party organization. 

Mr. M. L. Hollister, of the Fifteenth District, 
asked that the committee’s recommendation be 


so modified ag not to expel two Republicans 
who had been honest and faithfulin the past. 
One of those men belonged to an element in the 
Fifteenth District that the Republican party 
could not afford to offend. Messrs. McWilliams 
and Carmody, the speaker said, had been instru- 
mental in raising the Republican vote In the 
district. He suggested that the two men be sus- 
peated if it was thought necessary, but not ex- 
pelled. 

Mr. William H. Townley spoke a good word 
for the manner in which the special committee 
had done their work. But he wanted to plead 
with the committee to be magnanimous to the 
two men whom it was proposed to expel. As for 
Mr. McWilliams, whatever might have been his 
tault in a local matter last Fall, he was a good 
enough Republican on general grounds to sit 
with the Republican County Committee. The 
men who voted sgainst James G. Blaine had 
been Jreated with charity and had not been ex- 

elled. 

K; Mr. McWilliams took the floorin his own be- 
half. He said that he was always willing to go 
into a tight and take the consequences. He con- 
sidered it hard, bowever, that he should be 
brought up for expulsion before he ever knew 
that he-was on trial. He repudiated the idea of 
treachery to the Republican Party. He had 
stumped the State for Garfield and for Blaine 
and for Gen. Carr. If he had an honest prefer- 
ence fora Democrat in local matters that did 
not affect his loyalty to the party. 

George 8B. Dean did not believe in singling out 
Mr. McWilliams for punishment. It was well 
known, he said, that for yeara Republican nomi- 
nations had been made in various Assembly dis- 
tricts and practically ignored by the district 
leaders on election day. A motion was made to 
lay the recommendation of expulsion on the 
table, but it was promptly voted down. Will- 
iam A. Gang, of the Twentieth District, urged 
the adoption of the committee’s report. It 
would be a false step to attempt to gioss -over 
the charges of treachery. against McWilliams 
and Carmody. Henry C. Botty, of the Tenth 
District, said the two accused men deserved to 
be expelled. They had been found to be traitors 
and ought to be punished. He was astonished 
and indignant at Mr. McWilliams’s effrontery in 
getting up in the meeting and boldly acknowl- 
edging that be h:d worked against the Repub- 
lican county ticket. 

‘The Hon. Henry L, Sprague, as a member of 





the investigatin committee, resented the in- 


timation by Mr. McWilliams that the latter had 
not been given a fair chanceto defend himself. 
Mr. Sprague said that Mr. McWilliams wag in- 
formed of the charges against bim, and he ap- 
peared before the committee and made state- 
ments concerning them. The committee tried 
the @se fully and carefully. At firat the com- 
mittee were somewhat penrncrens in favor of 
Mr. MoWilliams, but the evidence was very 
strongly against him. Mr. Edwin Einstein fully 
corroborated Mr. Sprague’s assertions. 

Charles N. Taintor did not want any injustice 
done, therefore h® moved that the cases of Mc- 
Williams and wool igi Pog referred to the Com- 
mittee on Appeals. r. Taintor’s motion was 
voted down with vigor, as was also a motion of 
Mr. Hollister to substitute censure for expul- 
sion. The roll was called and 48 County Com- 
mitteemen voted in favor of the recommenda- 
tion to expel, and 27 voted against it. The 
Chairman announced that the recommendation 
was lost, the rules of the committee requiring 
at least 203 votes to expel a member. 

A communication was read from the Garfield 
Club of the Nineteenth Assembly District sug- 
gesting that steps be taken to return to the old 
system of district party organizations. The 
communication was referred to a; subcommittee 
of the Exevutive Committee. 
ww Kellogg offered the following resolu- 

on: 

Resolved, That Edward Mitchell, Solon B. Smith, and 
Knox McAfee be and are hereby appointed a commit- 
tee to confer with the officers of the various political 
organizations in this city as to the expediency of unit- 
ing in an effort to secure by proper legislation the abo- 
— of the booths or boxes generally used on election 

Mr. Kellogg supported his resolution with a 
few vigorous remarks, in the course of which he 
said that the booths simply afforded “a lot of 
drunken heelers places to get around and swap 
their ticket under cover.” The resolution was 
adopted unanimously.

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TWO KINDS OF VIRUS. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

In an article which appeared in TxrE 
New-Yor«K Times of Jan. 15 on the subject of 
the return of the Newark children, no doubt 
written with a desire to be impartial and scien- 


tific, a statement is made which js likely to be 


misunderstood. It says: “If oneof them should 
die of hydrophobia it would not be proved that 
any of them had been bitten by a rabid dog. It 
might be maintained that the inoculation and 
not the bite has produced the disease.’”” M. 
Pasteur provided for the possibility of such a 
case, and said, *‘ Ifa person dies after inocula- 
tion it will be easy to ascertain the cause of 
death, It will only be necessary to inoculato a 
rabbit with the virus from the spinal marrow of 
the person; if the rabbit dies in seven days, it 
will go to prove that the death of the person 
was caused by the inoculation; if the rabbit dies 
at the end of sixteen days it will prove that 
the person died of ordinary rabies, the inocula- 
tion having been delayed too long.”* Such a case 
presented itself to M. Pasteur, who inoculated 


a little girl who had been bitten a long time 


before coming under his care, She died during 
the treatment and the virus taken from her 
killed a rabbit in 15 or J6 days. This was proof 
to his mind that she died from ordinary rabies 
and not from the inoculation with virus of 
much greater strength which M, Pasteur uses 
for the last injection.

A NOVEL ADMIRALTY SUIT, 


, _eo. 
DAMAGES ASKED FOR THE LOSS OF A CON- 
TRACT BY DELAY. ; 
Detroit, Jan. 19.—Capt. James Millen, 
representing the Detroit Transportation Com- 
pany, has commenced action in the United 
States District Court at Milwaukee against F. Y. 
Yates, of Rochester, N. Y. The case is a novel 
one,involving a question of great importance 
that has never before been raised in the ad- 
miralty courts of the country. and vessel men 
are awaiting the outcome with an interest 
bordering upon anxiety. On Aug. 19, 1885, the 
Tron Duke and Iron Cliff. coal Jaden, arrived in 


Milwaukee at noon. Their cargoes were_con- 
signed to Corrigan & Sons, agents for F. Y, 
Yates, of Rochester. The Duke was placed at 
a dock and commenced unloading. The Cliff 
was ordered to a new dock of the company up 
the Kinnekanie River. She started for this des- 
tination with, plenty of motive power, one tug 
being ahead and one astern. She was drawing 
15 feet of water, and 1,000 feet from the dock she 
struck a sandbar that was but 13 feet under 
water. There she went hard agronnd, and it 
took until Sunday evening to dredge a channel 
60 that she could get sufficiently near the dock 
to commence discharging her cargo. Even then, 
when the work of unloading began, the Cliff lay 
10 feet from the dock and remained there until 
sufficiently lightened up to be taken in. 

Through delays and disadvantages incident to 
this way of discharging her freight, the work 
was not completed until the following Thurs- 
day afternoon. The Duke was unloaded and 
ready to clear on the Friday night next follow- 
ing the day of her arrival, but wa’ detained the 
next six days waiting for her consort, the Cliif. 
Both boats had been chartered at Chicago for 
corn at 2 cents freight, they to commence load- 
ing on Tuesday, Aug. 25, or three days before 
they were able to leave Milwaukee. Their united 
carrying capacity was 110,000 bushels. This de- 
lay of three days released the shippers, who 
had chartered at 2 cents, and the boats were 
forced to load at the going rate, 134 cents per 
bushe). Capt. Millen’s claim, on behalf of his 
company, is that by the act of chartering the 
Cliff to deliver coal to Corrigan &Son3 Mr. 
Yates was bound to give the boat an unobstruct- 
ed channel to their docks, and that he is responsi- 
ble for any damages accruing because of his 
failure todoso. Heclaimsthatthe Iron Duke 
and Iron Cliff were consorts; that they 
were always chartered as such; that they 
were both due at Chicago on Tuesday, 
where both were chartered; that by delaying the 
Cliff the Duke was detained, and that Mr. Yates 
is responsible for all the damages growing out 
of such delay. The claim is for damages arising 
from the drop in rates in corn from Chieago 
and the Joss of time by the two vessels while 
waiting for the release of the Cliff at Milwaukee. 

Testimony in the case is being taken beiore 
Commissioner Flowers in this city. Evidence 
will also be taken in Chicago, Milwaukee, and 
Watertown, N. Y. Capt. Millen says that the 
case will be fought for all it is worth, not only 
because of the amount involved, but to obtain 
an authoritative decision upon the important 
question raised.

ART FOR CREMATION IN FRANCE. 
Paris Dispatch to the London Daily News. 

Decorative artists and sculptors are pre- 
paringto adapt themselves tojthe crematory 
movement, which has now in its favor a vote of 
the Municipai Council adopting the plan of a 
mortuary furnace, and grauting a} site in Pére 
la Chaise, where it will operate early in 1886. The 
expense of cremation is not, itis settled, to ex- 
ceed 15f. ‘he municipality will at a future sit- 
ting vote the construction of asort of lay tem- 
ple where familes will be allowed to keep urns or | 
other funereal vessels containing the ashes of 
dead relatives. This will not necessarily do 
away with any religious ceremony short of that 
of consigzning the dead to consecrated ground, 
but, as M. Koechlin Schwartz says, there is no 
reason why urns may not be consecrated, or 
why Protestants, Catholics, Jews, and Free 
Thinkers may not subscribe to build a vast 
mausoleum in which the ashes of thonsands 
could be deposited in beautiful vessels without 
injury to the living. It is probable tbat, crema- 
tion being now legal in such un art centre as 
Paris, new and beautiful forms of artistic deco- 
ration will grow out of it. The time required 
for the combustion of an adult at Pére la Chaise 
will be two hours, 


ZYMOTIC DISEASES DECLINING. 
From the London Times. 

An important supplement to the annual 
report of the Registrar-General has just been 
{ssued, showing the extent to which zymotic 
diseases have prevailed in the last 10 years. It is 
asserted that since the enforcement of the vac- 
cination acts there has been a gradual and 
notable decline in the mortality from smallpox. 
The decline in the mortality from scarlet tever 
was very tconsiderable, the annual deaths per 
1,000,000 having fallen from 972 to 716. The 
decline under the heading of measles has 
been much less considerable, being only from 
440 to 3878 The deaths from fever, in- 
cluding typhus, enteric fever, and ill defined 
forms of continued fever, fell from an annual 
average of 885 per 1.000.000 to 484, a dectine of no 
less than 45 per cent. This is held to be the most 
satisfactory of all the declines shown in the ta- 
bie, not only because it 1s the greatest inamou::t, 
but because enterjc fever is, Of ail diseases, put- 
ting aside the effect of vaccination upon smail- 
pox, the one which is most directly and largely 
affected by sanitary measures, Therefore the 
decline in mortality under this heading is the 
best test available of the efficacy of sanitary ad- 
ministration, careful sewerage, better water sup- 
ply, and other sanitary improvements. 
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THE OHIO CANALS. 
From the Cincinnati Times-Star. 


Gov. Foraker has taken the correct po- 
sition in regard to the canals of the State. He 


is against any scheme which will sell them out 


and turn them into railroads. An American 
banker who has heen making a pedestrian tour 
through England says that the interest in canals 
1s reviving, and that they are recovering from 
the depression occasioned by the competition 
with railroads. There are now 3,500 miles of 


canal in England, with 20,000 canalboats con- 


stantly employed upon them. Itis said there is 
nota placein England which is not within 15 
miles of some kind of water navigation. This is 
notimetor the State to desert its canal prop- 
erty, which inthe future will become more es- 
sential to our commercial prosperity.

TRE FIGHT IN THE MUTUAL FIRE 
INSURANCE COMPANY. 
SECRETARY ARMSTRONG’S PARTY TRIUMPH- 

ANT AFTER A HARD STRUGGLE—G. L. 
; WHITMAN THE NEW PRESIDENT. 

For weeks insurance circles have been 
elosely watching the course of a fight between 
two factions in the management of the Mutual 
Fire Insurance Company. Tie greatest interest 
hes been displayed in every move made by the 
contending parties, andamong the tidbits dis- 
tributed each day for the amusement or instruc- 
tion of insurance men generally was the latest 
phase of the ** Mutual war,” as it was dubbed by 
the bright and energetic men who make a tip- 
top living by writing fire risks. 

Since its organization the Mutual Fire Insur- 
ance Company has been an anomaly to those 
insurance people not financially interested in it, 
and also perhaps to a certain number of those 
who are in and of the company. It has fur- 
nished more pabulum of an astonishing charac- 
ter inthe few years of its existence than all 
other fire insurance companies in the city com- 
bined. Thisis not accounted for by the mere 
fact that it is the only Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company in the city, though this of itself would 
attract some attention to it. What dumfounds 
the average underwriter is the skyrocket fashion 
in which the Mutual has jumped into a business 
that shows a startling increase at the end of each 
fiscal year and the colossal generosity its man- 
agement has displayed in writing risks the size 
of which would make the governing bodies of 
far larger ard oider and richer companies gasp 
to meteiy think of taking. Predictions made 
by well posted and intelligent underwriters that 
explosion was only a question of time, and a 
mighty short time at that, have come to naught. 
The Mutual has not exploded and its business 
has increased, not in any ordinary way, but by 
jumps that throw the performance of the kan- 
garoo in the shade. 

When a big fire occurs every underwriter in 
the city, after looking at his own books, seeks 
to discover how heavily the Mutual has been 
bitten. Somchow or other the Mutual has gen- 
erally managed -to come out of the fire un- 
seathed. Isthis achievement the result of ab- 
normal good juck or simply good management? 


This is the question that agitates insurance 
circles.

The impression is general thatif it were not 
for Mr. Armstrong the Matual would fail to at- 
tract a tithe of the attention now bestowed 
upon it. Chauncey M. Depew once said in an 
after-dinner speech on great men that some 
men were born great, some had greatness thrust 
upon them, and some were bornin Ohio. Mr. 
Armstrong was born in Obio, and there picked 
up points in insurance which were in a measure 
at least unavailable until he set up his tent in 
New-York. He was looking for something to 
turn up, and did not wait long. He discovered 
that there wasa charter for a mutual fire in- 
surance company which had lain fallow for some 
years. 

The charter of the Mutua! Fire Insurance Com- 
pany was obtained in 1870, and its incorporators 
were those of the Insurers’ Own Fire {nsurance 
Company, who endeavored in 1869 to obtain a 
charter for the Mutual Fire Insurance Company, 
under the first section of chapter 466 of the laws 
of 1853. It was ruled by the Insurance Depart- 
ment, after the charter of the Mutual Fire In- 
surance Company had been filed in the depart- 
ment and approved by the Attorney-General, 
that it wasa joint stock and not a mutual com- 
pany. and the name was rejected as being likely 
to mislead. Then the name was changed by 
its incorporators, R. O. Glover, Hugh N. 
Camp, John Bryan, James G. Powers, F. W. 
Coggill, A. S. Jarvis, Peter Kemble, F. R. 
Coudert, S. 8S. Harberger, A. A. Peterson, 8. H. 
Alden, Richard Vose, Garrett R. Barry, and 
Augustus Van Cortlandt, to that ofthe “ insur- 
ers’ Own.” As there seemed to be no opening 
for a joint stock fire insurance company, the in- 
eorporators of the ** Insurers’ Own” induced the 
‘Legislature in April, 1870,to amend their char- 
ter,so that in lieu of notes and agreements for 
insurance the company was authorized to re- 
ceive from any number of persons cash sub- 
scriptions and to give for them interest-bearing 
‘receipts. which should set forth that they are 
given for money received in advance for pre- 
miums of insurance, and that the amounts of the 
same sball be liable forthe losses and expenses 
of the company. The company was authorized 
to begin business as the Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company as soon as the subscriptions should 
amount to $200,000. 

It was.not until June 10, 1882, that John A. 
McCall, Deputy Superintendent of Insurance, 
certified that the company was possessed of 
$200,000. This amount was obtained through the 
etforts of some of the incorporators mentioned, 
but mainly through the energy of Arm- 
strong, who is spoken of even among his a 
ponents as a “terrific” solicitor, Among the 
people who were interested in the new company 
were Edward A. Moen, proprietor of extensive 
steel wire works on West ‘'wenty-ninth-street; 
William D. Sloane, one of William H. Vander- 
bdilt’s sons-in-law; Edward Hill, Aaron Carter, 
John L. Boardman, F. RK. Coudert, Wiliam <A. 
Wheelock, Jonn Clafiin, H. L. Pierrepont, Jr.; 
Seth M. Milliken; John D. Cutter, and a large 
number of other men prominent in mercantile 
pursuits. It was understood that the weailtn of 
those who were interested in thecompany would 
negregate more than a bundred millions of dol- 
lars. William A. Wheelock was Acting Presi- 
dentof the company until the Trustees elected 
Ldward A. Moen. He filled the position for 
three years, stepping down yesterday, much 
against his willin one way, though in another 
be had no desire to fill the position, as it was 
vnaly with great difficulty hecould give the ofiice 
the time it demanded. Mr. Armstrong was elect- 
ed Secretary in 1882, as soon as the company was 
ready for business. 

The company was less than three years old 
when there arosea difference of opinion be- 
tween the Secretary and the other officers 
regarding the wisdom of his methods. He 
and President Moen entertained radically dif- 
ferent opinions, and both sides prepared for 
war. The Secretary expressed himself freely at 
all times and ia all quarters, and made no bones 
about saying that he was the brains of the con- 
cern. His opponents in the company did notsay 
50 much, but worked steadily, and in October of 
last year Mr. Armstrong was surprised to find 
that his place in the company had been given to 
Jobn R. Waters,a dry goods man, and that he 
‘was out in the cold. Hisenemies had caught 
him napping and had made the mostof the cir- 
cumstance. ‘ 

Then Mr. Armstrong took off his coat and 
jgave his friends and enemies an ideaof the 
‘umount of energy imprisoned in his portly 
trame. In just two weeks from the date of his 
enforced retirement he was reinstalled as Secre- 
tary. Mr. Waters had resigned without notify- 
ing the men who had put him in office of his 
{intention to do anything of the sort, and, more 
than that, had voted for the reinstaliment of his 
predecessor. George L. Whitman, who had 
voted for Waters, was also found on Armstrong's 
side when the latter needed aii the votes he could 
get. From that perioag until yesterday Arm- 
strong and his friends prepared for war. He 
declared openly that he would “ fire’ the Presi- 
dent, and Mr. Moen, when spoken to on the 
matter, said it undoubtedly looked asif there 
‘would either be a new Secretary or a new Presi- 
dent after the annual meeting. Mr. Moen did not 
desire ‘re-election, but at the request of the 
opponents of Armstrong agreed to stand rather 
than favor the election of George L. Whitman, 
of Whitman &‘Pbelps, the candidate of the op- 
position. 

Both sides worked very hard,and both ex- 
pressed confidence in the success of their re- 
Bpective sides,and when ths people, who hada 
righito vote for 34 Trustees, met at the oftices 
ot the company, No. 155 Broadway, yesterday 
morning, excitement ran bigh and considerable 
bitterness, not to say rancor, was developed. 
Secretary Armstrong and Trusteo Joan E. 
Searles, Jr.. Treasurer of the Havemeyer Sugar 
Refining Company, discussed the outcome ina 

eated iashion, and Mr. Armstrong was prompt- 
y taken up when he offered to bet Mr. Searles 
$200 that his side would win bya two to one 
vote. The anti-Armstrong party was in favor 
pf allowing poiicy holders, scrip holders, and 
zertificate holders and their proxies a vote. The 
Armstrong party held that onlv certificate hold- 
ers should be allowed to vote for Trustees, and 
the judges of election decided in their favor. 

en the votes were counted it was found 
that the Armstrong ticket had won by a major- 
ity of 527 votes. This ticket constitutes the 
Board of Trustees for tne ensuing year, and is as 
follows: P. B. Armstrong, William C. Browning, 
Jobn L. Boardman, H. H. Bechtel, Aaron 
arter, George C. Clarke, Emil Calman, 
Thomas Deford, FE.

MR. RYAN NEED NOT APPEAR,

JUDGE VAN BRUNT DISAPPROVES OF FISH- 
ING EXCURSIONS FOR FACTS. 

Judge Van Brunt, in the Supreme 
Court, Chambers, heard arguments for and 
against the motion of Jacob Sharp, James W. 
Foshay, and other parties who control the 
Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Railroad to com- 
pel Mr. Thomas F. Ryan to come into court and 
answer certain guestions before the trial of the 
‘case of C. F. Frothingham and others against 
that railroad comes up. Mr. William C. Gulliver, 
of the firm of Alexander & Green, opened for 
the company in support of the motion to ex- 
amine Mr. Ryan. He said that the parties now 
suing and who pose as stockholders of the Broad- 
way and Seventh-Avenue Railroad are really 
but masqueraders, who in demanding an ex- 
amination of the books of therailroad company 
desired the information for their own private 
purpose, which is to aid the Philadelpbia gang, 
which bas been engaged for many months in en- 
deavors to secure the use of the defendants’ 
lines, which they desire to use in conjunction 
with a scheme to “ gridiron” the city by obtain- 
ing possession of itsentire street railway system. 
Mr. Gulliver made bold to charge that Mr. 
Thomas F. Ryan belongs to the so-called Phila- 
delphia gang, and is using Mr. Frothingham for 
a blind. He also declared that 7 and his as- 
-sociates sold stock of the Union Passenger Rail- 
way and Transportation Company whén the 
scheme looked rosy, and now they are revenge- 
ful because the Sharp lines did not go into their 
concern. 

Mr. Morgan J. O'Brien appeared for Mr. 
Ryan, and spoke pointedly against the ex- 
amination of his client. The motion in the 
case, he said, was another dragging up 
of the old dodge, where men who have 
a bad cause seek to throw mud on every- 
body else to detract attention from themselves. 
He contended that an affidavit such as Mr. 
Foshay and Mr. Richardson had made, seeking 
an examination of Mr. Ryan, should be accom- 
panied by proof that they were aware of the 
possession of certain desirable knowledge by 
him. There was no such proof in this instance, 
and Mr. O’Brien moved to vacate the order. 

Mr. Robert Sewell, of counsel for Frotning- 
ham and others, asked Judge Van Brunt to hold 
the affidavit of Foshay and Richardson between 
himself and the light and observe how many 
blanks there were. It was the blankest affida- 
vit he had seen, and should not be dignified even 
by the elegant term of masquerade. He said 
Affiant Richardson solemnly swore to facts. 
What facts? The affidavits showed no facts. 
There were plerty ot blanks intended for Mr. 
Ryan to fillin facts, but that would indeed be a 
pretty how-to-do—in reality a travesty upon 
legal methods. Was it desired to carry ona fishing 
excursion to pull out Ryan? Judge Van Brunt 
said there was a good deal of difference in 
knowing that;a man knows a thing and sup- 

nosing he does. In this case it was contended by 
Mr. Gulliver that Mr. Kyan knows a good deal 
which it is desirable to ascertain, but to the 
court there seems no relation whatever between 
the suit of Frothingham against the Broadway 
and Seventh-Avenue Railroad and the leasing 
of the Sharp lines by the Union Passenger Rail- 
way and Transportation Company. There was 
nothing that the court could see in the papers 
presented which would justify the court in 
making an order for Mr. Ryan’s examination. 

Mr. Gulliver asked if, in denying his motion 
for Mr. Ryan’s examination, he would do so 
without preiudice to any steps looking in the 
same direction in the future. 

* Sufficient unto the day be the evil thereof,” 
rapped the court; * the motion is denied.” 

This morning the case proper comes up. Mr. 
John Weber, a builder, who resides at EKighty- 
fourth-street and Madison-avenue, visited Mr. 
Elibu Root Monday and requested his counsel in 
an action against the Broadway and Seventh-Ay- 
enue Railroad Company. It wassoon discovered 
that his basis of compiaint is identical with Mr. 
Frothingham’s, and he was therefore permitted 
to become a co-plaintiff. Mr. Root will ask that 
an order to this effect be made to-day by Judge 
Van Brunt. 





TOO MUCH MONEY AROUND, 


COMPETITION COMPELS BROOKLYN SAVINGS 
BANKS TO CUT DOWN INTEREST RATES, 
Several of the savings banks in Brooklyn 

have reduced their rates of interest on deposits 
from 4 per cent. to 3 per cent. The reason as- 
signed for this reduction is that there is too 
much money seeking borrowers, and rather than 
let it remain idle its owners are loaning it on 
first-class security as low as4 percent. Presi- 
dent Morgan, of the Brooklyn Savings Bark, 
said that the cause of the reduction was that 
United States 4 per cent. bonds were selling in 
the open market at 123 and 125, so that holders 
of them received really only 2% per cent. interest 
on their money. Other bonds wereequally high, 
and it was only on mortgages that the lender 
could get 5 per cent. on his investment. Of the 
$23,000,000 deposited in Brooklyn savings institu- 
tions only $2,000,000 were not on mortgages. 

The Treasurer of the Dime Savings Bank said 
that the banks were not earning more than 3 
per cent., and Treasurer Koch, of the Germania 
Savings Bank, agreed with him. George A. 
Denny, of the South Brooklyn Savings Institu- 
tion, said that his bank had tound no occasion 
to reduce the rate of interest paid its depositors. 
It was still able to obtain 5 per cent. on all mon- 
eys loaned on mortgages, and therefore felt 
justified in paying depositors 4 per cent. on their 
money. The total available resources of the 12 
savings banks in Kings County on July 1, 1885, 
was placed at $89,433,464. of which sum $77,039,209 
was due to depositors. The number- deposit- 
vey was 209,697, and the surplus on hand, $12,37%,-

Kiernan 
seemed to place but little hopes in this last 
resort. Sheriff Mitchell does not think that 
Kiernan will live to have the sentence of death 
carried out.

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CITY HALL PARK ALL WANTED. 


ALDERMEN OBJECT TO USING PART OF IT 
FOR THE APPROACH TO THE BRIDGE. 

Alderman James J. Mooney, the Chair- 
man of the Committee on Lands, Places, and the 
Park Department, submitted to the Board of 
Aldermen yesterday a report relative to the ex- 
tension of the Brooklyn Bridge approach on the 
New-York side to the City Hall Park across 
Centre-street, ‘‘and the contemplated seizure 
and confiscation of aportion of the City Hall 
Park for the use of the patrons of the bridge.’’ 
It isciear to the minds of the members, how- 
ever, that ‘‘not one square: inch of the land in- 
cluded in the City Hall Park should ever be sur- 
rendered forthe purpose contemplated or for 
any other purpose apart from the public uses of 
our own citizens, and no effort should be spared 
by this Common Council to prevent the con- 
summation of thescheme,” It is held thet the 
Legisiature cannot deprive the city of New-York, 
without its consent, of property held by them 
“from the British Crown.” Should the Legis- 
lature see fit to disregard the plain provisions of 
the law on the subject, some vubli¢ spirited cit- 
izens could begin suit to.determine the question 
at issue. In conclusion; the committee recom- 
mend the adoption of the preambles and resolu- 
tions denouncing the scheme which were passed 
by the Aldermen on June 21, 1881, and vetoed by 
the Mayor on June 30 of the same year. 

Alderman Van Rensselaer objected to some of 
the preambles. He was in favor of making a 
dignified protest and nothing more. President 
Nooney also spoke in the same strain, Aldermen 
Van Rensselaer’s amendments were then adopt- 
ed, and the report as amended was agreed to.
